MiWKAPOLis,  Dec.  10.— Claus  A. 
IMixt,  the  confessed  murderer  of.Cnlher- 
ine  Ging,  is  a  pitiable  ohiject  this  morn- 
ing. Now  that  the  awful  secret  which  he 
held  has  been  revealed,  he  seems  utterly 
shattered.  The  tears  course  down  his 
cheeks  in  an  unending  procession. 
Every  few  minutes  he  sends  for  Chief  of 
Police  Smith,  whom  he  seems  to  regard 
as  the  only  friend  he  has  on  earth,  and 
breaks  out  into  lamentations  over  his 
hard  fate. 

All  night  long  the  nerve-shattered 
murderer  was  haunted  with  the  fair  face 
of  his  victim.  His  eyes  had  a  wild  look 
and  he  was  actually  alraid  to  be  alone  in 
cell  No.  13.  "I  want  to  tell  my  story 
and  then  die,"  he  said  continually. 
Jailer  McKetma  drew  a  chair  up  in  front 
of  his  cell  door  about  midnight  and  re- 
mained with  him  during  the  entire  night. 
The  piisoner  was  very  restless  and 
passed  the  mnjor  part  of  the  niijht  oac- 
icg  up  and  down  in  the  cell. 

Another  Crime  on  Kts  Soul. 
The  authorities  had  tome  fear  of  his 
mind  giving  away  entirely  under  the 
mental  strain,  ana  Jailer  McKenna  was 
instructed  to  rpcakencouragingly  to  him 
and  tell  him  that  he  had  nothing  to  fear 
as  long  as  he  m?.de  his  confession.  He 
says  he  wants  to  die  now  that  he  has  told 
ail  he  knows.  He  has  .isked  that  the 
chief  of  police  at  Cannon  Falls,  ?4inn., 
where  he  once  lived,  be  sent  for,  and  it 
IS  suspected  that  he  has  the  weight  of 
another  murder  on  his  soul  which  he  is 
.inxious  to  confess.  It  is  understood  that 
Blixt's  wife  in  that  viiiagcjdied  very  sud- 
denly and  mysteriously,  and  that  the 
wretched  man  wants  to  tell  another 
gruesome  story  about  that  tragedy. 

He  has  also  .isked  that  his  relatives  in 
Cannon  Falls  be  sent  for,  and  when  they 
arrive  more  revelations  are  expecttd. 
If  it  proves  to  be  a  fact  that  he  was  re- 
s'^onsible  for  his  first  wife's  death— be 
has  since  married  again— it  may  also 
turn  out  that  Harry  Hayward  knew  of 
this  fact  and  made  use  of  it  tc  strength- 
en his  power  over  his  tool.  The  belief 
IS  growing  that  Harry  Hayward  made 
use  of  hypnotism  to  gain  so  strong  an 
ititluence  over  his  tools  and  victims. 
Claus  lilixt  says  he  did.  He  told  the 
ofncers  that  Harry  had  controlled  him 
with  his  hypnotic  power,  as  he  also  had 
Miss  Gitig. 

The  murderer  shuddered  when  he 
made  this  statement  and  appeared  to 
stand  in  mortal  terror  of  Harry  even 
then.  With  gestures  of  the  hands  he 
illustrated  the  way  Harry  used  to  hypno- 
tize giiis.  He  said  that  whenever  Harry 
told  him  to  do  anything  and  he  refused, 
he  would  make  a  few  passes  at  him  with 
his  hands  and  the  result  was  that  he  did 
whatever  Harry  told  him.  The  time  he 
hred  the  barn  Harry,  he  sav-;,  threatened 
to  kill  him  if  he  did  not  obey  his  com- 
mand. 

"He  looked  through  me  with  those 
eyes,  and  I  went  and  set  fire  to  the  barn 
without  saying  another  word,"  said  Blixc 
(luaveringiy.  "The  morning  after  the 
fire  he  made  me  sign  a  paper  saying  that 
I  had  set  tire  to  the  barn.  1  signed  ray 
name  to  the  paper  and  after  that  when- 
ever be  wanted  me  to  do  things  for  him 
he  would  show  me  the  paper  and  threat- 
en to  send  me  to  Stillwater  for  ten  years 
if  I  refused.' 

Harry's  Terrible   Power. 

It  is  now  remembered  that  Adry  Hay- 
ward, the  brother,  in  his  confession, 
alluded  to  the  terrible  in  uence  Harry 
had  over  him,  an  influence  not  entirely 
fear.  He  could  not  explain  it,  but  gave 
the  impression  that  it  w.as  almost,  im- 
possible for  him  to  resist  Harry's  wishes 
when  they  were  pressed  upon  him.  It 
is  known  that  Harry  had  a  wonderful 
influence  over  the  dead  girl.  She  did 
anything  he  told  her  to  do  with  implicit 
confidence,  and  he  often  boasted  to  Adry 
that  the  girl  would  do  exactly  as  he  told 
her  to  do. 

It  was  decided  this  morning  that  there 
would  be  no  arraignment  of  Blixt  in  the 
municipal  court,  but  that  his  case  should 
go  direct  before  the  grand  jury,  A  large 
ciowd  had  assembled  before  the  munici- 
pal court  on  Second  street.  Much  taik 
was  indulged  in,  and  their  looks  yn^j^,  to 
say  the  least,  threatening.  Capt,  Hein 
was  detailed  to  announce  to  the  crowd 
that  Blixt  was  not  to  be  brought  into  the 
municipal  court  and  that  they  were  to 
disperse  immediately.  His  words  had 
little  efifect,  as  the  crowd  remained  in 
front  of  the  building  and  was  augmented 
every  few  minutes  by  the  appearance  of 
new  faces. 

The  question  in  every  mind  now  is 
whether  Harry  will  confess.  He  was 
not  told  of  Blixt's  confession  until  this 
morning  and  reporters  have  ail  been  de- 
nied access  to  him  by  order  of  his  attor- 
ney, V/.  E.  Hale.  Sheriff  Ege  went  over 
to  St.  Paul  and  spent  the  night  with  him 
in  the  Ramsey  county  jail.  Ege  has  a 
way  of  getting  a  prisoner's  confidence, 
and  it  is  believed  that  he  will  be  able  to 
get  admissions  from  the  arch  conspuator 
if  anyone  does. 

Early  this  morning  W.  E.  Hale,  attor- 
ney for  Adiy  Hayward,  was  admitted  to 
the  jail  at  St.  Paul  to  see  Harry  Hay- 
ward. The  two  were  closeted  together 
at  II  o'clock.  With  the  exception  of 
Sheriff  Ege  and  Mr.  Hale,  no  one  has 
been  admitted  to  see  Harry  since  Satur- 
day.   Yesterday  afternoon  the  prisoner 


talked  .ind  laughed  a  great  deal,  and 
during  the  religious  services  in  the  jail 
he  joined  in  the  tinging. 

Says  ii  is  a  Fake. 
This  morning  he  was  given  the  papers 
containing  the  story  of  Blixt's  confesKion. 
After  reading  them  he  said  that  the  wfiole 
thing  was  a  take  concocted  by  Blixt  to 
save  his  neck.  Ho  said  that  he  himself 
might  have  something  to  sav  soon  which 
would  shew  things  m  a  dillerent  light. 
Sheriff  Ege,  who  has  been  Harry's  al- 
most constant  companion  since  he  was 
taken  to  St.  Paul,  has  practically  given 
up  expecting  a  confession,  but  will  make 
a  final  eGfort  to  secure  one  today. 

The  burning  of  the  elevator  at  Haitiel, 
in  this  county,  on    which  Miss  Ging  h.ad 
a  mortgage,  is    now    ascribed  to    Harry 
Hayward.     It  is  known  th.at  he  was  very 
anxious  for  her  to  realize  on  her  loan    of 
Si2ao  at  once,    and    that    she  made    the 
effort  through  her    tinancial   agents    but 
was  unsuccessful.    Just   at  that  juncture 
the  elevator  opportunely  burned  and  the 
insurance    money    paid    the    mortg:ige. 
The  owner,  Julius  Jenson,  says  that    the 
Hre    beyond    question    was    incendiary. 
Blixt  has    been    questioned    about    the 
matter,  but  claims  to  know  nothing  cf  it. 
An  effort  has  been    made  to    connect 
Hayward  with  the  mysterious  murder  of 
Lena  Olson  at  Dulutli  some  months  ago. 
The  case  is  not  unlike  the  Giiig  case,  but 
there  is  as  yet  no    evidence    that    Hay- 
ward   bad    anything    to    do    with  A.  A. 
Austin,  ih-;    mysterious    stranger  who  is 
supposed  to  have  murdered  the  girl,  and 
for  whom  the  police   are   still  searching. 
Blixt  Told  Two  Sioriss. 
Biixt's  confession  was  made  last  even- 
ing.    He  told  two  stories.    The  first  was 
that  Harry  Hayward  wasthe  actnai  mur- 
derer, and  that  when  the  deed  was  done 
he  (Blixt)    took    the  body    to  the  point 
where  :t  was  .'ound.     Lat-r  Blixt  sent  for 
the  mayor  and  chief  of    police  and  con- 
fessed that  he  himself  did    the  shooung 
at  Hayward's  instig.ation.    He  said  tha't 
Hayward  had  per^unisd  Mi.'.s  Gmg  that 
green  goods  could  be    easily  circulated 
through  the  medium  cf  her  business  as  a 
dressmaker.     She,  al  .vays  having  had  an 
insane  desire    to    get  rich  easily,  fell  in 
with  the  idea.    The   night  of  tht;  murder 
Hayward  told  her  to  meet  a  green  goods 
dealer   on    the     outskirts   ot    the    city. 
They  started    off    on  the   ride   together. 
About  two  blocks  from   the   Ozark    flats 
they  met  Blixt.    Hayward  induced    her 
to  let  Blixt    drive    her  to  the    place    of 
meeting,  with  the  assurance  to  her    that 
he  would  himself  follow  immediately   in 
another  buggy    and    be    present  at    the 
mceti.ng.     B;ixi  then    drove  the    woman 
out  to  the  old  Excelsior  road  and    called 
uL-r  attention    to    a  passing    object.    As 
she  turned  her  head  to   look  out  of    jjer 
side  of  the  buggy  he    shot    her.    In   -.he 
meantime    Hayward    returned     to    the 
Ozark  tlats  and  went  to  the  theater.

"No  more,"  said  the  secretary,  "than  it 
is  obligated  to  protect  private  citizens  who 
invest  their  funds  in  manufacturing  con- 
cerns, corporations,  etc."

HAYWARD'S  NERVE  GOOD. 


Says  He  Wiil  Tell  Something  That  Will  Para- 
lyze the  Detectives. 

St,  Paul,  Dec.  lo.— Harry  Hayward 
is  still  in  the  Ramsey  c^ounty  jail.  He 
has  not  yet  raide  any  confession  and  is 
not  likely  to.  W.  E.  Hale,  his  attorn-jy, 
arrived  from  Minn^'apolis  this  morning 
and  was  at  once  admitted  to  his  cell. 

Hayward  is  conducting  himself  in  a 
peculiar  manner.  All  yesterday  he  was 
making  considerable  noise  in  the  cor- 
ridor of  the  jail,  singing  and  laughiuEj. 
He  also  joined  in  the  re- 
ligious exercises  conducted  in 
the  building  and  joined  heartily 
in  the  singing  of  hymns.  He  had  some 
conversation  wth  one  of  the  prisoners  in 
jail,  after  he  re.id  the  paper  this  morn- 
ing, containing  the  confession  ot  Blixt. 
Havward  said  to  him: 

"This  whole  story  of  Blixt  is  a  fakt 
from  top  to  bottom  and  is  made  to  save 
his  own  neck.  I  •  will  give  something 
which  will  paralyze  the  whole  galaxy  of 
detectives  and  criminals,  but  I  will  w.iit 
until  the  proper  time  comes." 

Hayward  had  met  the  prisoner  he  thus 
addressed  in  one  of  the  gambling  houses 
in  St.  Paul,  where  he  dropped  $i;oco. 

MANY  ARE  AFFECTED. 

A  Newfoundland    Bank    Suspended    Paymont 
and  Others  Involved, 

St.  John's,  N.  F.,  Dec.  iq.— The  Com- 
mercial bank  of  Newfoundland,  having 
its  headquarters  in  this  city,  suspended 
payment  this  morning  owing  to  the  fail- 
ure of  several  of  the  largest  fish  expo-t- 
ing houses  to  respond  to  their  liabilities  to 
the  bank.  This  has  involved  other  banks 
and  has  crippled  some  of  the  largest 
concerns  here.  Four  of  them  ha/e 
closed  their  premises  and  others  w:ll 
close  tomorrow. 

The  small  depositors  are  demanding 
gold  from  the  Union  and  Savings  banks 
and  the  gold  reserve  is  being  steadily 
drained.  If  they  are  able  to  meet  tiie 
run  everyihing  is  safe.  But  the  chief 
danger  is  the  difhcuity  in  getting  more 
gold  into  the  country. 

At  present  the  people  are  very  peace- 
ful and  seem  unable  lo  appreciate  the 
gravity  of  the  situation.  Business  mun 
of  all  classes  are  trying  to  effect  an  ar- 
rangement with  London  bankers  or  with 
Canadian  concerns  which  will  be  urged 
to  extend  business  to  this  center. 

THE  PORTE  IS  ANXIOUS. 

Action  olthe  Powers  on  the  Armenian  Quel- 
lion  is  (xpected. 

Vienna,  Dec.  lo,— All  foreign  diplo- 
matic action  at  Constantinople  has  been 
suspended  in  consequence  of  the  e;t- 
charge  of  views  which,  on  the  initiative 
of  Great  Britain,  is  proceeding  between 
the  Berlin  treaty  signatory  powers  with 
the  view  of  taking  joint  action  on  the 
Armenian  question. 

The  porte  is  very  anxious  at  this  new 
turn  ot  affairs  and  has  apprised  the 
sultan  of  the  exchange  of  views  taking 
place  among  the  powers.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  the  Turkish  ministry,  as- 
sisted bv  Kiamil,  Said  and  Chakir 
lashas  sat  continuously  from  noon  on 
Saturday  and  was  still  in  session  at  noon 
yesterday. 


Southern  Hotel  Burning. 

Ch.vttanooga.  Tenn.,  Dec,  lo.— The 
Southern  hotel,  one  of  the  leading  hotels 
in  the  city,  is  on  fire  and  will  be  a  totrl 
loss.  The  fire  was  caused  by  the  burst- 
ing of  a  gas  meter  in  the  basement,  the 
gas  igniting  a  fire  in  the  furnace  room 
near  by.  There  were  seventy-five  guests 
in  the  house,  all  of  whom  escaped.  Th« 
building  cost  $75,000  and  is  partially  in- 
sured. 


WAsiirNGTON,  Dec.  10.— Secretary 
Carlisle  appeared  before  the  house  com- 
mittee on  banking  and  currency  today 
to  present  in  detail  the  features  of  the 
new  currency  plan  proposed  in  his  an- 
nual report  and  endorsed  in  the  presi- 
dent's message.  There  was  much  inter- 
est in  the  hearing,  as  it  was  felt  that  Mr. 
Carlisle  would  lend  a  more  popular 
interest  to  the  subject  than  had  appeared 
in  the  formal  report.  The  crowd  in  at- 
tendance made  it  necessary  to  use  the 
large  room  of  the  committee  of  wavs  and 
and  means.  Besides  the  full  member- 
ship of  the  committee  present,  Senor 
Romero,  the  Mexican  minister,  and 
many  members  of  congress  were  present. 
Mr.  Carlisle  adopted  an  easy,  conver- 
sational style  of  address.  He  said  he 
was  ready  to  answer  questions  from  the 
committee  as  well  as  elaborate  his  own 
views.  He  took  up  each  section  of  his 
recent  recommendation?. 

First,  repeal  all  laws  requiring  or 
authorizing  the  deposition  of  United 
States  bonds  as  securities  for  circulatio  1 
and,  second,  permit  national  banks  to 
issue  notes  to  an  amount  not  ex  ;eediijg 
rS  per  cent  of  lh,-ir  paid  up  and  unim"- 
paired  capita),  but  require  each  bank 
before  receiving  notes  to  deposit  a 
guar.intee  fund  consisting  of  United 
States  legal  tender  notes,  including 
treasury  notes  of  1890,  to  the 
amount  of  30  per  cent  upon  the  circu- 
latmg  of  the  notes  applied  for.  This  per- 
centage of  deposits  upon  the  circulating 
notes  outstanding  to  be  maintained  at  al'l 
times,  and  whenever  a  bank  retires  its 
Circulation,  in  whole  or  in  part,  its  guar- 
antee fund  to  be  relumed  to  it  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  notes  retired, 

Mr.  Carlisle  said  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  present  law  requiring  the  deposit  of 
bonds  to  secure  circulation  prevented 
the  elasticity  of  the  currency,  "  The  pro- 
vision outlined,"  said  Mr,  Carlisle,  "gives 
ample  protection  without  the  deposit  cf 
bonds  as  required  by  the  present  law," 

Mr,  Carlisle  said  the  practical  value 
of  a  reserve  fund  of  currency  was  shown 
in  1S93.  There  was  a  demand  for 
money,  aggregating  $40,000,000.  The 
treasury  did  its  best  to  meet  the  string- 
ency but  by  the  time  the  notes  were 
ready  to  distribute  the  demand  had 
gone  by  and  many  of  the  packages  of 
notes  were  returned  unopened.  The 
secretary  invited  criticism  of  this  par- 
ticular section. 

Chairman  Springer  asked  how  the 
secretary's  plan  differed  from  the  Balti- 
more pl.in.  Mr.  Carlisle  explained  the 
technical  difference.  The  Baltiirore 
plan  proposed  a  deposit  of  50  per  cent 
under  certain  conditions  while  the 
treasury  plan  proposed  a  deposit  of  33 
per  cent.  When  a  bank  fails  the  treas- 
ury plan  contemplated  an  asjessmenton 
all  national  banks,  thev  in  turn  having  a 
lien  on  the  failed  bank. 

Representative  Hall,  of  Missouri,  sug- 
gested that  there  was  a  prevailing  opin- 
ion ttiat  it  was  unsafe  to  place  the  entire 
question  of  expanding  the  currency  in 
the  hands  of  corporations  and  banks. 

"It  will  work  automatically,"  said  Mr, 
Carlisle.  "Banks  will  not  expand  the 
currency  unless  the  public  needs  it. 
Their  interest  will  be  to  expand  and  con- 
tract as  the  common  interests  demand 
It.  These  interests  will  therefore  control 
at  all  times. 

The  secretary  stated  that  this  flexi- 
bility was  much  more  desirable  than  a 
rigid  system  by  which  a  fixed  amount  of 
currency  was  always  outstanding.  At 
one  time  the  stringency  was  so  great  that 
the  banks  drew  out  $13,000,000  under 
pressure,  and  if  had  not  been  tor  the 
Canadian  banks  who  sent  currency  into 
this  country,  serious  results  might  have 
ensued, 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Indiana,  asked  if  the 
Baltimore  plan  did  not  contemplate  gov- 
ernment liability,  Mr,  Carlisle  said 
the  ultimate  liability  was  on  the 
government  by  the  Baltimore 
plan,  and  on  the  banks    by  his  plan, 

Mr,  Johnson  asked  if  the  ultimate  lia- 
bility of  the  government  would  not  in- 
spire more  confidence  in  the  currency. 
The  secretary  said  it  undoubtedly  would! 
but  that  his  plan  would  insure  ample 
protection  and  therefore  ample  confi- 
dence. He  explained  that  in  case  of  the 
failure  of  a  bank,  its  30  percent  goes  into 
the  general  safety  fund.  If  the  total  of 
the  safety  fund  and  the  assets  of  the 
failed  bank  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  all 
the  liabilities  without  carrying  the  gen- 
eral safety  fund  below  the  5  per  cent, 
then  all  the  banks  are  assessed  to  meet 
the  liabilities.  The  banks  then  have  a 
lien  on  the  assets  of  the  failed  bank. 

Concerning  the  stale  bank  feature  of 
the  plan,  Secretary  Carlisle  said:  "It 
suggests  merely  a  plan  by  which  state 
banks  could  act  if  they  saw  fit.  But  the 
government  has  no  direct  connection 
with  state  institutions.  The  plan  simply 
gives  them  the  privilege  of  acting  under 
certain  conditions  if  they  see  fit." 

The  secretary  then  took  up  the  propo- 
sition that  no  national  bank  note  be  of 
less  denomination  than  j^io.  It  would 
er.courage  the  circulation  of  silver  cer- 
tificates of  small  denominations.  These 
certificates  were  now  crowded  into  the 
treasury.

THE  FEDERAriON  OF  UBOR. 

Opening  Session  of  the  Annual  Convention 
Attended  by  John  Burns. 
Denver,  Dec,  i.>.— The  fourteenth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Gomper-  promptly  at  loo'clock 
today.  There  were  too  delegates  and 
spectators  in  Odd  Fellows  hall  at  that 
time  and  half  as  m.any  more  came  in 
1.1" j^'  1*^^  morning  stssion.  Presid'*nt 
Rhodey  Kenhan,  cf  the  Denver  Tr^ds 
assembly,  delivered  the  address  of  wel- 
come to  which  Mr,  Gompers  briefly  re- 
sponded. The  latter  spoke  feelingly  of 
the  almost  desperate  condition  of  labor 
at  the  present  time  This  was  followed 
by  complimentaiy  words  for  Denver  and 
herene.-gctic  people.  Referring  to  the 
innovation  cf  holdiag  this  convention  so 
far  v.'est  as  Denver,  he  suggested  that 
within  a  decade  the  westward  movement 
of  industry  might  tike  the  convention  of 
the  federation  to  the  Golden  Gate. 

As  Mr.  Gompers  closed  his  remarks* 
John  Burns,  the  great  English  labo? 
leader,  entered  the  hail  and  was  greeted 
with  a  storm  of  applause.  He  took  his 
seat  at  the  left  of  tlie  president,  the  chair 
on  the  right  being  occupied  by  David 
Holmes,  M.  P.,  London.  President 
Gompers  named  James  Duncan,  R  H 
Metcaif,  Thomas  i:iderkin,  Herbert  A* 
Mullen  and  Thomas  F.  Tracy  as  a  com- 
mittee on  credentials, 

Thomas  M.  Patterson,  of  Denver,  was 
introduced  and  delivered  an  address  on 
"Labor's  Rough  but  Noble  Struggle." 
The  speaker,  ever  eloquent  and  interest- 
ing, was  at  his  best  and  his  delineation 
of  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  past 
and  present  was  received  with  frequent 
applause. 

«iOneof  the  changes  in  the  situation 
from  the  past  he  Jittributed  to  the  in- 
crease of  corpora  ions.  He  said  that 
while  the  individual  employer  migh» 
feel  a  sympathy  far  his  employes,  the 
corporation  could  entertain  no  such 
emotion.  The  acticn  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment in  the  Pullman  strike  was  de- 
nounced as  tyrannical.

Trouble    Has  Arisen    in    New    York    Over 
Changes  in  Figures  on  the  Consoli- 
dation Vote. 


Washington.  Dec.  lo.— The  events  of 
the  past  few  days  leave  little  room  for 
doubt  that  the  financial  question  is  to  be 
a  prominent  topic  in  the  senate  during 
the  present  session,  and  there  are  some 
facts  which  point  to  a  state  of  affairs 
which  may  render  the  session  one  of 
great  interest.  It  is  understood  that  the 
instructions  of  the  Democratic  senatorial 
caucus  do  not  go  to  ihe  extent  of  indors- 
ing the  recommendations  of  the  presi- 
dent and  Secretary  Carisle,  but  only  re- 
quire the  finacce  committee  to  take  these 
suggestions  under  consideration  as  thev 
would  any  other  suggestions  bearing 
upon  the  question  which  might  come 
from  a  creditable  source.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  the  finance  committee  will 
take  the  matter  up,  but  with  what  result 
is  not  stated. 

In  the  senate  at  large  the  plan  appears 
to  commend  itself  to  some  of  the  South- 
ern senators,  largely  because  of  its  pro- 
vision for  the  removal  of  the  state  bank 
tax.  If  a  bill  on  the  lines  sugtrested 
should  reach  the  senate  it  woula  be  op- 
posed by  the  extreme  free  silver  men, 
who  believe  that  if  a  law  containing  such 
provisions  should  be  enacted  it  would 
prove  a  death  blow  to  silver. 

Representative  Wilson,  of  Washing- 
ton, which  state  is  most  seriously  in- 
jured by  the  clerical  error  in  the  survey- 
ings provision  of  the  sundry  civil  appro- 
priation bill  of  the  last  session,  has  ob- 
tained from  Chairman  Saycrs  a  promise 
that  the  error  shall  be  corrected  in  the 
next  bill.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  al- 
low increased  rates  for  surveying  in 
heavily  timbered  and  mountainous  states. 
This  provision  was  accidentally  omitted, 
and  consequently  there  have  been  few 
contracts  let  in  Washington,  as  the  lands 
to  be  surveyed  are  largely  ot  that  char- 
acter. 

Mr.  Wilson  says  that  the  next  bill  will 
contain  a  provision  allowing  the  in- 
creased rates,  and  also  providing  that 
the  appropriation  of  the  last  shall  not 
lapse  if  contracts  for  surveys  have  not 
been  made  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Several  Western  states  are  more  or  less 
interested  in  the  surveys  a6fected  by  the 
error. 

The  means  of  preventing  erosion  or 
washing  of  agricultural  lands  and  of  re- 
claiming them  are  set  out  in  a  bulletin 
issued  by  the  agricultural  department. 
The  excessive  erosion,  it  is  shown,  may 
be  prevented  and  the  already  gullied 
fields  recovered  from  washing  bv  chemi- 
cal means  in  the  application  of  manures 
and  fertilizers  and  the  accumulation  of 
organic  matter,  by  means  of  cultivation 
and  under  drainage,  by  planting  trees. 
_  The  surface  washing  of  cultivated 
fields,  especially  those  naturally  defic- 
ient in  lime,  can  be  greatly  dimished  by 
the  free  application  of  lime.  The  most 
important  feature  in  the  recovery  of 
waste  fields,  it  is  cited,  is  the  incorpo- 
ration of  organic  matter  of  some  kind  in 
the  soil.  Ground  in  the  hill  country  un- 
fit for  agriculture  use  should  be  set  and 
kept  in  forest,  not  only  to  make  its  pro- 
duce a  timber  crop  but  also  to  prevent 
the  erosion  which  becomes  dangerous  to 
the  low  and  valley  lands.

San  Frani  isco,  Dec.  lo.— Miss  Mary 
Woumack,  whose  strange  escapade  in 
scattering  coin  on  the  streets  of  New 
York,  resulting  in  her  arrest,  is  well 
known  in  San  Francisco.  Her  career 
here  was  brief  but  brilliant.  She  repre- 
sented herself  as  a  widow  and  rented  a 
handsome  fiat  where  she  entertained  in 
good  style. 

She  had  many  friends  among  club 
men,  and  there  was  much  scandal  in 
connection  with  her  name  despite  the 
presence  of  her  maid,  a  matronly  ap- 
pearing female  of  over  40.  Miss  Wou- 
mack gave  up  her  flat  to  take  apart- 
ments in  the  Pleasanton,  a  family  hotel 
of  the  best  standing.  She  spent  money 
lavishly  and  told  stories  about  fier  life  at 
the  German  court.  Finally  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Pleasanton  informed 
Miss  Woumack  that  her  rooms  had  been 
rented. 

The  dashing  widow  then  went  to  Los 
Angeles  and  soon  after  to  San  Diego. 
She  was  the  object  of  much  admiration 
during  the  season  at  Coronado  beach  and 
left  California  to  attend  the  World's  fair. 
She  did  not  return  but  was  seen  by  San 
Francisco  men  at  Newport  and  New 
York. 


SAYS  IT  WAS  ACCIDENTAL. 


Salvini  Explains  How  Miss  Starr  Was  Injured 
at  St.  Paul. 

San  Francisco,  Dec.  lo.— Alexander 
Salvini,  who  is  now  playing  an  engage- 
ment in  this  city,  says  that  the  sensational 
stories  from  the  East  regarding  a  purpor- 
ted assault  by  him  upon  Louise  Starr,  a 
member  of  his  company,  are  outrageously 
false.  Miss  Starr  sued  him  to  recover 
§10,000  damages  for  personal  injuries 
inflicted  by  a  wine  glass  which  she 
charged  Salvini  threw  in  her  face  with 
intent  to  injure  her. 

The  suit  was  filed  in  the  United  States 
district  court  at  St.  Paul,  where  the  injury 
was  intlicted  during  the  actor's  appear- 
ance there  last  October.  It  has  been 
dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  com- 
plainant, who  brought  the  action  in  her 
own  person,  is  a  minor. 

Salvini  believes,  however,  that  a  new 
complaint  will  be  filed.

"The  Three  Guardsmen, "  but  the  break- 
ing of  the  glass  and  cutting  of  Miss 
Starr's  face  was  purely  accidental. 
Louise  Starr  is  the  fictitious  name  as- 
sumed by  this  St,  Paul  girl,  who  was  a 
theatrical  substitute.

authorities  have  inaugurated  prepara- 
tions for  the  extensive  culture  and  distri- 
bution of  the  new  anti-diphtheria  serum. 
Under  the  direction  of  Capt.  C.  B.  Ewmg. 
surgeon  of  the  United  States  army. 
Health  Commissioner  George  Homan, 
Dearnaud  Ravold,  bacteriologist  of  the 
medical  department  of  Washington  uni- 
versity, and  the  superintendent  of  quar- 
antine. Dr.  Joseph  Hardy,  four  horses 
have  been  inoculated  with  toxine  and 
within  four  months  are  expected  to  be 
immunized,  when  distribution  of  the 
serum  will  begin. 

In  addition,  test  tubes  and  Leffler's 
serum  are  to  be  distributed  at  accessible 
points  so  that  physicians  in  doubt  as  to 
throat  cases  under  their  care  can  place 
germs  therein  promptly  and  forward 
them  to  the  city  chemibt,  whose  duty  it 
will  then  be  to  propagate  and  study  the 
germs  as  they  grow  and  determine  their 
character. 


GEN.  VIELE  RAISES  A  RUMPUS. 

A  Speech  Before  the  G.  A.  R.  Post  Is  Causing 
Him  Trouble. 

Ni:\v  YokK,  Dec.  lo.— Gen.  Egert 
Ludovics  Viele  has  got  into  a  lot  of 
trouble  with  the  Lafayette  post  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  of  which  he  is  a  past  com- 
mander. Gen,  Viele  is  Cq  years  old. 
Before  he  was  40  he  won  American  fame 
as  great  as  was  the  European  lame  of 
Napoleon's  Jeomini.  After  the  war  he 
completed  the  beautifying  of  Washing- 
ton, planned  Central  park,  arranged  for 
and  practically  planned  the  Army  and 
Navy  burlding,  won  fame  as  a  geo- 
grapher, a  civil  engineer,  an  architect, 
a  landscape  gardener,  an  orator  and  a 
man  of  letters. 

Last  Saturday  night  a  week  ago.  Gen. 
Viele  went  down  to  the  meeting  ot  La- 
fayette post  and  read  to  his  old  comrades 
a  paper  on  the  "Descent  of  the  Naval 
and  Military  Forces  of  the  United  States 
upon  Port  Royal." 

"You  may  remember,"  he  said,  "that 
this  expedition,  the  first  real  success  of 
the  war,  was  arranged  secretly,  and  only 
a  few  of  the  highest  state  officers  were 
supposed  to  know  where  the  expedition 
was  bound." 

Gen.  \iele  went  to  tell  his  comrades 
of  the  Lafayette  post,  how,  before  he  left 
W^ashington,  that  a  certain  courtesan, 
who  was  on  intimate  terras  with  an  aged 
member  of  Lincoln's  cabinet,  said  the 
expedition  was  to  go  to  Bulls  bay  and 
to  Ferdinanda.  When  the  council  of 
war  was  held  aboard  the  flagship  just 
before  sailing  and  Commodore  Dupont 
read  out  Bulls  bay  and  Ferdinanda, 
Gen.  \iele  spoke  up  and  told  what  he 
had  heard. 

This,  the  general  hinted,  created  con- 
sternation. After  some  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  change  the  destination  and 
Port  Royal  was  selected.  This  change 
was  made  in  the  council  room  just  before 
the  sailing,  and  a  sentry  paced  up  and 
down  outside  it  to  absolutely  prevent 
eavesdropping.  Yet  when  they  captured 
Port  Royal,  they  found  a  telegram  there 
containing  the  information  of  the  change. 

Now  the  agitation  in  Lafayette  post  is 
just  this:  Many  of  the  members  feel 
that  Gen.  Viele,  by  failing  to  give  the 
name  of  the  aged  member  of  Lincoln's 
cabinet,  has  put  all  the  members  of  that 
cabinet  under  grave  suspicion.  Thev 
feel  they  must  reveal  the  name  of  the 
cabinet  officer.  It  appears  that  the  post, 
acting  through  its  majority,  propose  to 
vindicate  six  of  the  seven  members  of 
the  Lincoln  cabinet  at  the  expense  of  the 
seventh. 

Gen.  Viele  said  last  night:  "1  told  this 
story  at  the  post,  knowing  it  was  a  secret 
meeting.  I  meant  no  particular  refiec- 
tion  on  cabinet  officers  and  I  certainly 
shall  not  name  them  now."

San  Francisco,  Dec.  10.— The  storm 
caused  much  damage  to  the  streets  and 
servers  all  over  this  city.  A  section  of 
the  new  cement  sea  wall  in  course  of 
construction  was  washed  away,  and  at 
Oakland  where  the  tide  was  higher  than 
for  years,  the  wharves  were  badly  dam- 
aged.

New  York,  Dec.  10.— The 
suparvisors  of  Kings  county 
wind  up  the  official  canvass  of 
until  today.  The  gubernatorial  figures 
will  not  differ  more  than  100  or  so  from 
those  given  on  the  morning  after  election. 
There  is  likely  to  be  some  trouble  over 
the  consolidation  figures.  The  figures 
transmitted  to  police  head'juarters  on 
election  night  gave  a  majority  for  con- 
solidation of  161 5  and  a  few  days  ago, 
with  only  a  dozen  districts  missing  the 
official  count  indicated  a  majority  of  at 
least  2000  in  favor  of  consolidation  with 
New  York.  t)n  Saturday,  with  a  few 
districts  still  to  be  counted,  this  majority 
had  dwindled  down  to  277  and  there 
were  some  well  defined  rumors  that  it 
might  be  wiped  out  altogether. 

Lawyer  Sanders  Shanks,  secretary  of 
the  Consolidation  league,  has  notified 
the  county  clerk  and  the  clerk  told  the 
board  of  canvassers  that  he  would  de- 
mand the  right  to  go  into  the  county 
clerk's  office  today  and  canvass  the  vote. 
Mr.  Shanks  said:  "I  watched  the  canvass 
carefully  down  to  last  Wednesday  night 
and  the  vote  then  showed  that  consoli- 
dation had  a  majority  of  2940. 

"There  were  then  only  twelve  or 
thirteen  election  districts  to  he  heard 
from.  The  tally  sheets  now  show  that 
during  the  last  three  days  of  the  canvass 
there  has  been  extensive  tampering  with 
the  Twelfth,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
third  wards.  Figures  were  erased  and 
others  put  in  their  places. 

"The  clerks  when  spoken  to  about 
this  explained  that  there  had  been  er- 
rors which  hgd  been  correctud.  It  is  a 
most  peculiar  feature  about  the  whole 
business  that  the  only  mistakes  discov- 
ered were  in  the  vote  on  consolidation. 
Another  remarkable  feature  is  that  all 
these  mistakes  were  against  consolida- 
tion. It  is  surprising  that  instead  of  still 
leaving  a  majority  of  277  for  consolida- 
tion, they  have  not  wiped  i:  out  alto- 
gether, and  they  may  even  do  this  to- 
morrow. It  is  a  most  flagrant  violation 
of  the  law. 

"It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  re- 
turns at  police  headquarters  on  election 
night  seldom  vary  more  than  a  couple  of 
hundred  from  the  official  count.  This 
year  this  rule  holds  good  in  reference  to 
all  the  other  counts  except  on  the  con- 
solidation question.  The  police  count  on 
election  night  in  favor  of  consolidation  is 
1615." 

Mr.  Shanks  says  that  just  as  soon  as 
the  result  of  the  official  canvass  is  an- 
nounced, the  league  will  make  an  in- 
vestigation and  sift  the  matter  to  the 
bottom.  It  is  said  that  during  the  tedious 
canvass  of  the  vote  the  official  returns 
were  often  left  for  hours  in  the  hall  of 
the  board  of  supervisors,  in  easy  reach 
of  any  person  who  wished  to  tamper  with 
them. 

It  is  also  said  that  at  an  early  stage  in 
the  canvass  of  the  vote,  when  it  was  gen- 
erally admitted  that  consolidation  had 
obtained  a  clear  majority  of  it;ooormore, 
intimations  were  thrown  out  in  various 
quarters  that  this  would  be  upset  before 
the  count  was  finished.  Another  suspi- 
cious feature  is  that,  according  to  the  ad- 
mission of  Deputy  County  .  Clerk  Bar- 
nard, some  of  the  county  canvassers  had 
misunderstood  their  instructions  and  de- 
stroyed the  original  ballots  instead  of 
putting  them  in  the  possession  of  the 
police  authorities. 

It  is  said  in  explanation  that  in  general 
politicians  want  no  change  and  are  op- 
posed to  consolidation,  and  that  the  poli- 
ticians have  had  influence  with  the  can- 
vassers.

IRON  LAND  LITIGATION. 

Suits  Against  the  Cincinnati  and  Standard 
Ore  Companies  Came  Up  Today. 
This  morning's  session  of  district  court 
was  pretty  well  filled  up  with  iron  rain- 
ing matters.  The  case  of  John  M.  Wil- 
liams against  the  Cincinnati  Iron  com- 
pany, the  Standard  Ore  company  and 
John  McKinley  came  up  before  Judge 
Lewis  and  after  a  hearing  was  ordered 
submitted  on  briefs.  The  complainant 
alleges  that  in  August,  i8qi,  Williams 
was  the  owner  of  valuable  iron  lands  in 
5H-ih,  which  he  leased  to  John  McKinley 
with  the  understanding  that  he  was  to 
sublease  them,  acting  in  the  interest  of 
plaintiff. 

I  |Tbe    property    was    subleased   to  the 
Cincinnati  Ore  company  for  twenty  years 
for  the  purpose  of  exploring,  developing 
and  mining,    A  royalty  of  30    cents  on  a 
minimum  annual    output  of    10,00)  tons 
was  provided  for.  A  default  in  the  terms 
of  the  contract  was  to    enable  the  lessor 
to  take  the  propertv.    Under    these  con- 
ditions the  property    was    leased  by  the 
Cincinnati  Ore  company    to    H.  P.  Bar- 
bour, who  in  turn    transferred    it  to  the 
Stanr  a-d  Ore  company,  the  present  hold- 
er of  lue  lease.    The  Standard  carried  on 
operations  for  a  while,  and    then  ceased, 
and  has  mined  but  little  since  July,  1893. 
It  is    alleged    that    there    is   now  due 
$1500    in    royalties.        Having   failed  to 
carry  on  mining  or    to  pay  either    taxes 
or  royalties,    Williams    alleges  that  the 
leases  are  void,  and  as  they  work  a  cloud 
on  his  title  he    asks    the    court   to  have 
them  all  annuled.      He  also  wants  judg- 
ment for  $1500. 

A  similar  case  is  that  of  Clarence  M. 
Hilletal  against  the  Cincinnati  Iroii 
company,  the  Stand ird  Ore  company, 
H.  P.  Barbour,  John  McKinlev,  Lon  and 
Alf  Merritt  and  Ray  T.  Li^wis.  The 
land  in  question  is'in  5814,  and  was 
leased  by  Hill  and  A.  T.  Bliss  to  John 
McKinley,  and  passea  ihrouKh  the 
hands  of  Lon  and  Alf  Merritt,  then  back 
to  McKinley,  then  to  the  Cincinnati  Iron 
company,  then  to  H.  P.  Barbour,  who 
paid  $25,000  as  advance  royalties,  then 
to  the  Standard  Ore  company,  its  present 
holders. 

The  lease  was  for  twenty  vcars,  andja 
royalty  of  55  cents  on  a  minimuir.  an- 
nual output  of  150,000  ton?.  It  is  allijged 
that  when  the  first  leas>e  was  made  it 
was  known  that  there  were  valuable  de 
posits  of  iron  ore  en  the  lands,  and  it  was 
principally  for  the  purpose  of  having  it 
mined  that  the  lease  was  made.  The 
Iron  Range  road  has  built  within  a  mile 
of  the  land  and  is  ready  to  carry  all  the 
ore  that  may  he  mined. 

It  IS  alleged  further  that  both  the 
Standard  Ore  company  and  the  Cincin- 
nati Iron  company  have  been  for  six 
months  unable  to  p.iy  their  debts  and 
are  unable  to  carry  out  their  plans.  The 
Cincinnati  company  has  no  assets  ex- 
cept its  interest  in  the  lease  and  the 
Standard  company  none  except  its  inter- 
est and  some  improvements  en  the 
property.  It  is  alleged  that  both  are  in- 
solvent. 

The  Standard  Ore  company,  accord- 
ing to  the  complaint,  has  failed  to  curry 
out  the  terms  of  the  lease,  and  the  plain- 
tiffs want  all  the  leases  annulled  and  the 
title  of  the  land  declared  to  be  in  them. 
A  similar  suit  between  the  same  parties 
over  lands  in  581G  also  came  up.  In  its 
answer  to  this  suit  the  Standard  Ore 
company  says  that  it  has  spent  $65,ccd 
in  improvements  on  the  properly,  and 
has  continued  to  mine  except  when  fin- 
ancial depression  made  it  impossible. 
The  outlook  for  the  iron  ore  businens  is 
now  good,  and  the  company  has  just 
completed  arrangements  for  the  sale  of 
ore  which  will  enable  it  to  do  a  good 
business. 

Both  suits  were  referred  to  A.  H. 
Crassweller  to  hear  testimony  and  repoit 
to  the  court. 

The  case  of  Francis  G.  Burke  against 
S.  J.  Murphy  et  al  came  up  before  Judge 
Moer  and  was  on  trial  at  noon.  It  is  a 
three-cornered  fight  over  St.  L  uis 
county  properly.  Burke  and  Murphy 
are  fighting  over  the  title,  and  Oliver 
Boucier  and  Mary  Louis.;^  Pipiya,  two 
Sioux  half-breeds,  claim  to  be  the  owners 
of  the  property.  They  claim  that  Burke 
defrauded  them  out  of  quit  claim  deeds 
by  misrepresentations. 

The  case  of  the  Miners  Savings  bank 
of  Pittsburg  against  A.  W.  Bradley  was 
dismissed  on  motion  of  the  plaintiff.  The 
case  of  the  Botany  Worsted  mills  against 
the  Duluth  Dry  Goods  company  was  dis- 
missed. 
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JIM  BURNS  ON  TRIAL. 


Arguments  on  a  Demurrer  Made  to  the  Indict- 
ment. 
St.  Paul,  Dec.  10.— The  case  against 
ex-County  Auditor  James  H.  Burns  was 
taken  up  in  the  court  this  morning.  The 
entire  morning  was  taken  up  with  argu- 
ments on  a  demurrer  to  the  indictment, 
and  was  opened  by  Mr.  Rowe  and  ex- 
tended by  Mr.  Woodruff. 

The  position  of  the  counsel  for  the  de- 
fendant was  based  principally  on  the 
point  that  the  giving  of  the  certificate 
could  not  be  held  to  be  a  false  pretense, 
the  indictment  being  tor  that  crime, 
because  it  set  forth  neither  a  present  or 
a  past  condition  of  things,  but  a  future 
condition,  saying  in  terms  that  a  certain 
amount  would  be  due  in  the  future,  and 
the  very  gist  of  false  pretense  being 
something  either  present  or  past. 

Mr.  lUitler  was  brief  in  answering  for 
the  state.  The  liability  of  the  county 
was  what  the  state  of  Minnesota  per- 
mitted in  the  statutes  and  nothing  more; 
ihe  county  was  only  liable  through  the 
action  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners and  could  only  in  that  way  be- 
come indebted  to  the  Herald,  which  Mr. 
Burns  said  he  owned. 

He  was  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners.  Burns'  certificate  is 
tantamount  to  saying  that  the  board  of 
countv  commissioners  passed  a  resolution 
that  the  county  owed  the  Herald  $1800, 
when  no  such  resolution  had  been  passed. 
If  the  assignment  transferred  anything, 
what  difference  did  it  make? 

Mr.  Woodruff,  replying,  thought  that 
the  county  attorney  based  his  indictment 
on  a  very  insecure  foundation.  There 
was  an  express  punishment  for  ofitcial 
misconduct. 

The  court  said  that  he  supposed  the 
state  claimed  that  this  certificate  was  not 
such  a  one  as  he  was  obliged  to  make  as 
county  auditor.  Court  then  adjourned 
until  2  o'clock. 

This  afternoon  the  Burns  case  was 
continued  to  the  January  term  of  the  dis- 
trict court.  Judge  Brill  announced  that 
he  would  overrule  the  demurrer  and  cer- 
tify the  matter  to  the  supreme  court  as 
an  important  and  doubtful  question. 

THE  MINNESOTA  SCHOOLS. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  10.— W.  W.  Prender- 
gas',  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, issued  today  the  eighth  biennial  re- 
port of  his  office  for  the  school  year  end- 
ing July  31;  189394.  The  number  en- 
rolled m  the  publ.c  schools  entitled  to 
apportionment  has  increased  from  ->33  - 
224  in  i8g2  to  275,368  in  1894. 

Among  other  recommendations  are: 
An  annual  additional  appropriation  of 
$4000  for  the  su^-port  ot  summer  train- 
ing schools;  an  annual  additional  appro- 
priation for  the  encouragement  of  higher 
education;  amendments  of  the  state  cer- 
tificate law;  a  law  providing  for  a  change 
from  the  present  district  system  of  school 
management  to  the  township  system. 

Another  Victim. 
St.  Paul,  Dec.  10.— Another  death  oc- 
curred at  the  city  hospital  this  morning 
as  the  result  of  the  coal  gas  asphyxiation 
at  55  Ann  street  last  Friday.  The  old 
gentleman,  Joseph  Egan,  aged  60  years, 
passed  away  at  an  early  hour. 

Doings  of  Congress. 

WA.SHINGTON,  Dec.  10.— Today  being 
the  second  Monday  of  the  month  under 
the  rules  the  house  voted  itself  to  con- 
sideration of  District  of  Columbia  busi- 
ness. On  motion  of  Mr.  Heard,  chair- 
man of  the  District  of  Columbia  com- 
mittee, the  house  went  into  committee  of 
the  whole.

The  Municipal  Court  Judges. 

The  meeting-  of  the  Duluth  bar  o.n  Sat- 
urday was  a  very  representative  ;jather- 
ing,  nearly  all  the  practicing  attorneys  in 
the  city  being  present,  end  therefore  the 
reconamendations  made  in  regard  to  the 
municipal  court  judgeships  are  entitled 
to  respectful  consideration.  Mr.  Dibbell, 
who  was  sslected  as  the  bar's  candidate 
lor  municipal  judge,  is  recognized  as  an 
able  young  lawyer  who  would  dis.charge 
the  judicial  duties  with  impartiality  and 
even-handed  justice,  while  Mr.  Hunt, 
who  was  named  for  special  judge,  is 
spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms. 

What  course  the  political  parties  will 
pursue  with  regard  to  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  members  of  the  bar  remains 
to  be  seen,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether 
they  could  select  two  men  whose  election 
would  prove  more  satisfactory. 


Carlisle's  Currency  Scheme. 

Henrv  Clews  says  that  the  report  of 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  is  regarded 
in  Wall  street,  in  its  main  features,  as 
providing  a  clear  and  sensible  scheme 
for  rcconstrucfing  our  currency  system; 
but  some  of  the  details  of  the  plan,  es- 
pecially the  ^0  per  cent  deposit  of  legal 
tenders  against  notes,  and  the  geneial 
abandonment  of  compulsory  reserves 
against  deposits,  are  regarded  as  open 
to  serious  objection.  I^'otwithstanding. 
it  seems  to  be  the  majority  opinion  that 
reconstruction  will  ultimately  be  found 
to  run  on  the  lines  sketched  by  Mr. 
Carlisle.  At  the  same  time,  there  is 
little  expectation  that  any  legislation  on 
this  ijueslion  will  be  consummated 
within  the  life  of  the  present  congress. 
The  bitterness  of  factional  feeling  makes 
it  very  uncertain  whether  an  administra- 
tion measure  (such  as  Mr.  Carlisle's  is) 
could  command  a  majority  vote  in  both 
houses  of  congress.  In  the  senate  and 
the  house  alike,  there  is  great  division  of 
opinion  on  currency  matters,  and  it  is 
argued  that  a  set  of  legislators  who  could 
give  a  majority  for  B'and's  bill  cf  last 
session  are  not  likely  to  support  Mr.  Car- 
lisle in  his  strong  plea  for  bank  money 
based  upon  gold,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
strong  predilections  of  many  Western 
members  for  government    paper  money. 

It  is  likely,  therefore,  that  the  scheme 
will  not  be  enacted  into  a  law  at  the 
present  session.  The  changes  proposed 
in  the  existing  banking  methods  are  so 
radical  that  the  scheme  wiil  naturally 
arouse  considerable  discussion.  It  is 
well  that  it  should  he  thoroughly  debated 
and  given  mature  consideration.  Mean- 
while, there  are  some  members  of  con- 
gress who  believe  that  Comptroller 
Eckels  has  outlined  a  scheme  that  has 
many  points  of  merit  and  is  superior  to 
"the  Baltimore  plan, "  which  Mr.  Car- 
lisle has  largely  followed. 


The  United  States  Leads. 

If  the  possession  of  railroads  and  tele- 
graphs is  a  gauge  of  civilization,  then 
the  United  States  certainly  stands  far 
ahead  of  any  other  nation.  In  railroads 
America  has  2i'6.&7i'/j  miles,  or  31.0C0 
miles  more  than  all  of  the  remaining 
countries  of  the  world  combined.  All 
Europe  has  but  144.395  miles,  while 
Asia,  notwithstanding  its  immense  size, 
counts  only  23,2iQ,'i.  Africa  has  7212'/^ 
miles  and  Australia  12,685   miles  of  iron. 

The  statistics  are  based  on  facts  exist- 
ing at  the  end  of  1892  and  are  set  out  in 
the  "annual  railway  record."  The 
world's  railway  cost  the  enormous  sum 
$33,500,000,000,  or  an  average  of  $121,- 
260  88  per  mile.

The  German  Agrarian  ParJy. 

The  aims  of  the  gre.it  and  rapidly 
moving  .igrarian  parly  in  Germany  are 
clearly  deuned  in  a  set  of  resolutions 
passed  by  a  special  committee  last 
raciuh  and  transiiiitted  to  the  state  de- 
partment by  L^nited  Slates  Consul  Gen- 
eral Dekay,  at  Berlin.  These  are  of 
grave  importance  to  the  United  States, 
not  solely  from  the  direct  effect  upon  our 
industries  to  be  expected  from  their  at- 
tainment, but  alsj  because  this  great 
German  party,  which,  according  to  the 
cor.sul  general,  is  basing  great  hopes  on 
the  new  chancellor,  is  said  to  work  out 
principles  that  have  been  embodied  in 
our  own  political  platforms  and  that  have 
been  the  subjects  of  long  continued  strife 
in  con g res?. 

Some  of  these  touch  the  pressing  issue 
of  uniform  international  values — mean- 
ing international  ratios  of  coinage— as  of 
primary  importance  to  agriculture; 
others  relate  to  the  establishment  of  na- 
tional granaries,  akin  in  some  respects  to 
our  Alliance  project.  But  of  immediate 
interest  to  the  United  States,  which  uses 
so  much  foreign  capit.'.!,  is  a  proposition 
to  establish  a  special  censorship  over 
the  acceptance  of  public  loans  offered  to 
foreigners,  and  another  submits  the  en- 
tire tariff  system  to  a  new  arrangement 
to  benefit  internal  production. 

Something  like  our  anti-option  bill  is 
suggested  by  a  demand  for  "a  thorough 
reform  of  the  gram  exchanges  on  the 
basis  of  actual  business  in  real  articles." 
Ir.  fact  the  resolutions  as  a  whole  em- 
body in  a  small  compass  a  surprisingly 
large  num'oer  cf  what  h,^ve  been  re- 
garded as  purely  American  ideas. 


The  story  of  the  voluntary  suicide  of 
the  Armenian  women  and  children  at 
Andakh,  when  they  saw  that  the  fort 
must  be  taken  and  that  there  was  noth- 
ing but  violation  or  harem  liie  before 
them,  is,  it  true,  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able tributes  to  woman's  bravery  en  re- 
cord, "Ancient  history,"  says  the  St. 
Louis  Star-Sayings,  "tells  in  legend  of 
such  cases,  and  at  the  end  of  last  century 
ail  of  the  women  of  a  Rajpoot  city  in 
Northern  India,  so  killed  themselves 
when  about  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  a 
horde  of  Mahratias,  but  as  aruleall  such 
instances  have  been  single.  The  tale 
will  farther  lire  the  insistence  of  Chris- 
tian powers  on  a  reckoning  with  Turkey." 


The  Milwaukee  Evening  Wisconsin 
says:  "The  most  feasible  of  all  the 
great  waterway  propositions  is  that 
which  is  designed  to  connect  the  great 
lakes  with  the  Atlantic  ocean.  But 
even  that  important  undertaking  should 
net  be  started  until  the  people  are 
reasonably  sure  of  a  proper  amount  of 
tolls  annually  to  maintain  it."  The  Wii- 
consin  need  not  be  worried  on  the  latter 
point.  It  can  b^  shown  now  that  the  tolls 
would  be  sufficient  for  maintenance. 


Governor  Nelson  has  received  a  letter 
from  a  Washington  man  prophesying 
that  the  city  of  St.  Paul  will  be  destroyed 
within  two  years,  on  account  of  its  wick- 
edness, but  it  is  doubtful  whether  this 
warning  wiil  cause  the  wicked  people  of 
the  Saintly  City  to  repent.

The   Ging    Tragedy   at    Minneapolis    Has 

Revived   Interest  in  the  Mysterious 

Park  Point  Case. 


There   Are    Reports   in    Minneapolis  That 
the  Police  Authorities  Suspect  Hay- 
ward  of  the  Crime. 


Statement  is  Made  That  Hayward  Was  Seen 

Talking  With  Austin  in  a  Secluded 

Place. 


Who  murdered  Lena  Olson,  the  Min- 
neapolis woman  who  was  found  dead  on 
the  beach  at  Park  Point  Aug.  21  last, 
with  her  skull  crushed  in  and  her  pockets 
rilkd?  Since  Harry  Hayward  was 
placed  under  arrest  in  Minneapolis  on  a 
charge  of  having  planned  and  caused 
the  death  of  Miss  Glng  last  Monday 
night,  for  her  money,  interest  in  the 
Olson  case  has  been  revived  and  the 
Sunday  Review  snys  that  on  Saturday 
night  it  was  whispered  in  more  than  one 
quarter  that  the  police  authorities  were 
trying  to  connect  Hayward  with  this 
murder. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Miss  Olson 
was  killed  for  her  money  in  the  same 
brutal  manner  that  Miss  Ging  was 
slaughtered,  only  in  the  former  case  the 
murderer  used  a  club  instead  of  a  re- 
volver. Money  that  the  dead  woman 
was  known  to  have  had  on  her  person 
was  missing,  as  were  also  her  trunks,  in 
which  she  had  a  considerable  quantity  of 
valuable  belongings. 

In  many  respects  the  case  was  a  Ging 
case  in  all  of  the  essential  particulars, 
and  the  Olson  woman  was  enticed  away 
from  Minneapolis  by  a  man,  as  was  the 
Minneapolis  victim.  The  two  cases  are 
so  similiar,  in  fact,  that  many  people 
believe  that  the  same  man  planned  them 
both,  and  caused  his  paid  thugs  to  do 
the  actual  killing. 

Miss  Olson  was  a  thrifty  domestic,  who 
for  many  years  was  employed  in  families 
living  in  the  section  ot  Minneapolis 
where  the  O.-ark  Hat  building,  where  the 
Haywards  made  their  headquarters, 
stands.  That  she  had  laid  away  con- 
siderable money  for  a  rainy  day  was  well 
known  in  the  neighborhood. 

One  day  a  stranger  in  Minneapolis, 
who  called  himself  A.  A.  Austin  and 
claimed  to  be  a  widower  from  Califor- 
nia, where  he  had  a  fine  house  and  no 
end  of  property,  met  Miss  Olson  at  Mrs. 
Clay's  employment  agency.  The  ac- 
quaintance formed  there  was  pursued 
with  considerable  vigor  by  Austin, as  the 
fellow  calle.1  himself,  and  he  soon 
wormed  himself  into  the  confidence  of 
the  woman. 

About  the  middle  of  August  Austin 
gave  it  out  that  he  and  Miss  Olson  were 
soon  to  be  married  and  to  remove  to 
California  where  they  would  reside  in  the 
future.  On  Aug.  iS  or  19,  it  was  found 
out  later  on,  the  pair  boarded  a  train  for 
Duluth,  the  woman  having  on  her  per- 
son, so  it  was  understood,  about  S^oo  in  | 
ready  cash. 

Nothing  more  was  heard  of  Miss  Olson 
until  her  dead  body  was  found  on  the 
beach,  and  even  then  it  was  several  days 
before  the  body  was  fully  recognized. 
Austin  had  disappeared  as  completely 
as  though  he  had  been  dropped  into 
Lake  Superior,  with  a  solid  shot  tied  to 
his  feet.  From  that  day  to  this  nothing 
has  been  beard  from  him. 

In  making  their  investigations  the 
police  found  that  instead  of  having  had 
$500  in  her  possession  when  she  left  Min- 
neapolis she  had  less  than  Sioo,  thebal- 
lance  of  her  money  being  in  possession 
of  a  friend  in  Minneapolis.  It  was  fur- 
ther found  that  Austin  had  believed  that 
the  woman  had  no  end  of  money  with  her 
when  she  left  the  city  with  him. 

It  did  not  fake  long  for  the  detectives 
to  tind  that  Lena  Olson  had  been  mur- 
dered for  her  money  by  the  man  with 
whom  she  left  Minneapolis,  presumably 
a  fellow  calling  himself  A.  A.  Austin,and 
that  Austin  had  sought  her  out  soon 
after  reaching  Minneapolis  at  the  in- 
stance of  some  one  residing- in  that  city, 
who  was  aware  that  she  had  money  of 
her  own. 

The  detectives  tried  hard  to  find  some- 
one in  Minneapolis  who  had  been  on  in- 
timate terms  with  Austin,  but  no  one 
could  be  turned  up  who  could  admit 
having  any  particular  .icquaintance  with 
the  man.  1  hat  he  had  an  adviser  there 
was  plainly  evident  from  his  actions  on 
various  occasions,  but  although  the  offi- 
cers left  no  stone  unturned  they  were 
unable  to  locate  this  adviser. 

It  is  now  recalled  that  young  Hayward 
seemed  to  take  an  unusual  interest  in  the 
Olson  case  for  some  reason,  and  it  is  in- 
timated by  some  that  on  one  occasion,  at 
least,  Austin  and  Hayward  were  seen  in 
close  conversation  in  a  secluded  spot, 
acting  very  much  as  though  they  desired 
to  avoid  observation. 

No  one  can  be  found,  of  course,  who  is 
willing  to  go  on  record  as  charging  that 
Harrv  Hayward  was  the  man  who 
brought  Austin  to  Minneapolis  and  then 
laid  the  plans  by  which  Miss  Olson  was 
lured  to  her  death,  but  all  the  same  there 
are  plenty  of  people  in  that'city  who,  in 
the  light  of  the  events  of  the  past  week, 
would  not  be  greatly  surprised  if  such 
charges  were  made  in  the  near  future. 

Certain  it  is  that  Austirt  who  is  de- 
scribed as  a  dark  complexioned  man 
about  40  years  of  age.  with  dark  hair  and 
a  black  moustache,  was  brought  to  Min- 
neapolis and  put  on  the    track;  of  Lena

Olson  by  some  one  who  wa-j  aware  that 
the  latter  had  money,  and  desired  to 
get  a  share  of  it.  Whoever  the  man  was, 
one  thing  is  certain,  he  was  a  man  mov- 
ing in  a  higher  walk  ot  life  than  that  in 
which  the  murdered  woman  traveled, 
and  he  did  not  dare  be  seen  in  her  com- 
pany. It  was  this  very  thing  that  im- 
pelled him  to  get  some  one  from  outside 
Minneapolis  to  operate  through. 

Chief  of  Police  Smith,  when  asked  if 
any  of  his  men  had  ever  connected 
Harry  Hayward  with  the  mysterious 
murder  of  Lena  Olson,  replied  in  a  very 
guarded  wav. 

"Well,"  said  he  slowly,  "the  Olson  case 
and  the  Ging  case  are  greatly  alike  in 
many  respects.  Hoth  were  cold  blooded 
murders  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  and 
showed  careful  planning  and  scheming 
on  the  part  of  a  villain  who  would  stop 
at  nothing  in  order  to  accomplish  his 
ends.  I  cannot  say  now  whether  or  not 
we  ever  suspected  young  Hayward  of 
having  any  connection  with  the  crime, 
but  I  would  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that 
other  people  had,  in  view  of  the  (ring 
case." 


ANNIVERSARY  COMMEMORATED. 


Swedish  Lutheran  Churches  Honored  the 
Memory  of  Custavus  Adolphus. 
The  three  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  the 
Swedish  king  who  so  valiantly  defended 
Protestantism  early    in  the  seventeenth 

century,  was  universally  commemorated 
in  Duluth  yesterday  by  the  Swedish  Lu- 
theran churches  in  a  union  service  held 
at  the  Swedish  Lutheran  church  at  the 
corner  of  Second  street  and  Second  av- 
enue west. 

The  same  program  was  followed  that 
was  used  by  every  Swedish  Lutheran 
church  in  America,  Germany  .ind 
Sweden,  and  in  fact  all  over  the  world. 
The  most  extensive  service  was  held  in 
the  morning.  A  Sunday  school  fest'val 
was  held  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  the 
evening  a  special  meeting  for  the  young 
people.  The  morning  service  opened 
with  a  choral  service,  followed  by  the  In- 
troitus,  consisting  of  the  "Confessio," 
"Kyrie"  and  "Gloria."  The  choir  and 
congregation  next  rendered  "Gloria  in 
ExceUis,"  after  which  came  prayer  and 
gospel  texts.  "A  Mighty  Fortress  is  Our 
God,"  that  old  battle  cry  of  the  reforma- 
tion, composed  by  Luther,  was  then  sung 
with  a  most  impressive  and  inspiring 
effect. 

The  song  composed  by  Gustavus 
Adolphus,  during  the  campaign  of  1636, 
"Fear  Not,  O  Little  Flock,  the  Foe," 
which  served  later  as  a  battle  cry  for  his 
army,  was  then  sung.  The  sermon  was 
on  the  text  of  the  song  and  was  deliv- 
ered by  Rev.  J.  A.  Krantz.  His  remarks 
were  devoted  to  a  thrilling  and  eloquent 
narration  of  Sweden's  famous  king  and 
general,  which  closed  with  his  victory 
and  death  at  the  battle  of  Lutzen  in  1632. 

At  the  3  o'clock  Sunday  school  ser- 
vices, addresses  were  made  by  Superin- 
tendent Linderberg  and  Mr.  Berg.  The 
lesson  was  on  "Gustavus  Adolphus,"  and 
was  both  interesting  and  instructive.  Rev. 
J.  A.  Krantz  spoke  again  in  the  evening 
service,  at  which  he  represented  Gus- 
tavus Adolphus  as  a  Christian  hero,  pay- 
ing especial  attention  to  his  youth  and 
his  character. 


PRESIDENT  HUGO  NOW. 


He  Took  the  Chair  at  Saturday's  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Meeting. 
T.  W.  Hugo,  the  newly-elected  presi- 
dent of  the  chamber  of  commerce,  was 
in  the  chair  at  Saturday's  meeting  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce,  and  there    was  a 

largely  increased  attendance.  The  new 
co.nmittees  were  not  announced,  but 
they  will  be  in  a  week  or  two.  On  ac- 
count of  a  feeling  among  many  mem- 
bers that  Saturday  is  a  poor  day  on 
which  to  hold  the  meetings,  the  day  was 
changed  to  Thursday  at  4  o'clock. 

The  negotiations  with  President(Jregg, 
of  the  Farmers'  institute,  in  regard  to 
having  an  institute  in  Duluth  this  month 
are  about  concluded.  December  17  and 
18  were  set  as  the  days  for  the  institute, 
but  they  will  probably  have  to  be  set 
later. 

John  Dickinson,  an  Eau  Claire  broker, 
asked  what  inducements  Duluth  would 
offer  for  a  pearl  button  factory  he  ex- 
pects to  start.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Hale,  Thornton  and  Johnson. 

Messrs.  Reynolds,  Smith  and  McDow- 
ell were  appointed  a  committee  with 
power  to  act  in  the  indorsement  of  ttie 
railway  pooling  law  now  before  con- 
gress. The  endorsement  will  probably 
be  given. 

E.  C.  Gridley  was  appointed  to  repre- 
sent the  chamber  at  the  meeting  of  the 
municipal  reform  league  at  Minneapolis. 

The  Cleveland  chamber  of  commerce 
sent  word  that  it  would  heartily  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Duluth  chamber  iri  advocat- 
ing the  extension  of  the  hydrographic 
service. 

A  letter  from  Thomas  Sharp  said:  "I 
hardly  know  how  to  impress  the  import- 
ance of  this  convention  on  Duluth  peo- 
ple. A  few  years  ago,  however,  we  tried 
to  get  a  harbor  appropriation  for  Galves- 
ton, Texas,  and  succeeded  to  the  extent 
of  about  $2,000,000.  Now,  I  believe  that 
there  are  three  things  needed  bv  Duluth, 
and  that  any  one  will  give  Duluth  a  start 
on  the  way  to  recovery  from  the  present 
depression." 

The  three  things  he  named  were  the 
securing  of  a  beef  packing  plant,  a  large 
appropriation  for  the  harbor,  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Canadian  Pacific's 
Mississippi  Valley  terminus  or  North- 
western distributing  point  at  Duluth. 

ToDrait  aNew  Pule. 
The  boird  of  trade  directors  met  Sat- 
urday afternoon  and  appointed  A.  H. 
burke,  J.  F.  McCarthy  and  George 
Rupley  to  draft  a  new  commission  rule 
to  be  presented  to  the  members.  What 
it  will  be  remains  to  be  seen  but  it  will 
undoubtedly  be  one  allowing  the  s^ale  of 
grain  at  le-s  than  i  cent  commission,  at 
least  to  millers.

John  C.  Eden,  who  has  been  commer- 
cial aeentof  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road 
at  Duluth,  has  been  made  general  agent 
with  headquarters  here.  H.  A.  Jackson 
has  been  made  the  traveling  p.assenger 
and  freight  agent  and  will  have  charge 
of  all  matters  in  those  lines  in  the  Du- 
luth district  except  passenger  business 
in  Duluth  and  Superior,  reporting  to  Mr. 
Eden.

Resolution  Restricting  the  Risjht  to  Appeal 
.    from   the  Court    Was    Introduced 
and  Discussed. 


At  the  bar  association  meeting  on 
Saturday  evening  at  the  city  hall,  H.  B. 
Dibbell  was  recommended  as  the  choice 
of  the  attorneys  for  the  position  of 
municipal  judge  and  J.  W.  Hunt  for  the 
special  judgeship.  Mr  .Dibbell  is  a  Re- 
publican and  Mr.  Hunt  a  Democrat. 
About  100  members  of  the  bar  were  pre- 
sent and  no  partisan  spirit  was  displayed 
although  there  was  (luite  a  sharp  contest 

over  the  recommendation  for  the  special 
judgeship. 

H.  H.  Phelps  was  selected  for  chair- 
man and  O.  F.  Mitchell  for  secretary. 
The  call  was  read  and  Chairman  Phelps 
called  attention  to  the  necessity  for  keep- 
ing the  judiciary  out  of  politics. 

An  informal  ballot  was  at  once  taken 
for  the  selection  of  the  municipal  judge 
candidate.  H,  15.  Dibbell  was  the  choice 
on  the  first  ballot,  eighty-nine 
votes  being  cast  as  follows: 
H.  B.  Dibbell,  53;  A.  L.  Agatin,  18;  E. 
L.  Winje,  5;  H.H.Phelps,  3;  L.  Arc- 
tander,  2;  F.  Emory,  2;  E.  L.  Judson,  2: 
S.  F.  White,  1;  W.  H.  Wilson,  i;  Roger 
S.  Powell,  I,  and  W.  B.  Phelps,  i. 

The  selection  of  a  candidate  for  spe- 
cial judge  was  at  once  proceeded  with 
and  the  informal  ballot  resulted  as  fol- 
lows: A.  H.  Crassweller,  35;  E.  L.  Winie, 
28:  J.  W.  Hunt,  17:  A.  L.  Agatin,  4;  L. 
I .  C.  Titus,  2;  T.  J.  McKeon,  i;  j.  W. 
Bull,  1 ;  J.  J.  Squiers,  i;  Frank  Crass- 
weller, r;  H.  B.  Fryberger,  i;  Scott  Rex, 
I,  and  h,  L,  Judson,  i. 

Five  ballots  were  necessary  to  obtain 
a  choice,  and  at  one  time  Mr.  Crasswel- 
ler had  within  one  of  enough,  having 
forty-seven  votes.  Mr.  Crassweller,  J. 
W.  Hunt  and  E.  L.  Winje  led  from  the 
start,  but  the  latter  practically  dropped 
out  after  the  second  or  third  ballot.  On 
the  fifth  J.  W.  Hunt  was  chosen,  receiv- 
ing forty-nine  votes  to  forty-six  for  Mr. 
Crassweller,  L.  E.  Judson  and  i:.  Tink- 
ham  receiving  on"  each. 

Chairman  Phelps  was  instructed  to 
app(nnt  a  committee  to  confer  with  the 
political  parties  in  reference  to  adopting 
the  recommendations  of  the  bar.. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  request- 
ing the  delegations  from  the  county  to 
introduce  a  bill  in  the  legislature  limit- 
ing the  right  to  appeal  from  the  mun- 
icipal to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
to  questions  of  law  and  giving,  the  dis- 
trict court  the  right  to  sit  on  other  ap- 
peals, providing  that  three  judges  sit 
together.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a 
committee  on  legislation,  which  Chair- 
man Phelps  was  given  authority  to  ap- 
point. • 

THE  GOLD  FIELDS. 


Julius  Ropes,  of  Ishpeming,  an  Expert.   Has 
Gone  Up  There. 

Julius  Ropes,  president  of  the  Ropes 
gold  mine  at  Ishpeming,  Mich.,  arrived 
in  the  city  Saturday  on  his  way  to  the 
Rainy  Lake  gold  fields.  Mr.  Ropes  is 
possessed  of  wide  experience  as  a  miner 
and  mineralogist,  and  there  is  probably 
no  one  in  the  country  better  qualified  to 
pass  judgment  on  mining  matters.  He 
is  one  of  the  first  experts  to  visit  the 
gold  fields,  and  as  his  judgment  may  be 
thoroughly  relied  upon  it  is  awaited  with 
anxiety  by  those  who  believe  in  the  rich- 
ness of  the  Rainy  Lake  gold  deposits. 

When  seen  by  a  reporter  he  said:  "As 
I  have  not  seen  the  country  of  course  I 
cannot  speak  as  to  its  value,  so  1  would 
prefer  to  give  my  opinion  later.  But  if 
any  part  of  what  I  have  heard  from  men 
whom  I  know  to  be  reliable,  like  Joseph 
C.  P'oley,  whom  I  have  known  for  years, 
the  showing  already  made  there  prom- 
ises something  incredible. 

"From  the  general  showing  on  so  little 
actual  development,  from  the  conditions, 
geological  and  mmeralogical,  I  should 
think  it  probable  that  this  is  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  gold  fields  in  the  country,  if 
not  in  the  world.  The  surface  showing 
seems  far  better  than  any  of  the  fields  I 
have  had  any  experience  with. 

"  The  assays  which  have  been  made 
are  very  large.  In  our  mine  at  Ishpem- 
ing we  are  down  800  feet.  Last  year 
the  gross  average  yield  of  the  ore  was 
$2  85  per  ton.  And  on  that  we  more 
than  paid  a  profit.  The  gold  fields  at 
Rainy  lake,  from  all  I  can  hear,  are 
much  easier  to  work  than  ours,  and  the 
assays  run  much  higher. 

"I  base  this  opinion  only  on  the 
samples  of  ore  I  have  seen  and  on  what 
I  have  been  told  of  the  country.  1  shall 
be  better  qualified  to  speak  when  I  have 
seen  it  for  myself." 

Mr.Ropes,  together  with  Capt.  James 
F,  Foley,  Ed  Ward,  of  the  Dry  Werd 
Island  syndicate,  D.  A.  Melrose,  Thomas 
Prendeville,  of  Rainy  Lake  City,  and 
others,  left  for  the  gold  fields  this  after- 
noon.

Lewis  Has  Not  Signed   the    Water 
Works  Purchase  Kesoiulion. 
Up  to  noon  Mayor  Lewis  had  not  taken  ■ 
definite  action  on  the  water-works  pur- 
chase resolution.     He  spent  the  morning 
talking    over    the    legal    phases    of  the 
iiuestion  with  City  Attorney  Morris.  The 
mayor's    letter    to    the  council  probably 
v.iil  not  see  existence  until    late   this  af- 
ternoon.   There  is  a  general    and   wide- 
spread impression,  however,  that  he  will 
approve  the  measure. 

This  morning  the  mayor  received  the 
following  letter,  dated  Dec.  8,  from  Wil- 
iiam  O.  Cole,  president  of  the  Municipal 
Investment  company,  of  Chicago: 

"We  propose  to  purchase  $750,000  of 
the  4  per  cent  30-year  gold  bonds  of  the 
city  of  Duluth  at  par  and  accrued  inter- 
est and  to  pay  for  them  in  a  like  amount, 
VIZ.,  $750,000  ot  the  first  mortgage  con- 
solidated 5  per  rent  bonds  of  the  Duluth 
Gas  and  Water  company,  when  and  as 
the  latter  may  come  into  our  hands,  de- 
livery to  be  made  at  the  First  National 
bank  of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

"We  simply  require  that  the  expense 
of  the  delivery  from  London  to  Chicago 
of  the  bonds  proposed  by  us  to  be  deliv- 
ered should  be  made  by  you,  on  our 
guarantee  that  such  expense  shall  not 
exceed  one-half  of  i  per  cent  on  the  par 
value  of  the  bonds  so  delivered.  We 
make  our  proposition  upon  the  broad 
assumption  that  the  citv  of  Duluth  can 
without  difficulty  dispose  of  those  bonds 
which  are  authorized  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company, 
and  the  improvement  of  the  property  so 
purchased,  and  that  the  city,  so  far  as 
the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company's 
bonds,  which  we  have  taken  and  placed 
with  .  our  friends,  should  not  be  sub- 
jected to  the  payment  of  onerous  com- 
missions upon  the  change. 

"So  far  ?s  our  relations  with  our  clients 
are  concerned  in  the  matter  of  about 
$1,000,000  of  these  bonds,  we  do  not 
think  but  that  a  general  acquiescence 
atd  favorable  action  will  result  from 
our  proposition. 

"We  shall  be  pleased  to  have  this  offer 
accepted  as  to  the  above  $750,000  and 
out  of  this  amount  especially  bonds  num- 
bered from  o;;e  to  424  and  841  to  1016 
inclusive  araoiinting  to  $6co,ooo." 

The  council  meets  as  usual  toni"-ht  of 
course,  and  possibly  mav  be  called  upon 
to  eiect  a  successor  to  Countv  Commis- 
sioner William  Butchart,  While  the 
prospects  for  an  extended  session  are 
not  numerou?,  considerable  business  of 
importance  may  he  transacted.

Chicago,  Dec.  ii.— The  prisoner  >up- 
posed  to  be  Samuel  C.  Seeley,  who 
helped  rob  the  New  York  Shoe  and 
Leather  bank  of  $354,000,  was  as  un- 
communicative today  as  when  taken  into 
custody  last  night.  Ail  night  long  he 
had  sat  erect  and  defiant  in  the  private 
office  of  Inspector  Shea,  and  morning 
found  him  not  a  bit  less  defiant.  Through 
the  night  detectives  and  officers  had 
taken  turns  at  rigid  examinations,  but  all 
were  unsuccessful,  the  prisoner  insisting 
that  his  name  is  Frank  (.  Dale. 

Early  today,  after  finding  their  ques- 
tioning useless,  the  officers  tried  another 
tack  and  with  a  seeming  doubt  as  to  his 
identity  offered  the  suspect  any  luxuries 
he  might  wish  and  urged  him  to  send  for 
his  trieuds.  iiut  their  plan  did  not  suc- 
ceed. 

"I  have  no  friends  here,"  said  the 
the  prisoner.  "I  w.ant  no  assistance.  I 
shall  slay  here  until  you  discover  your 
mistake  and  let  me  go.  My  name  is  Dale. 
I  never  heard  of  Seeley  except  through 
the  papers.  And  now  i  won't  talk  any 
more." 

And  he  did  not.  The  reporters  came 
in  droves  and  vainly  soujjht  interviews. 
Newspaper  artists  flocked  into  the  little 
office  and  made  ali  sorts  of  sketches,  and 
now  and  then  a  detective  tried  his  hand 
at  cross  examination.  But  through  it  all 
the  suspect  sat  unmoved,  occasionally 
yawning  as  though  excessively  bored. 

The  police  were  confident    today  that 


bookkeeper,  .and  removing  his  ulster  he 
made  himself  comfortable  on  the  iron 
bunk.  His  vocabulary  became  very 
limited  so  soon  a:;  the  cell  door  closed 
before  him  and  to  all  questions  he  sim- 
ply replied,  "I  have  nothing  to  say." 

Macfarland  Informed  on  Him. 

H.  E.  Macfarland,  the  young  mm 
whose  information  led  to  Seeley's  arrejt, 
was  slow  in  following  up  bis  conquest  to- 
day. Although  anxiously  awaited  by 
the  authorities  he  had  not  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance up  to  noon  and  no  one  knew 
his  whereabouts.  Seeley's  action  in  vol- 
untarily confessing  his  identity  to  a  paus- 
ing acquaintance,  after  having  displayjd 
such  remarkable  keenness  in  eluding 
arrest,  was  the  cause  of  much  specula- 
tion. 

Macfarland  had  said  that  Seeley  met 
him  on  the  street,  invited  him  to  the 
races  and  after  several  days  companion- 
ship had  calmly  informed  him  that  he 
was  Samuel  C.  Seeley,  wanted  in  New 
^  ork  for  aiding  in  the  theft  ot  S354,oc>o. 
The  police  were  inclined  to  the  belief 
that  Macfarland's  story  might  be  subject 
to  variations.  It  was  believed  by  many 
of  the  detectives  that  the  informant  wis 
an  old  accjuaintance  of  the  fugitive,  and 
that  the  allurments  of  the  $5000  reward 
had  gotten  the  better  of  his  friendship.  On 
this  subject,  however,  Seeley  was  as 
silent  as  a  clam,  and  the  officers  were 
forced  to  be  content  with  speculation 
pending  the  appearance  of  young  Mac- 
farland. 

What  evidence,  if  any,  had  been  found 
at  496  Lasalle  avenue,  the  fashionable 
boarding  house  at  which  Seeley  was  ar- 
rested, the  police  refused  to  say.  It  was 
know;n  that  papers  of  no  importance  aiid 
a  solitary  $100  bill  were  found  on  his 
person,  and  it  was  not  thought  that  any 
incriminating  evidence  had  been  dis- 
covered in  his  room.

Further  Views  Given  Before  the  House  Con- 
mittee  Today. 

Washington,  Dec.  11.— The  hearing 
before  the  house  banking  and  currency 
committee  on  the  question  of  a  reorgan- 
ization of  the  currencylaws  was  resumed 
in  the  ways  and  means  committee  room 
but  did  not  move  off  very  promptly. 
Among  those  present  were  Horace 
Whue,  of  the  New  Yoik  Evening  Post: 
G.  C.  Homer,  of  Baltimore,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  national  bankers  lo 
formulate  the  so-calied  Baltimore  plan, 
and  R.  B.  Hepburn,  of  New  York,  ex- 
comptroller  of  the  currency.

Mr.  White  opened  the  hearing. 

In  answer  to  questions  he  stated  that 
he  had  drafted  a  bill  on  the  lines  of  the 
Baltimore  plan,  and  it  was  arranged 
that  this  should  be  placed  before  the 
committee.

During  the  afternoon  Macfarland  put 
m  an  appearance  at  detective  head- 
quarter?. He  was  apparently  laboring: 
under  a  rather  heavy  burden  of  intoxi- 
cants and  his  conversation  was  not  prac- 
tically lucid.  He  was  able,  however,  to 
make  his  hearers  understand  that  he  waj 
hot  after  that  S5000  leward  and  that  h« 
intended  to  have  it  all.  He  would,  hu 
declared,  divide  with  no  one. 

After  makinjr  something  of  a  scene  at 
headquarters  Macfarland  left,  but  re- 
turned several  times  during  the  after- 
noon and  made  numerous  demands  for 
the  reward.  Detectives,  who  were  sent 
out  to  look  up  the  informer's  record,  re- 
ported that  he  had  for  a  week 
been  boasting  to  his  friends  that  hu 
knew  where  to  find  Seeley.  Macfar- 
land, according  to  the  officers,  is  an  ar- 
dent admirer  of  the  foaming  can  and 
many  of  bis  acquaintances  say  that  ho 
frequently,  during  the  last  week,  whilo 
intoxicated,  had  declared  that  he  would 
soon  clear  $5000  by  a  clever  bit  of  de- 
tective work. 

Macfarland  is  a  rather  good  looking; 
man,  perhaps  25  years  old,  dresses  well', 
though  flashily,  and  is  said  to  frequent 
the  race  tracks.  Owing  to  his  condition 
today  the  officers  were  unable  to  learn 
anything  regarding  his  acquaintance 
with  Seeley. 
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York,  but  they  confessed  themselves 
puzzled  at  the  man's  cool  indifference. 
Officers  were  sent  out  among  the  banks 
to  search  for  people  who  might  have 
known  Seeley,  and  Inspector  Shea  was 
confident  that  he  would  have  the  man 
positively  identified  before  night. 

Lieut,  Haas,  of  the  detective  depart- 
ment, declared  that  there  was  not  the 
faintest  doubt  that  Seeley  had  been  cap- 
tured. "I  have  carefully  compared  the 
photographs  and  descriptions  with  the 
man,"  he  said,  "and  the  resemblance  is 
perfect.  The  long  moustache  has  been 
clipped  to  a  stub,  but  its  characteristic 
droops  remains.  It  is  black  instead  of 
blonde,  but  I  found  evidences  of  dye  on 
the  upper  lip.  Seeley  wore  his  hair  pom- 
padour, but  this  man's  hair  was  heavily 
oiled  and  neatly  pasted  down  and  when 
I  rumpled  it  up  with  my  hand  it  quickly 
assumed  the  old  pompadour  position 
The  color  and  peculiarities  of  this  man's 
e\e3  correspond  exactly  with  Seeley's 
description. 

"But  perhaps  the  most  convincing 
proof  of  his  identity  is  a  slight  malforma- 
tion of  the  edge  of  the  right  ear  and  a 
small  growth  or  'bump'  on  the  labe  oi  the 
same  ear,  1  have  offered  to  send  to  any 
part  of  the  country  for  anyone  who  could 
identify  him  as  Dale,  but  the  prisoner 
declares  he  has  no  friends  and  savs  he 
knows  no  one  sufiicientlv  acquainted  with 
him  to  identify  him.  That  alone  is  con- 
vincing proof  that  we  have  the  right 
man.  We  expect  New  York  officers 
here  tomorrow. 

Admits  His  Identity. 

Later— The  New  York  suspect  under 
arrest  here  admitted  shortly  before  noon 
today  that  he  is  Samuel  C.  Seeley,  the 
absconding  bookkeeper  of  the  National 
Shoe  and  Leather  bank.  He  declined  to 
talk  of  his  case,  but  said  he  was  ready  to 
go  back  to  New  York  and  would  make 
no  trouble.  Seeley's  remarkable  cool- 
ness and  persistency  in  denying  his 
identity  had  completely  balil»d  the  de- 
tectives, and  they  had  determined  to 
await  the  New  York  officers  before  mak- 
ing further  efforts,  when  about  noon  to- 
day the  prisoner  told  his  guard-  that  he 
wished  to  see  the  men  in  charge  of  the 
detective  force. 

Inspector  Shea  and  Lieutenant  Haas 
promptly  responded,  entering  the  in- 
spector's private  office  where  the  sus- 
pect had  been  confined.  "Be  sea*ed 
gentlemen."  Seeley  said,  affably,  as  the 
officers  appeared  and,  somewhat  dazed 
at  his  nonchalance,  they  sat  down. 
"Now  gentlemen,"  Seeley  continued,  "I 
first  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  courtesy 
and  kindness  since  our  meeting  last 
night.  I  have  told  you  repeatedly  that 
my  name  is  Dale,  but  I  have  become 
tired  of  the  deception.  I  had  no  sleep 
last  night,  I  am  weary.  My  name  is 
Seelev— Samuel  C.  Seeley,  late  book- 
keeper of  the  National  Shoe  and  Leath- 
er bank,  of  New  York.  That  is  what  I 
wished  to  say  to  you." 

"Do  you  care  to  say  anything  about 
your  case?"  asked  the  inspector. 

"Not  a  thing.  I  am  ready  and  willing 
to  go  back  to  New  York.  I  will  make 
no  trouble  about  a  requisition.  So  soon 
as  the  proper  New  York  officials  arrive 
I  will  go  with  them." 

The  officers  attempted  to  secure  some 
sort  of  a  statement  from  Seeley  regard- 
ing his  connection  with  the  great  steal, 
but  he  carefully  avoided  making  either 
admissions  or  denials.  Finding  his 
efforts  in  t^at  line  unavailing.  Inspector 
Shea  ordered  the  man  taken  to  the  Har- 
rison street  station  where  he  was  locked 
up  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  New  York 
officers, 

Seeley's  (|uarters  at  the  Harrison  street 
station  were  much  less  comfortable  than 
those  he  had  occupied  at  headquarters 
when  he  was  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
luxurious  private  office  of  Inspector 
Shea.  But  the  stuffy,  il!-smelling  cell 
had,  apparently,    no   terrors  for  the  ex-

THE  GING  MURDER  CASE. 

The  Grand  Jury  at  Minneapolis  Inquiring  into 
the  Tragedy. 

Minneapolis,  Dec.  11— This  morn- 
ing the  grand  jury  convened  and  lookup 
the  Ging  murder  case.  Mayor  Eustis 
was  on  hand  amor»g  the  first ,  and  went 
directly  to  the  room,  from  which  he  was 
excused  in  a  few  moments  and  then  he 
took  his  place  in  the  witness  room. 

Mr.  Goosraan,  the  proprietor  of  the 
livery  stable  and  of  the  buggy  and 
buckskin  horse,  was  called  bv  Attorney 
Nye.  He  was  to  tell  the  stor'v  of  his  ac- 
quaintance with  Miss  Ging,  and  about 
his  business  relations.  Shortly  after- 
wards his  son  was  called.  He  knows 
about  the  time  Miss  Ging  drove  away 
from  the  West  hotel,  whether  she  was 
alone  or  was  accompanied.  He  was  the 
last  person  who  saw  Miss  Ging  alive, 
aside  from  her  murderers. 

Mayor  Eustis,  the  bell  bov  at  the  West 
hotel,  L.  M.  Stewart,  and  C.  H.  Moore, 
the  patrolman  who  drove  the  body  to  the 
morgue  in  the  patrol  wagon,  are  waiting 
to  tell  their  paits  of  this  great  crime. 

Blixt  is  slowly  recovering  from  the 
prostration  in  which  the  paroxvsm  of 
remorse  and  fear  had  left  him.  and 
though  far  from  attaining  t  is  former 
equanimity,  he  is  not  the  abject  animal 
he  was  yesterday.  Two  officers  remain- 
ed in  his  sight  until  morning  but  he 
gave  them  no  trouble.  He  was  restless 
earlier  in  the  evening  but  grew  calmer, 
and  toward  morning  sank  into  restful 
sleep. 

The  police  authorities  have  not  sought 
any  further  confession  and  will  let  him 
alone  until  he  is  calmer.  The  words  of 
the  murderer  had  a  depressing  effect  on 
his  listeners,  but  at  the  proper  lime  he 
will  be  asked  concerning  several  minor 
details  yet  unexplained.  As  yet  he  has 
volunteered  no  information. 

The  mayor  and  chief  of  police  have 
received  a  telegram  from  Inspector 
Stavlo,  at  Iowa  Falls,  which  reported 
that  he  has  indisputable  evidence  that 
Erickson  has  no  connection  with  the 
crime;  that  his  alibi  is  all  right.

SECRETARY  CADL'SLE'S  PLAN. 

Summary  ot  the  Measure   Presented  to  the 
Committee  Today. 

Washington.  Dec.  u,— Secretary 
Carlisle  presented  his  financial  bill  today 
to  the  committee  on  banking  and  cur- 
rency. In  the  tlrst  section  all  acts  reg- 
ulating the  deposit  of  United  States 
bonds  to  secure  circulating  notes  of  na- 
tional banks  are  rep<:aled. 

The  second  section  provides  for  the 
issuance  of  circulating  notes  to  a  na- 
tional bank  equal  to  7S  per  cent  ot  the 
paid  up  and  unimpaited  capital  upon  de- 
posited legal  tender  notes  with  the 
United  States  trc.-isuier.  equal  to  30  per 
cent  of  the  circulating  notes  applied  for. 
These  circulating  noes  ihall  be  in  de- 
nominations of  $10  and  multiples  of  $10 
and  shall  be  unitorm  in  design. 

Section  3  levies  a  duty  of  ^i  per  cent 
for  each  half  year  upan  the  average  of  a 
bank's  notes  in  ciri,  'lotion. 

Section  4  provides  for  the  mode  of  re- 
demption and  retirement  of  a  bank's  cir- 
culation. 

Section  5  creates  the  safety  fund  for  the 
prompt  redemption  ot  circulating  notes 
of  failed  national  thanks.  Each  bank 
shall  pay  to  the  United  Stales  treasurer, 
in  the  months  of  Janu  iry  and  July  m  each 
year,  a  tax  of  '4  per  cent  lor  each 
half  year  upon  the  average  amount  of  its 
circulating  notes  outstanding,  until  said 
fund  amounts  to  5  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  of  national  b:ink  notes  outstand- 
ng,  and  thereafter  s.iid  tax  shall  cease. 
A  bank  retiring  or  reducing  its  circula- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  withdraw  any 
part  of  this  fund.  The  mode  of  proced- 
ure in  case  of  a  bank's  failure  is  outlined. 

Section  6  allows  thie  secretary  of  the 
treasury  to  invent  money  belonging  to 
fie  safety   fund    in  L  nited  States  bonds. 

Section  7  provides  ih^t  on  July  1,  1895, 
national  banks  now  having  bonds  on  de- 
posit may  withdraw  tiem  and  substitute 
the  30  per  cent  guarantee  fund. 

Section  S  repeals  previous  acts  con- 
flicting with  this  measure. 

Section  9  provides  that  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  may.  in  his  discre- 
tion redeem  and  retire  United  .States 
legal  tender  notes;  that  no  United  States 
or  treasury  notes  authorized  bv  the  act 
of  July  I,  1890,  of  a  denomination  of  less 
than  f  10,  shall   be  issued. 

Section  10  stales  that  banks  duly  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  any  state, 
which  transact  no  other  than  a  banking 
business,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
under  certain  conditions  regulating  state 
banks. 

Section  II  provides  that  state  banks 
shall  not  issue  notes  similar  in  design  to 
United  States  notes  or  certificates  or  na- 
tional bank  notes.

SHOT  HIMSELF  IN  THE  HEAD.

Washington.  Dec.  II.— The  Turkish 
legation  has  received  the  following  offi- 
cial communication:  "The  Armenian 
agitators,  who  made  their  appearance  in 
the  steep  mountains  of  Talouri,  situated 
between  Sassoun.in  the  southwest  of 
Moush  (Vilayet  of  Bitlis)  and  the  district 
of  Calb,  of  the  Mutessariat  of  Guendj, 
combined  their  forces  at  the  instigation 
of  a  certain  Hampartzoum,  who, 
under  the  assumed  name  of 
Mourat,  was  already  giving  trouble 
in  those  regions. 

JUT'This  Hampartzoum.  born  in  Hadjin 
(Vilayet  of  Ada),  after  having  for  eight 
Ncars  studied  medicine  in  the  civil  med- 
ical school  and  participated  in  the  dis- 
orders of  Coum-Capou,  fled  to  Atheres 
.Tnd  then  to  Geneva.  He  afterwards 
went  disguised  and  again  under  an  as- 
sumed name,  by  way  of  Alexandrett, 
from  Diarbekir  to  the  neighborhood  of 
Hitlis,  and  he  began  then  and  there  his 
seditious  agitation  together  with  five 
other  individdals. 

"He  was  giving  positive  assurances  to 
credulous  people  that  he  was  a  foreign 
.".gent,  barked  by  all  the  European 
powers  in  his  plans  to  upset  the  Turkish 
authorities.  He  succeeded  thus  in  gain- 
ing his  criminal  ends  the  Armenians  of 
the  villages  of  Siner,  Simal.  Gulli-Guzat, 
Abi,  Hedenk.  Sinank,  Chekind,  Elfifard, 
Moussoue,  Etek,  Akdjeker,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  small  borough  of  Talouri, 
comprising  four  districts. 

"Now,  these  insurgents  under  the  com- 
mand of  Hampartzoum,  abandoning, 
toward  the  litter  part  of  July  last,  their 
respective  villages  and  after  having 
placed  in  accessible  spots  their  wives, 
children  and  belongings,  and  secured' 
also  the  co-opcratiou  of  other  armed  in- 
surgents that  came  from  the  valley  of 
Moush  and  from  the  Cazas  of  Calb  and 
.Selvan,  assembled  together,  numbering 
more  than  3000.  at  a  place  called  En- 
douk-Dagh.  Five  or  six  hundred  of 
them  decided  to  fall  upon'Moush. 

"They  began  bv  attacking  the  tribe  of 
Delikan  on  the  Mount  Courlink,  in  the 
south  of  Moush,  killed  a  few  of  them 
and  robbed  them  of  their  belongings. 
All  Mussulmen  that  fell  into  their  hands 
were  insulted  m  their  religion  and  mur- 
dered in  a  most  horrible  fashion.  The 
regular  troops  of  the  neighborhood  of 
Moush  were  also  attacked  by  these  in- 
surgents who.  however,  did  not  care  to 
attack  Moush  itself  owing  to  the  strong 
military  forces  of  the  town. 

"The  rebels,  together  with  those  as- 
sembled at  Endouk-Dagh,  organized, 
then  separated  and  assaulted  ferociously 
the  tribes  close  .it  hand,  committing 
horrible  crimes  and  depredations.  They 
burned  alive  the  nephew  of  Euraer  Agha, 
and  assaulted  and  murdered  Mussulmen 
women  ot  three  or  four  houses  of  the 
village  of  (iulli-Guzat.  They  also  tor- 
tured many  Mussulmen,  forcing  them  to 
kiss  t'ae  cross,  putting  their  eyes  out, 
■cutting  their  ears  ofiF  and  submitting 
them  to  the  most  horrible  indignities. 

"After  having  brought  consternation 
and  death  among  Mussulmen  and  Chris- 
tians alike,  they  refused  to  surrender 
and  continued  their  ctiminal  proceed- 
ings. Regular  trcops  were  sent  to  put 
down  their  rebellion.  Their  chief, 
H.ampartzoum,  fled  to  a  high  mountain. 
He  was  captured  alive,  not,  however, 
without  his  killing  two  soldiers  and 
wounding  six.  By  the  end  ot  August  last 
all  insurgent  bands  were  dispersed. 
'  "Women,  children  and  invalids  were 
treated  with  due  consideration  and  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  Islamism  and 
humanity.  The  insurgents  who  were 
'aiptured'  will  be  punished  according  to 
the  law."  ^

The  Aged  Senator  from  Vermont  Addressed 

.  the  Senate  on  Quack  Panaceas  Pro- 
posed for  Grievances. 

Nine  Bills  Introduced  by  Peffer  Which  Pro- 
vide for  Great  Sums  of  Green- 
backs. 
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Beddng 
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With  These  Bills  as  'a  Text,    Mr.  Morri 
Made  an  Amusing  and  Sarcastic 
Speech. 


Washington,  Dec.  ii,— After  the  .ip- 
proval  of  the  journal,  the  president  pro 
tem,  (Mr.  Harris)  laid  before  the  senate 
a  communication  from  the  acting  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury,  transmitting  the  re- 
port of  the  superintendent  &f  coast  and 
jreodetic  survey,  also  one  from  the  secre- 
tary of  war  transmitting  a  report  show- 
ing the  number  of  aliens  and  naturalized 
citizens  in  the  army. 

Mr.  Dolph  presented  a  memorial  from 
the  citizens  of  Phit-nix,  Ariz.,  asking  for 
relief  in  the  matter  of  Indian  depreda- 
tion claims.  Mr.  Berry  presented  a  few 
remarks  urging  the  passage  of  the  bill 
introduced  by  him  last  week  to  establish 
the  territory  of  Indianola  out  of  Indian 
territory.  Mr.  Morrill,  of  Vermont,  in 
accordance  with  the  notice  he  had  given, 
then  addressed  the  senate. 

Hr.  Morrill's  Speech. 
Mr.  Morrill  said:  "Having  ind  caled 
the  purpose  ot  brierty  addressing  the 
senate  today  upon  'some  marvelous  sen- 
atorial bills  and  quack  panaceas  for  real 
and  imaginary  grievances,'  I  hold  in  my 
hand  nine  senate  bills  which  I  have  been 
directed  by  the  committee  on  finance  to 
report  adversely,  and  to  ask  for  their  in- 
definite postponement.  In  order  that 
the  senate  may  have  conceotion  of  these 
bills,  I  shall  ask  the  clerk  to  read  the 
list." 

All  the  bills  were  introduced  by  Sen- 
ator Pefifer,  of  Kansas,  and  provide  for 
the  issue  ot  great  sums  of  greenbacks 
for  various  purposes. 

The  senator  continued:  "It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  say  that  these  hungry  bills, 
big.  bigger  ai:d  biggest,  nine  of  them, 
asking  for  nine  or  ten  times  more  money 
than  thsre  is  now  in  use  by  the  whole 
world,  were  unanimously  reported  ad- 
versely by  the  committee  on  the  finance. 
Nothing  more,  as  the  committee  con- 
served, could  have  been  expected,  save 
brief  post-mortem  obituaries.  The  bills, 
many  of  them,  may  have  been  reluctant- 
ly introduced  by  request,  and  therefore 
not  very  tenderly  nursed,  even  by  their 
able  and  eminent  godfather.  Responsi- 
bility for  such  eccentricities  ou=:ht  not  to 
be  asked  of  senators,  and  should  any 
member  be  charged  with  their  real  au- 
thorship I  hope  he  would  be  able  to 
plead  m  defense  an  alibi. 

"With  no  reasons  ofiEered  for  the  intro- 
duction of  these  multitudinous  billion 
dollar  bills,  a  sufficient  reason  for  the 
adverse  report  would  appear  to  have 
keen  that  they  were  all  death-stricken 
from  an  overdose  of  the  legal  tender 
nostrum  at  their  birth.  One  of  these  bills 
proposed  an  issue  of  legal  tender  monev 
forty  times  greater  per  capita  than  anv 
we  have  ever  had.  Another  to  purchase 
all  the  siWer  bullion  that  may  be  offered 
at  one  dollar  and  twenty-nine  one 
hundredths  cent  per  ounce,  that  fetches 
now  in  any  market  only  47  cents  per 
ounce.  Figuratively  speaking,  the  bills 
were  all  of  one  brood  and  of  the  same 
father,  birds  of  inllation.none  game,  none 
worth  a  charge  of  powder,  but  legislative 
dodoes,  unlikely  ever  to  be  seen  on  the 
earth  again. 

Passing  Vagaries. 

"I  do  not  suppose  there  are  more 
vagaries  or  political  tomfooleries  put 
afloat  here  than  in  other  countries.  Oc- 
casionally they  come  forth  here  without 
fatherhood,  frisk  about  through  the  dog- 
days  and  then  disappear,  leaving  no 
bubble  in  sight  to  show  where  they  sank. 
We  also  have  some  pushing  fanatical 
theories  wearing  the  mask  of  political  re- 
torm,  and  assume  to  give  the  world  the 
millenium,  and  not  more  so  than  was  the 
philosopher's  stone  to  turn  everything  it 
touched  into  gold. 

"Some  minor  political  parties  come 
and  go  like  those  diseases  which  afflict 
nobody  but  once.  Such  parties,  usually 
destitute  of  constitutional  principles,  are 
soon  cotnpelled  to  hoist  any  flag  and  set 
sail  for  'Cowes  and  a  market."    A  recent

credited two  or  three  ot  our  sister  states, 
but  the  grotesqueness  of  its  face  is  likely 
to  prove  a  deterrent  against  its  further 
domination. 

"Some  crude  anil  unhealthy  theories 
are  separated  from  the  bills  of  adversity 
reported  by  such  thin  partitions  that  it 
must  seem  invidious  to  givethem  nogen- 
eral  or  particular  attention,  especially  as 
their  supporters  might  prefer — like  Lord 
Brougham — to  go  without  commendation 
rather  than  without  any  notice  at  all.

"Here  the    children    of   the    wealthy, 
trained  not  to  economy  or    labor,    often 
exchange  places  in   succeeding  genera- 
tions   with  the    children    of    the    poor, 
schooled  to  industry  and  frugality.  Thus 
the  tidal  ebb  and  flow  of  air.mutation  and 
dissipation  goes  on  forever.    Those  who 
may  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  wheel  of  for- 
tune today  often  rise  to  the    top    tomor- 
row.   Such  wealthy  celebrities  as  were 
Capt.  Clapp,  of  Portland;  Billy  Gray,  of 
Boston;  Stephen  Girard,  of  Philadelphia; 
Garrett,  of  Baltimore,  and   Corcoran,    of 
Washington,  all  reckoned    among    the 
'worthies'  of  their  day,  received    few   or 
no  political  decorations,  and  the   Astors, 
\'anderbilts  and  Goulds,    ol    our   great 
metropolis,  appear  to    be    equally    neg- 
lected, or  possibly  equally  destitute    of 
political  ambition. 

All  Had  Small  Fortunes. 
"The  financial  fortunes  of  nearly  all  of 
our  presidents  were  limited  and  the 
fortunes  of  those  foremost  in  popular 
favor,  like  Jefiferson,  Monroe,  Jackson, 
Licoln  and  Grant,  were  especially  limited. 
"Persons  of  moderate  wealth,  living 
generously,of  cen  have  their  estates  largely 
overestimated.  From  the  loud  braying 
of  long-eared  political  donkeys  many 
have  supposed  that  the  senate  of  the 
United  States  was  a  selected  body  of 
millionaires,  when  perhaps  not  more  than 
two  or  three  of  its  eighty  odd  mem- 
bers have  any  valid  title  to 
that  much-envied  epithet  of  opprobrium. 
Though  few  were  'born  with  a  silver 
spoon  in  the  mouth,'  the  most  part  of 
the  members  achieved  in  early  voca- 
tions some  substantial  success,  and  yet 
it  is  probable  that  a  large  majoritv  of  the 
body  would  be  unable  to  maintain  their 
families  in  Washington  during  the  ses- 
sions of  congress  but  for  their  salaries. 
They  have  the  blessing  of  AguT,  neith- 
er poverty  nor  riches. 

"It  is  also  to  be  feared  that  we  are 
everstocked  with  amateur  cobblers, 
eager  in  every  emergency  to  bring  out 
from  the  profound  recesses  of  their  vest 
pockets  ready-made  constitutional 
amendments,  adapted,  when  slightly 
lubricated,  to  their  own  peculiar  circum- 
stances. 

"Madison,  a  statesman  for  all  time, 
never  dreamed  how  flippantly  the  con- 
stitution, made  by  hirn,  and  signed  by 
Washington,  must  be  blasphemed  or 
blotched,  perverted.  Rich  in  his  coun- 
try's historic  fame  as  the  old  dominion 
may  be,  she  can  ill  afford,  for  cheap, 
pinch-back  bigotry,  to  impeach  and  dis- 
card her  ancient  and  priceless  jewels, 
'that  on  the  outstretched  forefinger  of  all 
time'  were  placed  to  sparkle  forever. 

"The  tariff  was  claimed  by    those  in 
power  to  have  been  excessive  on  foreign 
trade  and  productive  of  much  revenue, 
but  the  protracted  agony  and   Casarian 
delivery  of  the  tariff  reform  bantling  and 
the  progressive  treasury  deficiency  thus 
provoked,  far  transcends  the  sentimental 
agony  of  a  surplus  which  long  ago  ceased 
to  vex  any  financiers.    It  is  always  some- 
thing too  much,  whether  a  surolus *or  a 
deficiency.   Two  years  ago  some  thought 
we  had  too  much  McKinleyism.      More 
now  think  we  had  too  much   Wilsonism. 
The  tariff    pendulum   swings  to  and  fro 
between  protection  and  free  trade,  tiring 
out    even    the    president    in    dreaming 
dreams,  alas  of  'iron  and  coal.'  " 
The  Third  Parties. 
Mr.  Morrill  then  discussed  the  finan- 
cial situation  and  the  question  of  silver, 
crop  and  prices.    He  concluded  by  say- 
ing:   "I  do  not  imagine  that   any  politi- 
cal party  long  exists   without   some  de- 
fects, and  one  of  the  highest  duties  of 
their  members  should  be  some  effort  to 
make  the  party  to  which  they  have,  on 
the  whole,  the  greatest  affinity,  an  ideal 
political    association.    Throughout     we 
do      not      see      ourselves      as    others 
see    us     and      our       vision      of      the 
moles    in  any  brother's    eye    is    much 
sharpened  by  the  light  of  the  party  torch 
held  in  the  hand.    The    chief  potency  of 
third  parties  is  destructive  of  the  rule  of 
the  majority,  and  however    eccentric  the 
measures  of  a  third  party  may    be    they 
are  apt  to  be  tolerated  by  some  greater 
party,  though  in  the  minority,  in  ofder  to 
conquer  the  majority.    Thus  the  smallest 
of  three  parties  may  sometimes  impose 
Gccrees  upon  the  country  which  no  other 
party  holds  itself  responsible  for  " 


ALL  CRUELTY   FORBIDDEN. 

Gen.   Sakuma's  Instructions  to  the  Sacond 
Japanese  Army. 
Washington,  Dec.  ii.— The  instruc- 
tions given  by  Lieut.  Gen.  Sakuma  to  the 
Second  Japanese  army,  governing  the 
treatment  of  the  enemy  in  the  pending 
war,  are  contained  in    an    issue    of    the 
Yokohama  Mail  summary    recently   re- 
ceived here.    Gen.  Sakuma  said  that  Ja- 
pan, being  the  first  country  of    the  East 
which  had  adopted   civilization   as    her 
path,    held    the    responsible  position  to 
lead  other  hitherto  uncivilized  nations 
into    the   way   of   enlightenment.      So, 
whatever  way  the  enemy  may  act,  Japan 
must  tread  the  way  of  justice,  and   while 
carrying  reform   into  a  barbarous  coun- 
try the  dignity  of  Japan    must  be  upheld 
in  the  world.      He  then  specified  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  to  be  observed  by  the 
army: 

1.  That  the  people  ot  the  enemy's 
country  who  do  not  resist  should  be 
consoled  as  much  as  possible, 

2.  No  such  act  is  to  be  committed,  as 
to  insult  the  wounded  captives,  or  those 
who  have  surrendered,  or  to  deprive 
such  of  their  clothes  or  properties. 

,3.  The  enemy's  dead  shall  not  be  be- 
headed, their  noses  cut  off,  nor  their  eves 
taken  out.  In  short,  Japanese  soldiers 
are  warned  against  perpetrating  acts  of 
brutality. 

4-  That  fire  shall  not  be  set  to  places 
without  due  cause. 

5.  The  dwellings  and  cultivated  fields 
of  the  enemy's  country  shall  not  be  de- 
stroyed. 

6.  Females  in  the  enemy's  country 
shall  not  be  Violated,  or  other  indecent 
acts  committed. 

7.  In  the  enemy's  country  tombs  are 
not  to  be  dug  out  or  damaged. 

8.  Private  property  of  the  people 
shall  not  be  plundered. 

9.  No  forced  sale  or  purchase  effect- 
ed. 

10.  Our  enemy  being  the  Chinese 
army,  people  of  other  nationality  should 
be  loved  and  friendship  shown  to  them, 
and  our  soldiers  should  not  be  guilty  of 
violent  or  rash  acts.

the  Notorious  Meachamite 
Given  Their  Deserts. 
St.  Louis,  Dec.  11.— A  special  from 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  says:  Three  of  the 
notorious  Meachamite  gang  in  Clark 
county  have  been  sent  to  eternity  by  the 
rope  and  limb  route.  The  Meachamite 
gang  has  for  many  years  run  illicit  dis- 
tilleries, made  counterfeit  money  and 
committed  robbery  and  murder.  For  a 
person  to  give  them  away  meant  sure 
death. 

In  August,  1893,  James  McCorgnedale, 
a  prominent  citizen,  was  assassinated, 
and  the  citizens  drove  the  gang  from  the 
county.  No  less  than  ten  men  met  their 
death.  A  short  while  ago  the  Meacham- 
ites  returned  to  their  old  haunts  and 
began  to  wreak  vengeance. 

Murphray  Pink,  a  farmer,  was  shot 
down.  Pink  made  a  dying  confession 
charging  George  Brunson,  Charles  Smith 
and  Lee  Brown  with  the  shooting.  They 
were  arrested  and  upon  their  preliminary 
trial  were  acquitted. 

After  being  turned  loose,  other  evi- 
dence was  found,  and  it  became  known 
that  they  weremenJbers  of  the  Meacham- 
ite gang.  The  scene  was  some  dis- 
tance from  a  telegraph  station  but  a  man 
just  arrived  at  Whatlev,  at  the  telegraph 
office,  say  the  men  were  lynched.

Washington,  Dec.  i  f.— The  pension 
bureau  has  received  a  report  from 
Special  Examiner  Stockslager  at  Fort 
Smith,  Ark.,  announcing  the  recent  sen- 
tence of  Tom  Bear  to  six  years  in  prison 
and  the  sentence  of  T.  J.  Thornton  to  six 
months  in  jail  and  a  $200  f  ne.  This  dis- 
poses of  the  ringleaders  in  the  big 
scheme  to  defraud  the  goverment.  They 
were  connected  with  fuily  500  claims 
said  to  be  fraudulent,  and  i  commission 
of  five  special  examiners  under  the 
supervision  of  Examiner  Stockslager  is 
still  at  work  on  the  conspiracy. 

There  are  only  two  other  regular  com- 
missions of  special  examiners  now  at  work 
on  supposed  fraudulent  pension    cases. 
Five  examiners,  under  th«  supervision 
of  Examiner  Waite,  have  been    investi- 
gating the  \'an  Leuven  cases,  and    are 
collecting  evidence  for  the  use  of  the 
IJnited    States  district  attorney   in    his 
prosecutions.    Several  of  those  involved 
in  the  scheme  have  been   indicted    and 
and  more  indictments  are  expected  soon. 
A  full    commission    investigated    the 
transactions    of     Attorney    H  an  see,    of 
Hoboken,  N.  J  ,  who  ran  a  branch  office 
in  Ellenville,  N.  Y.,  and  who  was  impli- 
cated   in    several    hundred    fraudulent 
cases,  but  it  has    now   been    dissolved. 
Examiners  Fuller   and    Clements    are, 
however,  now  at    work    preparing    the 
evidence  in  some  of  the  cases. 

Including  these  commissions,  266  ex- 
aminers are  at  work  in  the  field  investi- 
gating frauds  and  attending  to  other 
work  of  the  bureau.  Many  of  this  force 
are  making  investigations  in  the  South, 
especially  in  the  neighborhood  of  New 
Orleans,  where  a  large  number  of  colored 
people  are  implicated  in  pension  frauds. 
The  attention  of  the  secnjtary  of  agri- 
culture was  called  today  to  assertions  of 
several  papers  that  the  action  of  the  Ger- 
man government  looking  to  reimposition 
of  restrictions  upon  the  live  stock  and 
meat  was  due  to  inadequate  inspection 
by  the  department  owing  to  excessive 
reductions  in  the  inspecting  force. 

"A  sufficient  answer  to  such  criticisms," 
Secretary  Morton  replied, "is  to  be  found 
in  the  facts  given  at  length  in  mv  report. 
The  records  of  the  bureau  of  animal  in- 
dustry show  that  during  the  fiscal  ye^r 
ended  June  ^o.  1894,  15,000,000  pounds 
more  of  pork  were  microscopically 
inspected  than  there  was  in  the  year 
1893.  During  the  same  period 
of  time  more  than  12,000,000 
of  live  cattle  and  other  domestic 
animals  were  inspected,  while  less  than 
5.000,000  were  during  the  year  before. 
And  the  exports  of  hog  products,  dressed 
beef  and  live  cattle  in  189;  exceeded  any 
previous  year.

The  government  banks  of    Europe,  with 
the  exception  of  Russia,now  hold  Si,4o8,- 
ooo,ojo,  against  $1,204,000,000  in  1893,  a 
gain  of    nearly    $204,000,000.    The    dis- 
trust    of      American       securities      in 
Europe  has    resulted    in    sending  home 
a  large    amount    of    our    paper,    which 
I  must  be  paid  for  in  products  or  in  gold, 
!  .and  as  long  as  foreigners    believe    that 
this  country  sooner  or  later  must  dritt  to 
a  silver  basis  of  value  they  will  not  look 
with  favor  upon  American  investments. 
While  the  recent  elections  proved  to  the 
American  people  that  there  is  no  danger 
of  a  silver  basis  being  adopted,  the  popu- 
lar verdict  against  free  silver  coinage  be- 
ing emphatic  wherever  it  was  made  a  di- 
rect issue,  it  is  evident  that    the  foreign 
pessimistic  views  have  not  undergone  a 
change    yet.    There    is    hope,  however, 
that  the  views  of  foreign    investors  mav 
change  when    they    become    more  thor- 
oughly acquainted    with   the  decision  of 
the  Xovcmber  elections.    If  the  present 
session  of  congress  should  adopt  some 
financial  measure  which  would    empha- 
size the  popular  feeling  in  America  upon 
this  matter,  the   credit   of    this    country 
abroad  would  be  raised  to  a  large  extent, 
and  no  doubt  the  drain  of  gold  would  be 
greatly  lessened  or  entirely  terminated. 
The  situation  demands    careful  thought 
and  early  action.

imports  had  risen  in  1890  to  324,000  tons, 
by  far  the  larger  portion  of  which  was 
supplied  by  Germany,  which  country  in 
1S93  exported  to  England  and  six  prin- 
cipal British  colonies  208,000  tons  of  iron 
and  steel,  being  about  18  per  cent  of  the 
total  German  export  for  that  year. 

This  was  70,000  tons  more  than  Ger- 
many exported  in  1893  to  the  entire' 
American  continent,  excluding  Canada. 
Barely  fifty  years  ago  Germany  received 
fully  one-half  of  her  entire  supply  of  iron 
from  England,  and  this  complete  re- 
versal of  the  course  of  traffic  may  well 
provoke  beyond  thecb-imei  a  serious  in- 
quiry into  its  causes  .-.  d  conditions. 

The  British  Iron  Trade  association  re- 
garded the  subject  as  so  important  that 
it  caused  a  special  investigation  to  be 
made  by  experts.  The  conclusions  are 
stated  at  length  iu  the  rspcrt,and  briefly 
summarized,  the  explanation  is  found  in 
the  superior  technical  skill  of  the  Ger- 
mans. Then  wages  in  Germany  are 
lower,  freights  are  cheaper  on  the  gov- 
ernment railroads,  royalties  are  lower, 
the  workmen  are  more  submissive  and 
not  subject  to  strikes,  and  the  govern- 
ment favors  export  trade  by  permitting 
higher  prices  for  hoais  consumption.

The  New  York  banks  were 
drawn  upon  freely  for  gold  on  account  of 
the  bond  subscriptions,  and  these  insti- 
tutions m  turn  are  drawing  upon  the  sub- 
treasury  at  New  York.    The  resumption 
of  gold  exports  to  Europe  is  also  deplet- 
ing the  stock  of  gold  in    the    treasury, 
and  unless  some  method  is  quickly    de- 
vised for  the  establishment  of  the    na- 
tional credit  upon  a  firm  basis    another 
issue  of  bonds  will  be  inevitable.    How 
to  insure  the  maintenance  of  the    gold 
reserve  is  a  problem  that  may  well    en- 
gage the  attention  of  the  wisest  finan- 
ciers in  the  country.  There  roust  soon  be 
a    remedy    provided,  or  the  result  will 
be  disastrous.

Inattention  to  the  eyes  at  birth  is  the 
cause  of  most  human  blindness.  The 
adn^inistration  of  a  little  mild  solution  of 
lunar  caustic  on  birth  would  cure  the 
blenorrhea  neo-natorum  which  causes  it. 
New  York  has  a  law  which  forces  doc- 
tors, nurses  or  midwives  to  report  red  or 
inflamed  eyes  within  two  weeks  of  birth, 
on  penalty  of  a  fine  of  $100.  The  Chica- 
go Inter-Ocean  is  urging  Illinois  to  fol- 
low the  example.  The  Minnesota  legis- 
lature would  do  well  to  pass  a  similar 
law. 


If  the  plan  of  Mr.  Eckels,  comptroller 
of  the  currency,  be  adopted,  bank  notes 
would  entirely  take  the  place  of  legal 
tender  paper,  and  paper  currency  would 
be  redeemable  in  gold  and  silver  only.

Aldermen  Practically  Came  Around  to  Aid. 

Hale  and  Patterson's  Position  on 

the  Water  Purchase. 


Resolution  Modified  So  as  to  Retain  the  Ex- 
pense of  Making  An  Exchange' 
of  $750,000  Bonds. 


Proposition    of   the    Municipal    Investment 

Company  of  Chicago  to  Make  the 

Exchange  Was  Accepted. 


Last  night  the  city  council  accepted 
President  Belknap's  proposition  to  sell 
the  city  the  Diiluth  (ins  and  Water  com- 
pany and  an  ordinance  was  passed  au- 
thori/ing  the  first  issue  of  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  S59J,ooo.  As  soon  as  a  little  pre- 
liminary business  had  been  done  last 
evening,  Alderman  Hale  arose  and 
moved  ihat  the  resolution  passed  the 
week  before  be  recalled  from  the  mayor. 
The  motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  12  to  4, 
Aldermen  French.  Olafson.  Mitchell  and 
Evens  voting  no. 

Alderman  Nelson  next  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  reconsidered  and  again 
referred  back  to  the  committee  on  city 
property  and  buildings.  Carried,  Alder- 
men Mitchell,  French  and  Olafson  voting 
no  again. 

The  committee  made  a  report  favor- 
able to  the  resolution  and  on  motion  of 
Alderman  Goldsmith,  the  report  was 
adopted,  Mitchell,  Olafson,  French  and 
Evens  dissenting. 

The  resolution  passed  last  night  prac- 
tically concedes  the  demands  of  Alder- 
men Hale,  Patterson  and  others  who  de- 
manded that  the  gas  and  water  company 
furnish  $750,000  worth  of  bonds  for  re- 
funding. The  resolution  is  not  so 
worded  as  to  demand  that,  but  it 
practically  has  that  result.  A  clause 
was  inserted  allowing  the  city  to  retain 
from  the  purchase  price  of  the  plant 
$26,250,  to  cover  any  expense  to  which  it 
mav  be  necessary  to  go  in  securing  the 
exchange  of  5  per  cent  bonds  in  the  sum 
of  $750,000  for  city  bonds  at  4  per  cent. 

The  Municipal  Investment  company 
of  Chicago  has  offered  to  make  the  ex- 
chauge  ot  bonds  in  that  sum,  $750,000  for 
$26,250.  The  council  decided  to 
hold  back  that  amount  from  the 
purchase  price,  give  the  water  company 
a  cbdnce  to  bring  about  an  exchange  of 
the  5  per  cent  bonds  for  the  4  per  cent 
and  secure  the  entire  purchase  price,  or 
to  stand  the  price  asked  by  the  Invest- 
ment company  for  effecting  the  ex- 
change. 

The  bond  ordinance  authorizes  the  is- 
sue of  bonds  in  the  sum  of  §594,000.  Of 
that  sum,  $294,000  are  to  be  issued  from 
the  purchase  price  and  $300,000  from 
the  $630,000  voted  for  the  purpose  of 
buildinLC  an  extension  main.  There 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  mayor 
will  approve  these  measures  and  the 
sale  of  the  bonds  will  be  advertised  in 
several  publications  now  for  three  weeks. 

The  council  was  called  to  order  at  7:40 
o'clock  with  President  Howard  in  the 
chair  and  every  member  present.  The 
letter  from  the  Municipal  Investment 
company  of  Chicago  as  published  in 
The  Herald  yesterday  afternoon  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  water-works 
special  committee. 

The  board  of  public  works  submitted 
a  letter  from  L.  S.  Miller,  assistant  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth, 
asking  a  further  opportunity  to  submit 
plans  for  a  railway  crossing  over  Raleigh 
street.  Mr.  Miller  strongly  favors  and 
desires  two  crossings  in  one  for  his  road 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  railway. 

Fire  Hall  Contractor  Gone. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  R.  C. 
Uightman,  contractor  for  the  Duluth 
Heights  fire  hall,  has  left  the  city  with 
his  contract  unfinished,  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works,  with  the  advice  and  direction 
of  the  city  attorney,  was  directed  to  go 
ahead  and  see  that  the  building  is  at  once 
completed. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  the  effect  that 
the  matter  of  holding  a  farmers'  insti- 
tute in  Duluth  this  winter  be  referred  to 
the  chamber  of  commerce. 

The  fire  department  bills  for  Novem- 
ber were  allowed.

Alderman  Hale  introduced  an  ordi- 
nance imposing  a  license  of  $50  per  an- 
num on  second  hand  dealers.  Read  and 
referred, 

A  recess  of  five  minutes  was  taken 
near  the  close  of  the  session  to  enable 
the  water  works  special  committee  to 
bring  in  a  report.  It  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  proposition  of  the  Municipal  In- 
vestment company  of  Chicago,  offering 
to  supply  gas  and  water  company 
bonds  in  the  sum  of  $750,000,  to  be  ex- 
changed for  4  per  cent  city  bonds,  be  ac- 
cepted. The  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  resolution  was  adopted,  after  the  re- 
ception and  adoption  of  the  committee's 
report. 

The  exchange  must  be  effected  before 
Jan.  I,  1896.  The  Investment  company 
must  unconditionally  put  up  a  certified 
check  for  Sio.ooo  and  the  city  is  in  no 
way  to  be  held  responsible  for  any  in- 
ability to  carry  out  its  part  in  the  con- 
tract. 

The  council  then  adjourned.

Victoria,  B.  C,  Dec.  12.— The  report 
of  the  special  commissioners,  Ur.  New- 
comb  and  Dr.  Hazel,  in  the  insane 
asylum  scandal  presented  to  the  legisla- 
ture cites  many  specific  instances  of 
cruelty  and  neglect  to  patients.  The 
treatment  of  inmates  is  described  by  the 
commissioners  as  barbarous.  The  re- 
port gives  in  detail  the  hideous  cruelty 
particularly  with  the  use  of  the  "dip."  in 
which  a  patient  was  handcufifed  with  his 
h.inds  behind  him,  bis  feet  being  hnked 
together  by  anklers,  and  then  plunged  in 
cold  water  and  held  under  until  in  peril 
of  suffocation. 

This  ducking,  the  ccmmissioa  found, 
was  intlicted  for  the  simplest  offense 
such  as  talking  at  night  and  similar  trivi- 
al causes.  As  a  result  of  the  inquiry  the 
asylum  management  will  be  thoroughly 
reorganized.  A  second  report  of  the 
commission  contains  a  catalogue  and  de- 
scription of  the  various  instruments  of 
torture  that  have  been  used  .almost  daily 
irfthis  nineteenth  century  instiluiiou.ar.d 
which  Superintendent  Bregley  and  his 
assistant  refer  to  as  "mechanical  re- 
straints." These  include  handcuffs, 
rough  steel  anklets,  pinion  straps, 
spike  studded  steel  mitts,  etc. 

"Of  the  necessity  for  this  formidable 
array  ot  implements,  the  like  of  which 
we  have  never  before  seen  except  in 
museums,  as  relics  of  past  and  barbar- 
ous ages,"  says  the  repojt,  "we  were  un- 
able to  obtain  satisfactory  evidence,  at 
all  events  as  remedial  agents.  The 
leather  mitts  which  were  classed  among 
the  least  objectionable  portion  of  the  in- 
struments are  fingerless  gloves  of  stout, 
hard  leather,  with  a  metal  eve  on  the  in- 
side of  the  wrist  through  which  a  strap  is 
passed  and  buckled  around  the  wrist. 

"The  use  of  the  mitts  causes  the  hands 
to  swell,  burn  and  frequently  blister. 
Some  limes  suppuration  toUows  and  we 
saw  three  cases  in  which  fingers  were 
permanently  scarred  in  this  way.  One 
patient  had  thus  been  deprived  of  the 
use  of  both  of  his  hands  for  life.  His 
left  hand,  by  the  use  of  the  mitts  became 
inflamed,  the  arms  swelled  up  to  the 
elbow  and,  suppuration  setting  in, 
abscesses  formed  and  permanent  con- 
traction of  the  fingers  has  resulted.

The  Man  Arrested  in  Arizona   Not    the    Much 
Wanted  Kansan. 

Tlcson,  Ariz.,  Dec.  12.— The  man  who 
was  arrested  in  the  Kuachuca  mountains 
on  last  Thanksgiving  day  on  the  belief 
that  he  was  J.  W.  Hillman,  charged  with 
the  murder  of  a  companion  in  the  Buffalo 
mountains  of  Texas  some  years  ago,  for 
the  purpose  of  defrauding  the  insurance 
companies  out  of  a  large  sum  of  money. 
IS  not  the  right  party  and  was  released 
from  custody  at  Tombstone,  where  he 
was  held  pending  the  arrival  of  extradi- 
tion papers  from  the  governor  of  Kansas. 

The  case  excited  much  attention  all 
over  the  territory,  and  the  officers  that 
had  been  hounding  the  supposed  Hill- 
man  for  months  were  confident  they  had 
the  right  man  and  could  not  be  shaken 
in  their  belief,  until  yesterday  when  two 
relatives  of  the  real  Hillman  arrived 
from  Kansas  and  declared  that  the  man 
under  arrest  was  not  their  much-sought 
relative.  The  man  whom  the  authorities 
have  mistaken  for  J.  W.  Hillman  is  L.  B. 
Herndon.  formerly  of  Franklin  county. 
He  resembles  in  many  respects  the  man 
wanted. 

Arrested  For  Conspiracy. 

Portland.  Ore.,  Dec.  12.— M.  M. 
Preston  has  been  arrested  near  Forest 
Grove  on  a  telegram  from  St.  Louis 
stating  that  M.  M.  Preston  and  I.  B. 
Preston  were  indicted  at  Springfield, 
Mo.,  May  ig,  i8q2.  for  conspiracy  in 
taking  from  the  mails  a  letter  mailed  to 
Edward  Eastry,  Eagle  Jlock,  Tex,,  and 
embezzling  a  pension  check  for  §114. 
Preston  claims  that  his  name  is  M.  M. 
Preston  and  that  the  man  wanted  is  his 
cousin,  M.  S.  Preston. 

Want  California  Divided. 

Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  Dec  12.— Mem- 
bers of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
seven  counties  of  Southern  Calitorniaare 
holding  a  congress  here.  Resolutions 
have  been  introduced  and  it  is  claimed 
will  be  adopted  by  the  congress,  urging 
a  division  of  the  state  of  California  and 
the  formation  to  the  new  state  of  South 
California. 


JOINED  THE  ASSOCIATED  PRESS. 

Leading  Southern  Papers  Hasten  to  Get  the 
Best  News  Service. 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Dec.  12.— 
Adolph  S.  Ochs,  the  publisher  and  pro- 
prietor of  the  Chattanooga  Daily  Times 
the  leading  morning  newspaper  in  East 
Tennessee,  North  Georgia  and  North 
Alabama,  has  signed  a  ninety-year  con- 
tract with  the  Associated  Press  and  with- 
drawn from  the  Southern  Associated 
Press. 

This  is  significant,  for  it  was  to  Mr. 
Ochs  more  than  any  other  man  that  the 
Southern  Associated  Press  owes  its  ex- 
istence. He  is  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors,  from  which  he  has  now  re- 
signed. Mr.  Ochs  gave  up  this  member- 
ship in  the  Southern  Associated  Press 
because  of  the  recent  alliance  with  the 
United  Press  and  the  cancellation  of  the 
contract  with  the  Associated  Press. 

He  vigorously  opposed  the  arrange- 
ment when  it  was  presented  for  confirm- 
ation at  Atlanta  and  cautioned  the  asso- 
ciation of  the  danger  of  such  action.  The 
Southern  Associated  Press,  he  says,  as 
now  conducted,  is  simplv  an  auxiliary  of 
the  United  Press;  that  severing  relations 
with  the  Associated  Press  has  already 
caused  the  loss  of  fully  one-third  of  last 
year's  revenue. 

That  the  loss  of  the  New  Orleans 
Picayune,  the  New  Orleans  Times-Dem- 
crat,  the  Atlanta  Journal,  the  Augusta 
News,  the  Mobile  Wews,  the  Columbia 
S.  C,  Register,  the  Richmond  State,  the 
Petersburg  Index-Appeal,  the  Chatta- 
nooga News  and  the  Kaoxville  Sentinel 
so  endangers  the  association,  that  he 
could  no  longer!  ely  upon  the  associa- 
tion's ability  to  give  him  a  good  news 
franchise,  for  his  hanchise  was  virtually 
destroyed  when  the  protection  of  the  As- 
sociated Press  was  withdrawn. 

The  action  of  the  Southern  association 
put  him  in  the  position  where  he  had  to 
choose  between  the  Associated  Press 
and  the  United  Press,  and  he  was  not 
slow  in  making  a  t'ecision  when  the  ques- 
tion was  presented. 

Mr.  Ochs  rciiuired,  as  a  condition  pre- 
cedent to  his  contract  with  the  Associ- 
ated Press,  that  his  former  associates  in 
the  Southern  Associated  Press  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  protect  their  property 
rights  in  the  shape  of  news  service,  and 
the  Associated  Press  agreed  that  all 
original  members  of  the  Southern  Asso- 
t  iated  Press  shall  have  reasonable  notice 
and  time  to  make  a  contract  for  the 
Associated  Press  news  service,  equal  in 
volume  and  character  to  that  they  have 
been  receiving,  at  a  price  not  in  excess 
of  what  they  have  dcen  paying.  Mr. 
Ochs  was  assured  that  it  was  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Associated  Press  as  far  as 
possible  to  protect  in  the  South,  as  else- 
where, established  newspapers  from 
ruinous   competiiicn. 

The  Chattanooga  Evening  News  also 
gave  up  the  Southern  Associated  service 
and  signed  a  contract  for  the  Associated 
Press  report;  the  Associated  Press  will 
serve  both  Chattanoc  ja  paperu

SIR  JOHN  THOMPSON  DEAD. 


Indians  Dying  Off. 

Albuquekoue,  N.M.,Dec.  12.— Henry 
Lockgart,  of  bland,  Cochiti  mining  dis- 
trict writes  that  the  Pueblo  Indians  at 
the  village  of  Cochite  are  dying  off  rap- 
idly from  spotted  fever,  or  spinal  menin- 
gitis. F.  W.  Studley,  a  nurse  sent  to  the 
village  by  Indian  Agent  Bullis,  died 
from  the  disease  the  other  day.  The 
disease  is  said  to  be  caused  by  drinking 
water  from  a  shallow  well. 


Tho  Canadian  Premier  Expired  Suddenly  in 
England  Today. 
Windsor,  Eng.,  Dec.  12— Sir  John 
Thompson,  the  Canadian  prime  min- 
ister, expired  at  Windsor  today  after 
the  meeting  of  privy  council  at  which  he 
was  sworn  in  as  a  member. 

The  Canadian  premier  was  the  first  to 
arrive  at  Pdddington  railroad  station. 
London,  this  morning,  in  order  to  ac- 
company the  cabinet  ministers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  privy  council  on  the  special 
train  bound  for  this  place  where  a  meet- 
ing of  the  privy  council  was  to  be  held 
at  the  castle. 

Sir  John  waited  on  the  platform  of 
Paddiiigton  station  for  half  an  hour  be- 
fore the  special  train  started,  and  during 
that  time  he  conversed  in  an  animated 
manner  with  Lord  Breadalbane,  the  lord 
steward  of  the  queen's  household,  and 
with  Arnold  Morley,  postmaster  general; 
the  marquis  of  Ripon,  the  colonial  secre- 
tary; the  Indian  secretary,  Mr.  Fowler; 
and  with  Sir  Charles  Lennox  Peel,  clerk 
to  the  privy  council.  Up  to  the  time  the 
train  started  Sir  John  had  no:  showed 
any  signs  of  fatigue  or  excitement.  His 
appearance  and  manner  did  not  give  the 
slightest  indication  that  he  was  suffering 
from  ar.y  illness. 

After  attending  the  privy  council  meet- 
ing. Sir  John  adjourned  with  the  minis- 
ters and  others  to  luncheon.  Shortly 
after  this  he  became  suddenlv  ill  and 
expired  almost  immediately.  Dr.  Eil'- 
son,  one  of  the  surgeons  in  ordinary  to 
the  household  at  Windsor,  was  sent  for 
promptly,  but  he  was  unable  to  save  Sir 
John's  lite. 

Up  to  4  o'clock  this  afternoon  the 
queen  had  not  been  informed  ot  the 
tragic  death  of  the  Canadian  premier. 
His  body  has  been  removed  to  one  of 
the  principal  rooms  of  the  Clarence 
tower  at  Windsor  castle  where  it 
awaits  the  inquest  of  the  crown   coroner. 

The  marquis  of  Ripon  says  that  when 
Sir  John  was  stricken  with  the  illness 
he  was  given  some  brandy  and  ap- 
peared to  recover.  But  shortly  after  he 
expired  suddenly.  It  is  presumed  that 
his  death  was  caused  by  hear  t  disease. 

MURDER  AT  CLEVELAND. 

A  Prominent  Business    Man   Shot  Dead   by 
Burglars. 

Cleveland,  Dec.  12.— William  H. 
Price,  a  prominent  business  man  and  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Chandler  &  Price, 
residing  at  124  Hawthorne  avenue,  was 
murdered  by  burglars  at  2:30  o'clock  this 
morning.  The  burglars  were  discovered 
m  the  house  by  Mr.  Price,  who  was 
aroused  by  the  noise. 

He  proceeded  to  investigate,  and 
when  they  found  themselves  discovered 
one  of  the  robbers  drew  a  revolver  and 
shot  Mr.  Price.  The  shot  took  effect  in 
the  latter's  breast  and  he  fell  where  he 
stood.    The  robbers  made  their  escape. 

Mr.  Price  only  lived  a  few  minutes 
after  receiving  the  wound.  The  entire 
detective  force  is  at  work  on  the  case, 
but  none  of  the  burglars  have  been 
captured. 


Washington,  Dec.  12.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.l-The  fight  between  Sena- 
tor Davis  and  Representative  Baldwin 
over  the  latter's  bill  for  the  sale  of  Chip 
pewa  pine  in  40-acre  sections,  is  by  no 
means  at  an  end.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  the  measure  passed  the  house  at  the 
last  session,  and  was  prevented  from  gc- 
ing  through  the  senate  by  the  opposition 
of  Senator  Davis.

position. 

Senator  Davis  was  seen  today  regard- 
ing this  matter,  and  said:  "I  shallop- 
pose  the  passage  ot  this  bill  untd  every 
right  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  to  two  sec- 
tions of  the  school  land  in  each  township 
IS  settled.  I  do  not  propose  that  the 
pine  land  sharks  shall  rush  this  measure 
through  congress  until  the  exact  status  of 
the  school  lands  in  controversy  in  sec- 
tions 16  and  36  are  conceded." 
The  Assay  Office. 

Representative  Baldwin  was  given  a 
h.jaring  before  the  committee  on  coinage 
weights  and  measures  today  on  his  bill 
fc-r  the  establishment  of  an  assay  office 
at  Duluth.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
a  sub-coramitlee  who  will  make  a  report 
noxt  week.  Maj.  Baldwin  had  a  con- 
ference with  the  secretary  of  the  treas- 
ury on  the  subject  today.  The  commit- 
tee seemed  to  be  favorably  disposed  to- 
wards the  bill. 

For  Relief  of  Settlers. 

The  committee  on  public  lands  today 
reported  favorably  to  the  bouse  the  bill 
introduced  on  Mondav  by  Representa- 
ti/e  Lynch  for  the  relief  of  homestead- 
ers in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Michi- 
gan whose  property  and  timber  was  de- 
stroyed by  the  fires  of  last  summer. 
One  important  provision  of  the  bill  is  to 
permit  the  partly  burned  timber  to  be 
cut  immediately  to  save  it  from  total 
loss. 

Mr.  Lynch  could  call  his  bill  up  and 
pass  it  tomorrow  morning  if  it  were  not 
for  the  fact  that  Representative  English, 
of  New  Jersey,  objects  to  the  passage  of 
arv  legislation  by  unanimous  consent, 
urless  he  can  get  through  some  private 
bill  of  his  own.  Representative  Lynch, 
however,  thinks  he  can  induce  English 
to  allow  his  bill  to  go  through  some  time 
this  week. 

Marshal  Campbell. 
Senator  Davis  said  today  that  he  had 
taken  no  action  yet  toward  opposing  the 
confirmation  of  W.  M.  Campbell  as 
mirshal  or  Minnesota.  He  did  not 
know  today  that  he  would  oppose  his 
confirmation. 

Raft  Towing  on  the  Lakes. 

Congressman  Lockwood  today  intro- 
duced a  bill  to  regulate  raft  towing  on 
thti  great  lakes  and  adjacent  waters.  It 
is  substantially  the  same  bill  that  was 
favorably  reported  by  the  river  and  har- 
bor committee  and  incorporated  m  the 
last  river  and  harbor  bill. '  Last  year  the 
senate  amended  the  section  so  radically 
that  the  advocates  of  the  measure  in  the 
hoasc  consented  to  have  it  stricken  out 
altogether. 

8EELEY  IS  VERY  ANXIOUS. 

Thu  Absconding  New  York  Bank  Clerk  Getting 
Impatient. 

Chicago.  Dec.  12.— Samuel  S.  Seeley, 
the  New  York  absconding  bookkeeper 
locked  up  at  the  Harrison  street  police 
station,  had  become  somewhat  impatient 
today  at  the  delay  in  his  return  to  New 
York.  He  frequently  asked  his  guards 
for  information  regarding  his  expected 
departure  and  appeared  much  more 
nervous  and  ill  at  ease  than  at  any 
prtivious  time  since  his  arrest. 

The  United  States  marshal  has  assum 
ed  control  of  the  case,  and  a  deputy  of 
that  official  will  take  Seeley  to  New  York. 
The  president  of  the  National  Shoe  and 
Le  ither  bank  was  expected  to  arrive  late 
thii  afternoon  to  identify  the  prisoner. 
That  formality  over,  Seeley  will  be  taken 
East,  probably  starting  tonight. 

The  ex-bookkeeper  plainly  showed  the 
effdcts  of  his  anxiety  and  the  confine- 
mett  today.  His  face  was  pale,  his  eyes 
bloodshot,  and  after  his  slight  breakfast 
he  nervously  paced  his  narrow  cell, 
evidently  much  agitated.  His  refusals 
to  discuss  the  case  were  emphatic  and 
to  .111  inquirers  he  impatiently  replied 
that  be  wished  to  be  left  alone.

Bill  Concerning  the  Entry  of  Land  for  Sites 

for  Reservoirs,  Gravel  Pits  and 

Pipe  Lines. 


It  Has  Passed  th6  Senate  and  Is  a  Measure 

of  Importance  to  the  Western 

States. 


Col.  Kiefer  Has  a  Bill  to  Appropriate  $40,- 
000  to  Construct  a  Military  Hos- 
pital at  Snelling. 


Washington,  Dec.  12.— The  bill  con- 
cerning the  entry  of  land  for  sites  for 
reservoirs,  gravel  pits  and  pipe  lines, 
which  was  yesterday  agreed  to  in  the 
senator  on  motion  of  Senator  Carey,  of 
Wyoming,  is  considered  of  vast  im- 
portance by  the  representatives  of  the 
Western  states  and  territories,  who  con- 
sider that  it  will  materially  increase  the 
facilities  for  the  reclamation  of  the  arid 
lands  of  that  section.  The  provision  in 
the  bill  of  most  general  importance  is 
that  authorizing  any  citizen  or  associa- 
tion of  citizens  of  the  United  States  or 
any  ditch  or  water  company  to  acqiiire 
lands  from   the  government   suited    for 

reservoir  purpose  at  a  price  not  less  than 
$2  per  acre. 

It  >s  provided  that  when  the  lands  so 
acquried  are  mineral  in  character  the 
patent  shall  not  authorize  tne  purchasers 
to  export  mineral  from  them,  but  that  all 
such  mineral  shall  be  reserved  to  the 
United  States.  It  is  also  provided  that 
failure  to  utilize  such  lands  within  three 
years  after  their  entry,  or  abandonment 
for  two  years  after  beginning  work  shall 
constitute  a  forfeiture. 

Another  provision  is  that  the  privileges 
granted  by  the  act  shall  not  be  construed 
to  interfere  with  the  control  of  the  water 
for  irrigation  or  other  purposes  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  or  territory  wherein 
the  lands  are  situated.  Lands  included 
in  any  reservoir  site  reserved  by  the 
United  States  are  not  subject  to  entry 
under  the  act.  State,  county  or  district 
organizations  are  also  authorized  to  ap- 
ply for  storage  reservoir  sites,  not  re- 
served by  the  United  States,  storage  of 
water  for  irrigating,  mining  or  other  use- 
ful purposes,  whereupon  the  secretary 
of  the  interior  is  to  withdraw  the  land  in- 
cluded in  the  site  from  entry. 

The  portion  of  the  bill  relating  to 
gravel  pits,  reservoirs  and  pipe  lines  for 
railro?.ds  provides  that  the  secretary  of 
the  interior  may  sell  sites  for  such  im- 
provements to  railroads  traversing  the 
public  domain  in  bodies  not  exceeding 
160  acres,  at  their  appraised  value,  where 
they  are  not  located  within  the  limits  of 
any  park  or  reservation. 

Representative  Kiefer,  of  Minnesota, 
has  introduced  a  bill  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $40,000  for  the  construction  of  a 
military  hospital  at  Fort  Snelling. 

Representative  Sickels,  01  New  York, 
has  introduced  in  the  house  a  bill  for  the 
pension  of  ?ioo  per  month  to  Mary 
Palmer  Banks,  widow  of  Maj.  Gen.  Na- 
thaniel P.  Banks. 

In  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
service  in  the  Harris  campaign  again  it 
the  African  slave  traders  the  Belgian 
Royal  Geographical  society  has  elected 
R.  Dorsey  Mobun,  United  States  com- 
mercial agent  in  the  Congo  Free  State, 
an  honorary  member. 

With  estimated  losses  of  between  Sio,- 
000.000  and  §25,000,000  from  hog  cholera 
and  swine  plague  in  the  United  States, 
the  discussion  of  the  treatment  and 
means  of  prevention  of  these  diseases  in 
a  bulletin  issued  by  the  agricultural  de- 
partment, is  of  great  value  to  the  farmers 
of  this  country.  The  bureau  of  animal  in- 
dustry has  been  conducting  an  extensive 
investigation  of  this  subject  and  finds  that 
the  agents  which  destroy  ;ne  germs  of 
one  of  these  fatal  diseases,  are  aKo  effec- 
tive in  the  destruction  of  the  germs  of 
the  other.  Both  are  spread  by  infection 
and  their  course  varies  from  one  day  to 
three  weeks.  The  most  efficient  virus 
remedy  tritd  by  the  government's  agent 
is  the  following:  Wood,  charcoal,  sul- 
phur, sodium  sulphate  and  antimony 
sulphide,  one  pound  each;  sodium  chlor 
ide,  sodium,  bicarbonate  and  sodium 
hyposulphite,  two  pounds  each.  These 
are  to  be  completely  pulverized  and 
mixed  and  a  daily  dose  of  a  large  table-

THE  GOVERNMENT  CROP  REPORT. 


An  Attack  Made  on  Statements  Made  in  the 
November  Circular. 

Chu  AGO,  Dec.  12.— The  Trade  Bulle- 
tin, under  the  heading  "An  Explanation 
in  Order"  says:  In  the  December  circu- 
lar issued  by  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture, dated  Washington,  November, 
1894,  and  signed  by  J.  Sterling  Morton, 
secretary,  the  following  instructions  to 
correspondents  appear: 

"The  new  crop,  the  area  sown  and 
condition  of  winter  grain  should  also  be 
given  comparatively,  100  representing 
the  acreage  sown  the  previous  year,  and 
also  a  full  normal  condition  of  the  grow- 
ing crop,  an  increase  or  decrease  of 
acreage  or  condition  being  indicated  by 
a  higher  or  lower  figure.  Correspond- 
ents are  especially  requested  to  examine 
these  remarks." 

Under  the  (iuestions  propounded  are 
the  following:  "Winter  wheat — area 
sown  compared  with  the  fall  of  1S93. 
Average  condition  Dec.  i." 

There  is  not  one  word  in  said  circular 
about  the  area  sown  compared  with  the 
area  harvested  in  1894,  therefore  corres- 
pondents could  not  have  made  any  such 
report  to  the  department  of  agriculture. 
The  report  of  the  statistician  is  claimed 
to  be  based  on  the  area  harvested  in 
1894,  but  how  such  a  report  can  be  made 
up  from  the  (iuestions  propounded  and 
answers  received  is  a  mvstery. 

The  question  now  is:  "Where  did  the 
statistician  get  his  replies  on  which  to 
base  his  report  compared  with  the  area 
harvested  in  1894?" 

BIG  SWINDLING  OPERATIONS. 


A  'Frisco  Real  Estate  Dealer  Arretted  for 
Swindling. 

San  Francisco,  Dec.  12.— J.  H.  Tur- 
ner, a  real  estate  dealer,  has  been  ar- 
rested for  obtaining  money  under  false 
pretenses  in  two  charges  aggregating 
S20.000.  It  IS  said,  however,  that  Tur- 
ner's swindling  operations  will  aggregate 
nearly  §500,000  with  many  victims. 

He  is  charged  with  mortgaging  prop- 
erty of  which  he  is  not  the  owner,  and 
selling  the  same  land  to  several  different 
purchasers.  Turner  cleverly  deceived 
his  victims  by  elaborate  scheming,  in- 
cluding forged  registration  of  signatures 
to  deeds. 

IMPRISONMENT  FOR  LIFE. 


Sentence  of  an  Oklahoma  Outlaw  Convicted  of 
Murder. 

Gi'THRiE,  O.T.,  Dec.  12.— Henry  Shoe- 
maker, who  with  ^two  companions  mur- 
dered Edward  Townsend  in  his  store  at 
Todd,  twenty  miles  west  of  Hennessy, 
has  been  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  for  life. 

Shoemaker  was  a  member  of  a  gang  of 
outlaws  and  killed  Townsend  in  a  hold- 
up. Townsend  was  a  thirty-second  de- 
gree Mason  and  that  organization  offered 
$1500  reward  for  the  arrest  of  the  mur- 
derer in  addition  to  $500  oftered  by' Gov- 
ernor Renfrew. 


TO  RESCUE  AN  OUTLAW. 


Eight  Bandits  in  Missouri  Preparing  to  Rescue 
a  Prisoner. 

MoNETT,  Mo.,  Dec.  12,— Eight  ban- 
dits, well  armed  and  mounted,  have  been 
sighted  several  times  recently  near  here. 
The  theory,  on  good  evidence,  is  that 
they  are  preparing  to  hold  up  the  train 
on  which  the  desperado,  "Skeeter,"  of 
the  Cook  gang,  recently  sentenced  to 
thirtv  years  in  prison,  is  to  be  removed 
to  Detroit,  and  release  him.  All  are 
known  to  be  friends  of  the  convicted 
man.  The  Fort  Smith  authorities  have 
been  warned. 


A  New  Theatrical  Circuit. 
Portland,  Ore.,  Dec.  12.— S.  C. 
Heilig  and  E.  W.  Lester,  of  Tacoma, 
have  leased  the  Marquara  theater  for  a 
term  of  five  years  from  Feb.  i,  when  the 
lease  of  Al  Hayman  expires.  Mr.  Heilig 
and  Mr.  Lester  have  secured  the 
Tacoma  theater  and  expect  to  secure  a 
lease  of  the  Seattle  theater.  It  is  their 
intention  to  establish  a  North  Pacific 
circuit  taking  in  Portland,  Tacoma, 
Seattle,  Olympia,  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver. 

Will  Stand  by  Brien. 

San  Fkancisco,  Dec.  12.— Luck  Bald- 
win is  evidently  not  satisfied  with  the 
manner  in  which  his  trainer,  William 
Brien,  has  been  treated  by  the  California 
Jockey  club.  Brien  was  warned  from 
the  track'  for  reputed  crookedness, 
although  no  direct  proof  of  his  dishon- 
esty was  obtained.  Now  Baldwin  an- 
nounces that  he  has  confidence  in  Brien's 
integrity  and  that  he  will  retain  him  in 
his  employ.  Baldwin  also  says  that  it  is 
his  intention  to  remove  bis  crack  horses 
from  the  bay  district  track. 


Fatal  Car  Collision. 

Chicago,  Dec.  12  —In  a  collision  be- 
tween cable  cars  in  the  Washington 
street  tunnel  last  evening  one  man.  Mor- 
ns Smith,  was  killed,  one  George  New- 
man, fatally  hurt,  fifteen  seriously  in- 
jured and  a  score  of  others  more  or  less 
bruised.  The  cars  were  set  on  fire  by 
the  stoves,  and  for  a  time  there  was  a 
fearful  panic  about  the  wreck. 


Valuable  Bonds  Found. 

Franklin,  Iowa,  Dec.  12. — In  tearing 
down  an  old  building  here  workmen 
found  in  a  cornerstone  a  tin  box  con- 
taining Sio,ooo  worth  of  Lee  county, 
Iowa,  railroad  bondj  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation,  worth  a  good  many  thou- 
sand dollars,  although  almost  worthless 
at  the  time  of  their  issue  forty  years  ago.

ALVA  JOHNSON  CONFESSED. 

The  Roscoe  Robbers  of  the  Southern   Pacific 
Express  Trains. 

Ltis  Angki.ks,  Cal.,  Dec.  12.— Alva 
Johnson  has  confessed  to  having  par- 
ticipated in  both  the  Roscoe  robberies  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  express  trains.  The 
old  ranchman  has  been  subjected  to  the 
pleas  of  his  family  and  friends,  who 
hoped  that  by  confessing  he  would  save 
himself  from  the  gallow?. 

The  persuasions  have  been  kept  up  for 
several  weeks,  but  he  was  recently  led 
to  believe  that  the  ofiticers  had  enough 
e^  idence  to  convict  and  that  it  meant 
death.  So  in  the  presence  of  District 
Attorney  Dillon  and  one  or  two  deputies, 
he  left  no  detail  nntold  and  went  over 
the  whole  crime,  including  both  robberies 
at  Roscoe,  at  one  of  which  the  fireman 
and  a  passenger  were  killed  and  several 
thousand  dollars  obtained. 

Johnson  says  that  Kid  Thompson  was 
his  accomplice.  He  told  where  part  of 
the  treasure  was  buried  and  detectives 
dug  up  a  box  containing  $504   in    silver. 

BUTCHERED  IN  COLD  BLOOD. 


Horrible  Atrocities  Committed  by  the  Japanese 
at  Port  Arthu.'. 

Ni:w  York,  Dec.  12.— A  special  cable 
dispatch  to  the  World  from  Yokohama 
says:  The  Japanese  troops  entered  Port 
Arthur  on  Nov.  21  and  massacred 
practically  the  entire  population  in  cold 
blood.  The  defenseless  and  unarmed  in- 
habitants were  butchered  in  their  houses 
and  their  bodies  were  unspeakably 
mutilated. 

There  was  an  unrestrained  reign  of 
murder  which  continued  for  three  days. 
The  whole  town  was  plundered  with  ap- 
palling atrocities.  It  was  the  first  stain 
upon  Japanese  civilization.  The  Japan- 
ese in  this  instance  relapsed  into  barbar- 
ism. 

All  pretenses  that  circumstances  justi- 
fied the  atrocities  are  false.  The  civilized 
world  will  be  horrified  by  the  details. 
The  foreign  correspondents,  horrified  by 
the  spectacle,  left  the  army  in  a  body. 

BOSTON  WENT   REPUBLICAN. 


Edwin  L.  Curtis  Elected  Mayor  Over  Gen. 
Francis  Peabody. 
Boston,  Dec.  12.— Election  day  in 
Boston  resulted  in  a  triumph  for  the  Re- 
publicans. Edwin  L.  Curtis,  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  for  mayor,  defeated  Gen. 
Francis  Peabody  (Dem.)  by  1600  plural- 
ity. Last  year  Matthews  carried  the 
city  for  the  Democrats  by  over  5000  and 
two  years  ago  his  plurality  was  more  than 
10,000.  The  total  vote  for  mayor  in  204 
out  of  205  precincts  is:  Curtis  (Rep.), 
34,722;  Peabody  (Dem.),  32,203. 

Pooling  Bill  Passed. 

Washington,  Dec.  12.— The  struggle 
over  the  bill  to  authorize  railroad  pooling 
was  terminated  yesterday  afternoon  by 
the  passage  of  the  bill  by  the  decisive 
vote  of  166  to  no.  The  Cooper  substi- 
tute, which  placed  the  entire  control  of 
the  provisions  of  pooling  in  the  hands  of 
the  interstate  commerce  commission  and 
gave  it  absolute  power  in  the  matter  of 
revoking  pooling  arrangements,  was  de- 
feated, as  were  all  attempts  to  amend. 

Horrible  Butchery. 

RiDGEWAY,  Mo.,  Dec.  12. — The  most 
horrible  human  butchery  ever  recorded 
in  this  section,  was  committed  five  miles 
southwest  of  this  city  yesterday  after- 
noon. David  G.  Spragg,  in  a  fit  of  in- 
sanity murdered  his  wife  and  two  chil- 
dren, mortally  wounded  his  two  step 
children  with  a  butcher  knife,  and  then 
took  his  own  life  with  a  shot   gun.

The  President  Showed   His  Contempt 
Americans  by  Keeping  Argall  Im- 
prisoned for  Twelve  Days.

San  Francisco,  Dec.  12.— The  steam- 
er Colon,  wtiich  has  arrived  from  Pan- 
ama and  way  points,  brought  particulars 
of  the  outrage  of  William  Henry  Argall, 
an  American  citizen,  by  the  Guatemalan 
government.  Argall  had  the  temerity  to 
question  the  authorities  of  the  Jefe  Polit- 
ico of  Guatemala,  when  the  latter  at- 
tempted to  steal  some  land.  Argall  v/as 
thrown  into  prison  for  his  audacity. 
While  in  the  penitentiary  he  demanded 
to  see  the  commandant,  and  was  brutally 
beaten  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  die 
prison. 

United  States  Minister  Young  heard 
of  the  outrage  and  demanded  the  re- 
lease of  his  countryman.  The  ptesid'Snt 
of  the  republic  has  been  appealed  to  and 
he  showed  his  contempt  for  Americans 
by  postponing  action  and  keeping  Argall 
incarcerated  tor  twelve  days.  At  theend 
of  that  time  the  doors  of  Argall's  dun- 
geon were  thrown  open  and  he  and  his 
companions  liberated.  A  complaint  was 
formulated  and  sent  to  Washington. 
The  result  has  been  that  the  imprison- 
ment of  Argall  has  taken  the  shape  of 
an  international  issue  and  Guatemila 
may  yet  be  called  upon  to  explain  the 
indignity  put  on  an  American  citizen, 

Amon,<T  the  passengers  on  the  Colon 
was  a  gentleman  who  had  been  in  Guate- 
mala for  the  past  two  months,  and  who 
while  there  was  in  a  position  to  be  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  workings  of  the 
government.  He  denounces  the  arrest 
and  detention  of  Argall  and  his  com- 
rades as  an  outrage.  He  deiares  that 
Americans  are  treated  with  the  utmost 
contempt  by  President  Barrios  and  his 
minions.  Barrios,  he  says,  has  no  use 
for  the  Americans  for  the  reason  that 
they  are  too  clever  to  be  wheedled  out  of 
gold  by  that  government.

The  Canadian  Premiership. 
A  cablegram  to  The  Herald  announces 
the    sudden   death    of    Sir    John    S.   D. 
Thotnpioo.    premier  of  Canada,  which 
occurred  at    Windsor,    England,    today, 
shortly  after  he  had   been    sworn  in  as  a 
member  of    the    British   privy    council. 
This  event   will    create    a    sensation  in 
Canada  and  will  precipitate  the  change 
in    the    leadership   of   the  Conservative 
party    and    in   the    premiership    which 
recent  reports  said  was   imminent.     The 
probable     successor     of   the    deceased 
premier  is  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  now  Can- 
adian high  commissioner  in  London,  who 
retired  Irom  the  cabinet  of  Sir  John  Mac- 
donald  to  accept  that  office.   Sir  Charles 
is  an  old  man,  but  is  said  to  retain  much 
of  his  old  time  vigor  and  vitality  and  if 
he  should  succeed  to  the  premiership  the 
Canadian  Conservatives  will  gain  aleder 
of   great     ability     and    keen    political 
sagacity. 

It  is  well  known  that  there  was  con- 
siderable jealousy  between  Sir  Charles 
Tupper  and  Sir  John  Macdonald  and 
that  this  was  largely  the  reason  that  the 
former  preferred  to  go  to  London.  Sir 
John  ruled  with  an  iron  hand,  and  Tup- 
per chafed  under  the  restrictions  which 
were  thus  imposed  upon  him.  Vet  there 
is  no  doubt  that  Sir  Charles  as  premier 
would  rule  tho  cabinet  and  the  Conser- 
vative party  as  firmly  as  did  Sir  John 
Macdonald.  Whsn  the  latter  died,  there 
was  considerable  talk  that  Tupper  would 
succeed  him,  but  the  friends  of  Sir  Joha 
were  averse  to  this  and  Sir  ]^  C.  Abbott, 
a  statesman  of  considerable  ability  but 
weak  in  leadership  was  selected.  Ill 
health  finally         compelled        him 

to         retire.  and  Sir  John 

Thompson,  who  was  then  minister  ot 
justice,  succeeded  to  the  premiership. 
His  sudden  death  vacates  the  position 
again,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
anyone  who  can  compare  with  Sir 
Charles  Tupper  in  fitness  as  his  success- 
or. Thus  it  seems  likely  that  in  his  old 
a?e  the  Nova  Scotia  statesman  willattsin 
the  goal  of  his  ambition,  because  the  Con- 
servative party  contains  no  one  else  who 
could  successfully  fill  the  premiership. 

Sir  John  Thompson  was  born  in  Hali- 
fax in  1S44  and  was  one  of  the  ablest 
jurisis  in  the  Dominion  before  he  made 
his  .-ippearance  in  parliament.  He  was 
counsel  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States  government  acting  with  the 
Americati  lawyers  before  the  fishery 
commission  under  the  Washington  treaty 
at  Halifax.  He  was  premier  of  Nova 
Scotia  for  some  time  and  then  became  a 
judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  that  prov- 
ince, resigning  in  1885  to  enter  the  Do- 
minion ministry  as  minister  of  justice. 
He  was  attached  to  the  British  commis- 
sion which  arranged  the  fishery  treaty  at 
Washington  in  1888.  and  was  knighted 
for  his  services  on  that  occasion. 


statements,  and  as  soon  as  this  fact  be- 
comes generally  known,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  plenty  of  capital  will  be  forth- 
coming for  investment  and  a  r.ipid  and 
continuous  development  will  occur. 
There  are  many  people  who  have  visited 
that  northern  territory  and  who  h-ave 
learned  of  its  resources  and  that  it  is  not 
a  land  of  Arctic  ice  and  Arctic  night 
who  predict  that  the  next  great  boom 
will  be  in  .\laska.

Governoi  Sheabley's  report,  it  mav  be 
observed,  agrees  with  the   reports  made 
by   his    predecessors.  Governor    Swine- 
ford,  who  is  well   known   in   Duluth  and 
Superior,  spoke  in    equally  enthusiastic 
terms  of  the  territory's  wealth  and  of  the 
great    opportunities   which    were     pre- 
sented.   But  the  people  generally  of  this 
country  have    been    slow  to    realize   the 
facts.    The  old  prejudice  against  Alaska 
as  a  land  of  ice  and  snow  was  too  strong 
to  be  easily  overcome,  and  this  is  why 
men  and  money  have  been  slow  in  under- 
taking     the    development    of    its    rich 
natural  resources.    In  recent  years,  how- 
ever, there  has  been  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  population  and   many  new 
enterprises  have  been  started,  so  ihat  the 
governor  is  able  to  report  a  growth   in 
population  and  in  industrial  wealth. 

The    present    and  future  condition  of 
the    territory    receives    very    favorable 
mention   by    Governor  Sheabley.       Im- 
provement is  marked   in   every   line,  ex- 
cept the  seal  fisheries  which  are  likely  to 
be  entirely  destroyed  unless  belter  meas- 
ures   are    adopted    to    preserve     them. 
Sawmills  and  lumber    manufacture    are 
not  only  increasing  the  wealth  of  the  ter- 
ritory but  civilizing    the    natives.     They 
have  already  proved  by  their  canoes  and 
huge  idols,  ot  which  so  many  were  on  ex- 
hibition at  the  Chicago   exposition,  to  be 
possessed  of  considerable  rude  mechan- 
ical  skill,  and,   for  Indians,  remarkable 
industry.    They  are  now    turning    their 
attention  to     the   erection    ot    modern 
houses,    which,    though    retaining    their 
own  style  of  architecture   and    barbaric 
ornamentation,  are  comfortable  to  live  in 
and  indicative  of    a  higher  civilization. 
This  is  more  hopeful  than  even    the   dis- 
covery of  new  raw  products,  because  the 
higher  civilization  means  a  greater  con- 
sumer and  customer,   a  better   trade,  a 
more    extensive    commerce.    Governor 
Sheabley  says   that  rich  veins   of    gold- 
bearing  quirtz  have  been  discovered,  but 
in    the    main    the   ores   are  low    grade. 
There    seems  to  be  profit  in  converting 
these  ores,  however,  for  he  mentions  one 
mining  company,  which  his   the   largest 
quartz  mill  in  America,  one  of  240  stamps, 
that  made  a  net  profit  of  $444.ooo  in    one 
year.

EARTHQUAKE  AT  MESSINA. 

About  Two  Hundred  People    Said  to  Have 
Perished. 

Washington,  Dec.  12.— The  depart- 
ment of  state  is  in  receipt  of  a  dispatch 
dated  Nov.  17,  from  Charles  M.Caughey. 
consul  at  Messina,  giving  an  account  of 
the  earthquake  experienced  by  that  city 
the  evening  of  Nov.  6.  He  states  that  as 
soon  as  .  he  could  do  so  after  the  first 
shock  he  got  the  seal  and  a  portion  of 
the  archives  of  the  consulate  and  con- 
veyed them  to  the  steam.ship  Dago,  the 
consular  premises  being  badly  damaged 
and  not  habitable  until  they  are  re- 
paired. 

The  loss  of  life  at  Messina  was  s^mall, 
only  two  people  being  killed,  but  in  the 
neighborhood  it  is  estimated  that  200 
people  have  lost  their  livcF.  The  king 
has  sent  20,000  lire  and  Minister  Crispi 
5000  lire  tor  the  relief  of  the  distressed. 
A  postscript  of  Mr.  Caughey's  dispatch 
dated  Nov.  22,  says  the  panic  continues, 
slight  shocks  of  earthquake  being  felt 
each  day.  On  Nov.  22  there  were  two 
severe  shocks.

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Judge    Ensign   Has  Thirty-Three  Cases  of 

Levine  Brothers  Against  insurance 
Companies  to  Hear. 


Companies  Announced  This  Mo'ning  That 

the  Cases  Would  be  Tried  Separately 

as  Court  Cases. 


Capf.  Reeves,  of  the  West  Ouluth  Militia 

Company.  Has  Appealed  from  the 

Verdict  Against  Him. 


If  the  plan  now  being  used  in  the  trial 
ot  the  Levine  insurance  case  is  carried 
out  to  the  bitter  end,  Judge  Ensign's 
court  has  a  task  which  will  keep  it  busy 
for  an  indefinite  period.  There  are 
thirty-three  cases  yet  to  be  tried,  and  it 
was  announced  this  morning  that  they 
would  all  be  tried  separately.  On  the 
opening  of  court  this  morning  the  attor- 
neys for  the  insurance  companies  gave 
notice  to  set  aside  the  verdict  in  the  case 
agsinst  the  Lancashire  Insurance  com- 
pany. The  other  cases  will  not  be  tried 
by  juries  but  as  court  cases. 

Then  on  defendant's  motion,  the  next 
case,  against  the  ^Linutacturers'  and 
Merchants  Fire  Insurance  company, 
was  taken  up  as  a  court  case,  and  it  was 
announced  that  all  the  cases  would  be 
tried  separately.  At  noon  court  ad- 
journed until  tomorrow  morning  to  allow 
the  Levines  to  gather  some  necessary 
books,  invoices,  etc. 

In  Judge  Lewis'  court  vesterday  Es- 
telle  Stevens  was  divorced  from  Will- 
i.im  Stevens  on  the  ground  of  desertion. 
In  reporting  the  W.  J.  Holmes  Wool- 
en mill  suit  yesterday  it  was  stated  that 
the  Grassy  Point  Land -company  was  the 
plamtifif.  It  should  have  been  '  John  C. 
Hunter  et  al. 

All  the  court  cases  have  been  cleared 
up  except  the  Levine  cases,  and  Judges 
Moer  and  Lewis  yesterday  adjourned 
court  for  the  term. 

County  Attorney  Tear  cleared  up  the 
criminal  calendar  of  all  cases  except 
those  which  were  continued  until  next 
term.  The  following  cases  were  dis- 
missed: James  Brennan,  Charles  E. 
French,  Jennie  Pascoe  and  F.E.  Krayen- 
buhl.  The  latter  case,  for  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretenses,  in  com- 
pany with  Clarke  aod  Gregg,  who  at- 
tempted to  defraud  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany by  a  pretended  drowning,  has  been 
on  the  calendar  for  over  a  year,  while 
Krayenbuhl  has  been  sojourning  in  parts 
unknown.

There  is  music  in  the  high   school  that 
is  extremely  discordant  to    those  in  au- 
thority.   A  "den  of  forty  thieves,"    as    it 
were,  has  been  partially   unearthed   and 

the  process  of  unearthing  them  will    be 
continued. 

The  theft  of  thirty-two  tickets  for  to- 
night's concert  led  to  investigations  that 
hare  spotted  a  number  of  boys,  whose 
families  stand  high,  as  the  ones  guilty  of 
numerous  thefts  of  small  sums  ot  money 
the  past  eighteen  months.

Windsor,  Eng.,Dec.  i3.-The  sudden 
death  of  Sir  John    Thompson,    the  Can- 
adian prime  minister,    yesterday    is  the 
one     subject    of    comment    throughout 
England  today.      The  castle  has  a  most 
gloomy  appearance,  as  everybody  and 
everything  seems    to  reflect  some  signs 
of  the  sad  event.      The  railroad  officials 
were  summoned    to  the    castle    at  mid- 
night in  order  to  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements to  provide  a  funeral  train  to 
convey  the  remains  to  London.     A  tem- 
porary coffin,  covered   with   black  cloth, 
reached  the  castle   early   this  morn  ing,' 
and  in  it  the  body  of  the  dead  statesman' 
was  placed  and  it   was  then    removed  to 
the  Marble  hall  where  it  remained  until 
noon. 

At  that  hour  the  body  was  removed  in 
a  hearse  to  the  Great  Western  railway 
station  where  it  was  placed  on  board  a 
tuneral  tram  leavmg  Windsor  at  i 
oclockfor  Paddington  railway  station. 
At  London  the  train  was  met  by  a  hearse 
and  the  body  was  removed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  embalming  preparatory  to  its 
conveyance  to  Canada 

Queen  \'ictoria  had  given  instructions 
that  everything  possible  be  done  to  make 
the  funeral  a  national  event.  Scores  of 
telegrams  have  been  sent  from  the  cas- 
tle to  Canada,  and  the  queen  expresses 
the  greatest  sympathy  with  the  family  of 
the  deceassd  premier  and  with  the  Cana- 
dian people  in  the  great  loss  which  thev 
have  sustained.  ^ 

Shortly  before  midnight  a  requiem  ser- 
vice was  held  in    the    room  of    the  Clar- 
ence tower,  in  which    the    remains  were 
hrst  deposited.    Rev.  Father  Longinot.  a 
Koman  Catholic  priest  of    Windsor,  ofti 
ciated     Sir  Charles  Tupper,  the  Canadi- 
an  high  commissioner,  aud  Lord  Pclham 
Clinton,  the  master  of  the  queen's  house- 
hold, and  other  high  officials  of  the  castle 
were  present  at  the    service,    which  was 
most  impressive  and  lasted  half  an  hour, 
1  he  body  of  the  dead  premier  lay   on 
asmall  bedstead,  dressed  in  white  linen 
night  clothes  and  with    a  crucifix    upon 
the  breast.    The  expression  of  the  face 
was  placid  although  the  features  were  a 
triHe  discolored.    Immediately  after  the 
services  the  remains  were    placed  m  the 
cothn  previously  referred  to. 

By  permission  of  Sir  Henry  Ponsonby 
private  secretary  to  the  queen,  the  As- 
sociated Press  correspondent  this  morn- 
ing visited  the  Marble  hall  in  which  the 
body  of  Sir  John  Thompson  was  lying. 
The  hall  is  a  small  Gothic,  archfd 
chamber  immediately  to  the  right  of  the 
roya  stair  case.  The  coffin  rested  upon 
tresUes  in  the  center  of  the  hall  which 
opens  into  the  famous  old  Gothic  grand 
hall,  the  walls  and  niches  of  which  are 
covered  with  magnificent  steel  armor.

Bill 


Framed  by  Commissioner  Umoreux  to 
Create  a  Land  Court. 

Washington,  Dec.  13.— Commissioner 
Lamoreux,  of  the  general  land  office,  has 
framed  a  bill  for  the  action  of  congress, 
providing  for  the  creation  of  three  di- 
visions of  three  men  each,  with  a  speci- 
hed  tenure  of  office,  to  constitute  a  land 
court. 

It  will  be  required  to  hear  and  decide 
all  contested  land  cases,  and  the  decis- 
ions will  bear  equal  weight  with  those  of 
the  commissioner.  Appeals  will  be  al- 
lowed to  a  board  in  the  office  of  the  as- 
sistant attorney  general,  and  questions 
ot  law  may  be  appealed  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  certification  of  certain  questions 
from  there  to  the  United  States  supreme 
court  will  be  allowed.  The  boards  will 
be  composed  entirely  of  persons  now 
employed  in  the  department.

Editor  Dodswortb,  of  the   New  York  Jour- 
nal of  Commerce,   Talks  to  the 
Committee  Today. 


Says  the  Bond  Form  of  Issue  Has  Been 
Found  Incompatible  With  Elas- 
ticity of  Issue. 


President  Cornwell,   of  the  City   Bank 
Buffalo,  Offers  His  Advice  to 
the  Committee. 


at 


Washington,  Dec.  13. — W.  Dods- 
worth,  editor  of  the  New  York  Journal 
of  Commerce,  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee on  bankinj^  and  currency  today 
and  made  a  speech  on  the  proposed  new 
banking  laws.  Mr.  Dodsworth  in  begin- 
ning laid  down  these  premises: 

1.  That  the  bond  form  of  issue  has 
been  found  inco.Topatible  with  the  elas- 
ticity of  issue. 

2.  Thai  said  guarantee  leaves  no  suf- 
ficient margin  of  profit  to  the  issuer,  and 
consequently  prevents  issuing. 

3.  That  the  bonds  themselves,  in  a 
few  years,  mature  and  be  retired, 

4.  That  the  govtrnmeni's  engage- 
ment to  p  »y  the  notes  is  an  illegitimate 
exercise  of  federal  power. 

5.  That,  owing  to  obstructive  re- 
straints, the  volume  of  notes  cannot  be 
readily  augumented  to  meet  public 
emergencies. 

6.  That  the  arrangements  for  insur- 
ing current  redemptions  of  the  notes  fail 
of  their  purpose,  thereby  keeping  the 
volume  rigidly  irflexible  at  the  seasons 
when  it  should  automatically  contract  or 
expand. 

7.  That  for  these  reasons  the  national 
bank  circulation  has  shrunk  to  one-half 
its  former  volume,  while  the  public  re- 
quirements for  money  have  been  in- 
creasing. 

He  said  that  it  will  be  manifestly  de- 
sirable to  adopt  a  course  least  calculated 
to  disturb  existing  bank  arrangements 
that  need  no  change,  but  that  the  power 
of  issuing  notes  should  be  conceded  to 
the  banks  operating  under  state  laws, 
conditioned  upon  the  terms  that  they 
shall  conform  to  the  terras  of  issue  im- 
posed upon  the  national  banks,  thereby 
securing  from  all  banks  a  uniform  circu- 
lation. 

"Any  course  short  of  this  would  be  not 
onlji  a  political  injustice  but  an  unv/ar- 
rantable  discrimination  against  a  class 
of  banks  in  every  way  deserving  the  pri- 
vilege, and  upon  whose  operations  the 
business  interests  of  the  country  are 
largely  dependent.  The  state  banks  of 
the  country  have  a  total  capital  of  about 
$275,000,000  and  are  the  custodians  ot 
?75o,ooo,ooo  of  the  people's  deposits. 
Tbeir  capital  bears  a  ratio  of  36  per 
cent  to  their  loans,  while  in  the  case  of 
the  national  banks  the  proportion  is  only 
33  per  cent.  Tbeir  ratio  of  capital  to 
deposits  is  37  per  cent,  which  is  identi- 
cal with  that  of  the  national  institutions. 
In  i8c;2  their  cash  resources  were  in  the 
ratio  of  20  per  cent  of  their  deposits, 
while  the  nationals  showed  19  per  cent. 
Upon  the  true  tests  of  relative  strength 
and  ot  soundness  of  methods,  it  is  thu^ 
evident  that  the  state  banks  have  a 
slight  advantage  over  the  national.  If 
the  privilege  of  issue  is  withheld  from 
this  class  of  banks,  the  people  are  there- 
by deprived  of  the  large  benefits  that 
would  accrue  to  them  Irom  the  use  of 
their  notes." 

To  determine  the  maximum  of  circu- 
lation to  be  permitted,  a  uniform  ratio 
should  be  estahlisbed  between  the  per- 
missible amount  of  issue  and  the  unim- 
paired paid  up  capital  or  the  paid  up 
capital  and  surplus  combined,  prefer- 
ably the  latter.  As  b.iiiks  ordinarily 
keep  their  circulation  wiihm  the  limit, 
that  limit  should  be  adjusted  to  a  sup- 
posedly normal  amount,  but  allow  a 
liberal  margin  for  expansion  in  periods 
of  unusual  business  activity.  A  limit  of 
75  per  cent  would  be  entirely  safe,  and 
as  the  capital  of  the  national  banks  is 
;?70o,ooo.ooo  and  of  the  state  banks  S275,- 
000,000  the  ratio  would  permit  a  maxi- 
mum ratio  of  $730,003,000. 

Were  the  capital  and  surplus  com- 
bined to  be  chosen  as  the  standard,  the 
ratio  must  be  reduced.  In  such  case  as 
the  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  the 
national  and  state  bank-,  amount  to 
about  $1,410,000,000,  a  ratio  of  50  per 
cent  would  afford    an    issuing    caparity 
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nearly  equal  to  75  per  cent  on  capital 
alone.  These  estimates  of  the  possible 
issue  of  new  notes  presupposes  the  re- 
tirement of  some  $200,000,000  cf  now  ex- 
isting national  bank  notes,  so  that  the 
net  pos-ible  incre.ise  of  notes  in  circula- 
tion (upon  the  present  amount  of  nation- 
al and  state  banks  capital)  would  be 
$530,000000;  the  actual  increase  must 
and  probably  would  be  a  very  different 
matter. 

Should  no  steps  be  taken  for  retiring 
the  outstanding  government  notes,  this 
capacity  of  issue  must  exceed  the  exist- 
ing' rf  quirements  of  the  business.  How 
far  that  must  tend  to  induce  an  unhealthy 
inrtationof  the  circulating  medium  would 
depend  almost  entirely  upon  the   nature 


note  are  of  this  character.  They  are  the 
government's  notes  to  the  extent  of  $500,- 
000,000,  payable  on  demand, and  in  gold. 
They  have  caused  trouble  enough  al- 
ready. They  are  a  constant  menace  to 
the  gold  reserve.

lion  of  the  notes.  Under  such  arrange- 
ments as  are  provided  by  the  existing 
tieabury  redemption  agency,  such  a  re- 
sult would  inevitably  follow;  for  the  sys- 
tem obstructs  more  than  facilitates  re- 
demption. If,  however,  congress  should 
decree  the  withdrawal  of  the  $500,000,000 
of  treasury  paper,  the  new  supply  of 
bank  notes  would  be  none  too  much  to 
liii  the  vacuum. 

With  the  withdrawal  of  the  b3nd  for  a 
guarantee,  there  would  be  but  one  su'o- 
stitute,  to  constitute  the  notes  a  first  lien 
upon  the  entire  assets  of  the  bank  and 
upon  the  liability  of  the  stockholders  to 
assessment  up  to  the  full  amount  of  their 
capital  stock.  With  the  combined  guar- 
antee from  assets  and  stockholders,  the 
protection  would  be  much  more  ample 
than  that  afforded  by  the  existing  de- 
posit of  bonds;  the  only  difference  being 
that  under  the  new  method  the  notes 
must  not  be  redeemed  with  the  same  de- 
gree of  promptness.  Considering,  how- 
ever, that  there  could  be  no  question 
about  their  ultimite  payment  there 
would  be  no  reason  why  they  should  not 
continue  to  circulate  until  the  holders 
were  notified  by  the  receiver  to  present 
them  for  redemption. 

During  the  panic  of  the  last  year  the 
failures  of  national  banks  represented 
only  four-tenths  of  I  per  cent  of  the 
capital,  and  in  the  last  thirty  years  one- 
third  of  I  percent.  Assuming  that  the 
b  inks  were  permitted  to  issue  notes  to 
the  extent  of  75  per  cent  of  their  capital, 
but  kept  out  only  60  per  cent  we  should 
b.-ive  an  annual  crop  o!  about  $2,160,000 
of  insolvent  notes,  which  would  be 
equivalent  to  a  f radian  over  one  fifth 
of  I  per  cent  of  the  whole  banking  capi- 
tal. Against  this  would  stand  a  total  of 
$4,240,000,000  of  bank  assets  and  a 
stockholder's  pledge  of  $1,000,000,000,  or 
$5,240,000,000  upon  which  the  note  hold- 
ers would  have  a  first  lien. 

The  30  per  cent  deposit  proposed, 
Mr.  Dodsworth  held,  could  not  be  de- 
fended upon  the  ground  of  guarantee 
necessities,  and  had  the  objection  that 
for  each  million  of  expansion  of  note 
icsucs  It  necessitates  a  contraction  of 
$300,000  in  another  form  of  currency.  If 
intended  to  indirectly  effect  the  with- 
drawal of  government  notes  from  circu- 
lation; a  more  certain  way  to  get  rid  cf 
that  monetaty  excrescence  would  be  to 
repeal  the  lei.al  tender  ;.ct  and  provide 
for  the  final  liquidation  of  the  notes  with 
such  speed  as  would  not  disturb  the 
monetary  equilibrium. 

He  approved  the  principles  for  the  re- 
tirement of  notes  in  section  q  of  Mr. 
Carlisle's  bill,  but  suggested  this  exer- 
cise be  made  mandatory  rather  than  dis- 
cretionary v<ith  the  secretary,  and  that 
the  secretary  be  rcquirtd  wht  u  lhi;re 
was  no  surplus  revenue  for  redemption 
to  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  on  low  rate 
bones  pa>able  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
government.  The  5  per  cent  safety  fund 
seemed  to  him  to  lack  any  occasion  ex- 
cept as  provision  for  the  immediate  re- 
demption of  notes  of  a  failed  bank. 

Regarding  the  proposal  of  Secretary 
Carlisle  that  banks  be  required  to  keep 
.'.  reserve  on  account  cf  deposits,  he  said 
that  when  banks  are  pressed  by  emer- 
gencies they  have  more  respect  for  their 
interests  than  to  hesitate  to  disregard 
the  statute,  which  meant  that  in  practice 
the  reserve  law  fails  of  its  purposes. 
Some  panics  must  have  been  wholly 
avoided  had  banks  been  free  to  use  their 
mo.  icy  resources  according  to  their  dis- 
cretion. So  tbat  the  result  designed  to 
protect  bank  depositors  really  im- 
perilled them.     He  continued- 

"There  is  a  constant  competition  be 
teen  the  banks  to  occupy  the  field  of 
circulation,  each  one  seeking  to  keep 
out  its  own  notes  and  using  the  redemp- 
tion agency  as  a  means  ot  pushing  into 
retirement  the  issue  of  its  competitors. 
Th's  competition  is  the  truest  possible 
rti'ul-itcr  of  .a  bank  note  circulation." 

The  redemption  agency  of  national 
banks  he  characterized  as  a  failure, 
showing  that  in  1857  the  Suffolk  bank,  cf 
Boston,  acting  as  reaemption  agent  for 
the  New  England  banks,  effected  $400.- 
fioo.ooo  of  redemptions;  that  New  Eng- 
land, with  its  financial  dimensions  of 
thirty-seven  years  ago,  had  tenfold  the 
amount  of  redemptions  now  effected  at 
Washington  for  the  whole  United  States. 
If  the  agency  should  be  near  the  point 
of  issue  he  suggested  six  redemption 
districts,  the  comptroller  to  recommend 
a  bank  as  agency  in  e.Tch.  The  divisions 
would  be  by  groups  cf  states:  i,  New 
England  s'.ates;  2.  New  York,  New 
Jersey.  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  Mary- 
land, District  of  Columbia;  3,  South- 
ern slates;  4,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Michigan.  Wisconiin,  West  Virginia; 
5,  Iowa.  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Kan- 
sas. Nebraska,  6,  Pacific  states  and 
other  Western  states  and  territories. 

President  CornweH's  Ideas. 

William  C.  Cornwell,  president  of  the 
City  bamk  ot  BuffHlo,  N,  Y  ,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  State  Hankers'  as- 
sociat'on,  addressed  the  committee.  His 
lecorainendations  were  as  follows: 

1.  '1  he  greenback  and  treasury  notes 
should  be  redeemed  and  cancelled;  the 
real  business  of  the  government  w§  re- 
gards money  is  to  stamp  upon  gold  and 
silver  their  fineness  and  weight.  A  gov- 
ernment has  no  right  to  issue  paper  with 
nothing  back  of  it.  and  to  make  it  legal 
tender— to  create  a  currency  and,  by  act 
of  law,  foic'i  the  people  to  take  it  at  full 
value  without  regard  to  the  intrinsi'' 
worth. 

AU  such  issues  up  to  date  have  ended 


as  thev  are  rtlired,  national  banks  should 
be  allowed  to  issue  notes  to  a  percent- 
age of  capital,  without  band  security,  the 
notes  to  be  a  first  lien  upon  the  assets  of 
the  bank,  including  the  doable  liability 
of  stockholders,  with  a  guarantee  fund 
made  up  by  all  the  banks,  the  govern- 
ment continuing  to  guarantee  and  re- 
deem all  notes  as  at  present.  This  is 
practically  the  Baltimore  plan.  It  is 
good  as  far  as  it  goes,  and  it  goes  far 
enough  for  the  present. 

3.  To  perfect  the  tystem  further  and 
make  out  the  complicated  and  delicate 
problems  attending  this,  an  imparti-?!, 
expert  commission  should  be  appointed. 

To  recapitulate:  i,  retire  the  legal 
tenders;  2,  let  the  national  banks  take 
out  notes  under  the  Baltimore  plan  to  re- 
place them;  3,  appoint  an  impartial  ex- 
pert commission  to  perfect  our  currency 
system.

Cunstsnt  Accessions  lo  the  Ranks  of  Gen 

Pierola,  Who  is  in  Arms  Against 

the  Government. 

Popular  Sentiment  is  in  His  Favor  and   He 

Mas  Control  of  Several  Important 

Ports. 


Condition  of  the  Government  Troops  is   De- 
plorable, Owing  to  Bad  Food  and 
III   Ireatmsnt. 


New  York,  Dec,  13 — Advices  re- 
ceived from  Peru,  via  Colonna,  per 
steamer  Alliance  are  to  the  effect  that 
Gen.  Pierola,  who  is  arms  against  the 
Peruvian  government  is  gaining  acces- 
sions to  his  ranks.  The  general  senti- 
ment of  the  people  appears  to  be  in  his 
favor.  He  has  control  of  several  of  the 
principal  ports  and  is  very  strong  i;i  the 
interior  of  the  country.    He    has  a    well 

equipped  array,  and  is  close  to  Lime,  the 
capital, 

i'he  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  com- 
pany's steamer  Puno  was  on  her  arrival 
at  Iio  on  Nov.  14  subjected  to  a  rigid 
search  by  government  troops.  There 
was  to  diSLOver  if  the  steamer  was  car- 
rying arms  or  ammunition  for  Gen. 
Pierola's  forces,  A  company  ot  soldiers 
rem.ained  on  the  boat  until  she  arrived 
at  Callao,  the  port  of  Lima,  to  prevent 
communication  with  adherents  of  Gen. 
Pierola  and  to  inspect  all  the  cargo 
landed. 

The  same  company's  steamer  Serena 
had  a  lively  experience  at  Cerro  Azul, 
the  first  port  of  call  south  of  Callao.  The 
Serena  had  on  board  a  detachment  of 
government  troops  who  were  in  charge 
of  a  number  of  Montanero  or  Piercihsto 
prisoners.  As  she  entered  the  port  shi 
uted  the  usual  signals  for  lighters,  it  not 
being  known  that  the  Pierola  forces  had 
captured  the  town. 

A  lighter  apparently  loaded  wilh  sugar 
went  alongside  the  Serena.  These  cr. 
Ihe  steamer  were  greatly  surprised  when 
the  lighter  was  found  to  be  filled  witL 
armed  revolutionists  who,  after  a  short, 
struggle,  captured  the  governit.eni 
troops  and  released  the  prisoners.  Dur- 
ing the  struggle  the  captain  of  the  Serena 
attempted  lo  take  his  vessel  out  of  the 
harbor,  but  a  rifie  presented  at  his  head 
caused  him  to  change  his  mind. 

At  the  time  these  advices  were  dis- 
patched, Pierola's  forces  had  control  of 
the  Oroya  railroad,  and  traffic  on  the 
line  to  Ancud  was  suspended.  The  only 
railway  in  the  country  remaining  in 
operation  was  the  short  line  between 
Luna  and  Callao.  On  Nov.  22,  the  gov 
ern^ment  fitted  out  an  armored  train  with 
a  Gathng  gun  battery  to  carry  2000  sol- 
diers along  the  Oroya  railroad  to  drive 
off  the  revolutionists  along  the  line.  As 
the  train  approached  a  camp  of  the  re- 
volutionists, 1500  of  the  governiDeni 
troops  deserted  with  arms  and  amncuni 
tipn  and  joined  tbe  rebels.  .The  remain 
der  of  the  government  forces  returned 
with  all  speed  to  Lima. 

The  condition  of  the  government 
troops  is  deplorable,  owing  to  b.id  food 
and  ill  treatment,  and  as  they  have  no; 
rectived  any  pay  for  several  months  dis- 
content is  almost  universal  and  du^tr- 
tions,  made  ia  whole  bcdie?,  occur  when- 
ever the  opportunity  is  favorable. 

Great  distress  ana  suffering  also  pre- 
vails at  Lima  and  Callao  owing  to  the 
high  price  and  scarcity  of  provisions. 
People  who  are  able  to  do  so  have  pro- 
vided themseivcs  with  sufficient  food  in 
anticipation  to  withstand  a  thirty-davs' 
siege. 

Bu'iness  is  almost  paralyzed  throigh- 
out  the  country.  The  foreign  merchant? 
who  control  the  business  have  closed 
their  warehouses,  and  in  some  cases 
shipped  their  goods  frjm  Lima  to  CUlao 
to  be  nearer  the  protection  of  their  flags. 

In  Caliao  the  marines  on  one  of  the 
government  hulks  mutinied.  To  pre- 
vent the  insubordination  from  spreading 
all  hands  were  placed  under  arrest  on  a 
hulk  anchored  between  the  two  govern- 
ment ships  and  all, the  shipping  in  the 
harbor  was  notified  to  withdraw  from  the 
line  of  fire.  The  miiil  steamers  of  the 
Chilian  and  Pacific  Steam  Navigation 
companies  ar^subject  to  search  and  in- 
spection from  each  party  in  control  of 
the  ports  and  are  doing  practically  no 
business  in  Peru. 


Great  Religious  Feast. 

City  of  Mkxico,  Dec.  i3,--The  re- 
ligious feast  ot  "our  lady  of  Guadalape," 
the  greatest  ecclesiastical  event  of  tie 
year  in  Mexico,  is  being  celebrated  with 
unexampled  splendor  throughout  the  re- 
public. The  shrine  of  Guadalapu  is 
thronged  by  many  thousands  ot  pil- 
grims. Many  large  pilgrimages  of  In- 
dians have  arrived  in  the  cuv  during 
the  past  few  days,  from  the  nioit  distant 
parts  of  the  republic.

The  American  swine  of  toda;'  are  very 
diffe«.nt  frt)ni  their  English  ancestors, 
%vho  a  few  centuries  ago  constituted  one 
of  tho  chief  sources  of  British  wealth  Tho 
improvement  in  the  raco  is  largely  duo  to 
the  5Jitr<Rluction  of  the  Chinoso  and  N'ea- 
politJiu  breed.s.  Tho  crossing  of  the  for- 
mer upon  the  Engiisii  liog  has  resulted  in 
tlie  jiroduction  of  tho  Berkshire,  E.«sex 
Poland-China,  t^mall  Yorkshire  and  Suf- 
folk lirceds. 

Th9  Chinese  hog  is  remarkably  prt>po- 
tent,  us  IS  shown  by  tho  tendency  of  tho 
modern  breetls  to  revert  to  the  original 
type.  This  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  many 
centuries  of  inbreeding  which  have  so 
flrmly  fixed  its  characteristics.  One  of  the 
most  Important  of  these  is  its  propensity 
to  fatten  under  the  most  adverse  tircum- 
stancos.  This  supeiabundauco  of  fat  pre- 
vents the  flesh  of  this  brcetl  being  hi-ddy 
esteemed  in  this  country,  but  it  has  had  a 
most  valuable  elfect  in  modifying  the  lean 
gaunt  hogs  of  England,  wliilo  the  Neapol- 
itan las  added  delicacy  of  flavor. 

Tho  original  Chinese  hog  is  a  very  pe- 
culiar shape.  It  has  a  long  body,  with 
short  legs,  very  heavy  jowls,  small  prick 
ears,  short  head,  neck  and  -snout  and  the 
eyes  wide  apart.  In  color  it  is  white  or 
black,  or  a  mixture  of  both,  with  the 
white  predominating.— St.  Louis  Post-

Coroners  Not  Necessary. 

Several  years  ago  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts abolished  the  ancient  office  of 
coroner.  The  constitutionalamendments 
adopted  by  the  people  of  tJew  York 
state  last  month  provided  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  office.  This  action  was  neces- 
sary because  in  New  York  the  office  of 
coroner  is  provided  for  by  the  consti- 
tution. In  Minnesota,  the  creation  of  the 
office  is  statutory,  so  that  no  change  in  the 
constitution  would  be  required  in  order 
to  abolish  it  in  this  state.  It  could  be 
abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature. 

The  same  abuse  existed  in  New  York 
that  obtained  in  Massachusetts  before  it 
changed  its  coroner  system,  namely, 
that  the  great  number  of  cases  of  deaths 
requiring  some  cursory  official  inquiry 
were  invariably  accompanied  by  large 
bills  of  expense  to  the  counties  in  which 
they  occurred.  This  is  the  case  in  Min- 
nesota today.  There  are  many  cases  of 
this  kind  every  year  in  almost  every 
countv  in  the  state,  and  certainly  in  the 
larger  cities.  New  York  proposes  to 
follow  the  method  which  has  for  some 
time  worked  satisfactorily  in  Massi- 
chusetts.  That  is  a  division  of  the  me  il- 
eal and  judicial  sides  of  the  coroner's 
office.  The  official  who  replaces  the 
coroner  is  the  medical  officer  of  the  dis- 
trict, who,  in  case  of  sudden  or  unex- 
plained death,  is  called  upon  to  view  the 
corpse,  and  if  he  chooses  may  order  an 
autopsy. 

All  the  services  are  to  be  compensated 
at  a  fair,  but  not  an  exorbitant  rate.  For 
instance,  the  viewing  of  the  body  is  paid 
(or  by  a  fee  of  $4.  which  in  most  cases  is 
ihe  only  expense  attaching  to  the  inquest. 
If  an  autopsy  is  held  the  fee  for  that  is 
$30-  If  there  are  any  evidences  that  the 
death  was  by  violence,  then  the  duty  of 
the  medical  ofificer  is  to  bring  the  whole 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  ordinary 
police  magistrates  of  the  district  in  which 
the  thing  has  happened.  In  cities  of  the 
size  of  Duluth.  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis. 
Winona,  Lrainerd.  Red  Wing  and  even 
smaller    places   these    magistrates   are

Redemption  After  Foeclosurc. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  is  proposed.  I  see,  to  introduce  a 
bill  into  the  legislature  of  our  state 
shortening  the  time  of  redemption  after 
foreclosure.  While  few  representatives 
would  venture  to  face  the  condemnation 
which  such  a  proposition  would  be  sure 
to  encounter,  may  it  not  be  well  to  meet 
such  a  suggestion  with  the  merciful 
proposition  that  the  time  of  redemption 
be  extended  to  at  least  three  years?  Law 
should  be  tempered  with  mercy.  The 
Mosaic  law.  which  is  based  upon  the 
grandest  equity,  ruled  that  in  fifty  years 
the  property  which  was  lost  by  debt 
should  come  back  to  the  original  owners. 
A  recent  book  in  our  public  library 
pictures  the  joy  ot  the  old  families  thus 
repossessed  of  the  homes  misfortune 
had  lost  to  them. 

But  in  our  advanced  civilization  there 
IS  no  hope  for  recovery  after  the  brief 
interim  of  fourteen  months.  After  the 
dismal  pall  of  hard  times  has  been 
lifted,  the  home  that  went  tender  the 
cruel  hammer  at  the  face  of  the  loan, 
has  risen  to  a  value  that  would  make  the 
impoverished  family  comfortable  for  a 
lifetime.  But  alas,  all  this  gain  is 
dumped  into  other  hands  and  the  home- 
less family  are  at  the  mercy  of  pitiless 
poverty.  Is  there  no  redress?  Let  the 
mortgagee  have  all  he  is  entitled  to.  but 
let  bira  wait  longer  till  the  wheel  turns 
and  then  let  the  balance  that  is  due,  ori 
all  principle  of  justice  and  mercy,  revert 
to  ihe  original  owner  of  the  prooerty 
Such  a  law  cannot  long  wait  the  sanction 
of  these  days  when  all  thought  is  being 
turned  to  these  great  vital  questions  that 
afifect  the  very  life  of  society.    Yours,

"The  great  object  of  an  ambitious 
chief  engineer,"  said  Chief  John  Black 
last  nijjht  while  speaking  of  his  new  sal- 
vage corps,  "Is  not  only  to  put  out  a  tire 
as  qmckiy  as  possible  but  to  keep  the 
losses  down  to  the  lowest  possible  notch." 
Everyone  who  has  bad  any  experience 
with  fires  is  aware  that  a  large  part  ot 
the  damage  comes  from  water,  especially 
in  a  shop  where  goods   easily  spoiled   in 

ru^  rSy  ''\^-  ^"y-  "^^  "^^'^  -'=  ^bat  lo,s, ' 
Lhief  Black  is  about  to  establish  an  organ 
ization  similar  to  those  in  o'.her  cities  fo. 
the  protection  of  goods  in  a  burning  build- 
ing. It  will  be  wh  >llv  under  the  depart- 
ment s  control  in  Dulath,  though  in  many 
cities  the  insurance  companies  support 
them.  In  that  case  the  organization  is 
known  as  the  insurance  patrol.  In  Du- 
luth  It  will  be  called  salvage  corps. 

It  will  be  remembered  that   some  time 
ago  Chief  Black  secured  from    the    city 
the  purchase  of  a  dozen  tarpiulins  four- 
teen feet  square.     That  was  the   nucleus 
of  the  salvage    corps.      A    wagon    was 
brought  up  from  London  and    fitted  up 
to  carry  the  covers    and    accompar-.ying 
paraphernalia,  and  in   a    few    days    the 
salvage  corps  of  six  or  eight  men  picked 
from  the  different  companies  will    b-'  o'- 
ganized.     Until  last  night.  John  F.  Pelle- 
tier,  superintendent  of  the   Kan'=as    City 
insurance  patrol  and  a  veteran    fireman 
who  since  iS/g  has  worked 
nearly  all  the  positions    in 
City  department,  had  been    .

The  writer   of   the   above  mentioned 
I  article  is  evidently  very  lacking  in  knowl 
1  edge  of  the  village  of    New    Duluth  and 
'A^  5^'^'^ens.    How   the    citizens    of  New 
!  Duluth  could  make  any  objection  in  iSoi 
to  any  act  ot  legislation    is  beyond  com- 
prehension as  such  a  village  did  not  ex- 
ist m  St.  Louis  county  at  the  time  the  act 
mentioned  in  the  article  was  passed-  and 
at  nc  lime    since    its    incorporation  as  a 
village  has  it  made  any    protest    against 
the  praiseworthy  act  of  the   members  of 
the  legislature   "sent  from    Duluth  "  al- 
though the  writer  evidently   has  come  to 
think  that  said  members  did  a  very  fool- 
ish and    unwise    thing.    Asa    matter  of 
tact  the  village    council  of   New  Duluth 
investigated  this  matter  last  January  and 
concluded,  as  the   legislature   would  not 
convene  in  time  to  make  any  alterations 
in  the  act,  they  would  gracefully   submit 
to  the  legislation  of  the  Duluth  members 
of  1S91.    The  assertion   that  the  villaee 
council  of  New  Duluth  has  an    idea  that 
this  act  of  the  legislature    has  to  be  rati- 
fied by  them  is  simply  absurd. 

As    to    village    improvements:      The 
Tribune  reporter    makes  the  statement 
that  Duluth  will  acquire    a  territory  of 
seven  square  miles.

FARGO  IS  THEIR  MECCA. 

The    Unhappy    Married    People    Seeking   to 
Secure  Divorces. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Dec.  i3.~L.  Edmund 
Stover,  of  Fargo,  N.  D.,  who  has  re- 
ported more  celebrated  divorce  cases 
during  the  past  year  than  any  other  man 
in  the  country,  is  touring  the  Northwest. 
Fargo,  he  says,  has  grown  to  be  the 
Mecca  which  the  unhappy  married  peo- 
ple of  the  country  seem  bent  on  reach- 
ing. 

Talking  on  the  subject  of  divorce  in 
North  Dakota,  he  said:  "The  general 
public  has  little  idea  of  the  magnitude  of 
this  infant  industry.  The  number  of 
pilgrims  reaches  startling  figures.  A 
careful  estimate  made  recently  after  a 
visit  to  all  the  lawyers  in  the  city  places 
the  total  number  who  are  serving  time 
preparatory  to  filing  actions  for  separa- 
tion at  upward  of  ninety.  The  money 
spent  in  the  city  by  these  seekers  after 
single  blessedness  reaches  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  annually." 

Mr.  Stover  says  that  it  must  not  be  in- 
ferred that  these  pilgrims  nominate 
Fargo  as  their  Mecca  because  the  courts 
of  the  North  do  notjbalance  the  scales  of 
justice  evenly.  The  reason  is  that  under 
the  constitution  of  North  Dakota  it  re- 
quires but  three  months*  residence  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  an  action  for 
divorce. 

Among  the  many  cases  soon  to  be 
heard  there  is  one  which  will  shake  New 
\  ork  from  center  to  circumference.  A 
prominent  state  official  is  the  plaintiff, 
with  Bourke  Cockran  as  his  counsel,  and 
many  leading  New  Yorkers  are  impli- 
cated.

HOWARD  A  HAYNIE 


Judgment  of  the  Lower  Court  Reversed  in  a 
Tenancy  Case. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  13.— Six  decisions, 
written  by  Justice  Collins,  were  handed 
down  in  the  supreme  court  today.  In 
the  case  of  Hiram  Backus,  respondent, 
versus  Emil  F.  Sternberg,  appellant,  the 
judgment  of  the  lower  court  is  reversed. 
In  this  case  the  court  rules  that  remain- 
ing in  possession  ot  urban  property 
for  two  months  after  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  with  payment  for  rent 
each  month,  at  the  rate  provided  for  in 
the  lease,  cannot  be  construed  as  indica- 
ting anything  more  than  creating  a  ;ten- 
ancy  from  month  to  month.  The  defen- 
dant paid  his  rent  for  the  specified  term, 
and  remained  during  the  next  two 
months  and  vacated  after  giving  a 
month's  notice.  The  court  holds  the 
plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  judgment  on 
the  pleadings.

equipment  in  the  line  of  coaches  and 
chair  cars,  some  eight  or  ten  in  number, 
to  be  used  on  the  limited  trains  runnint' 
between  St.  Paul  &  Duluth.  Thts 
coaches,  if  purchased,  will  be  of  a  high 
grade  and  will  add  much  to  the  comforc 
of  travel  on  this  popular  line. 

The  Hinckley  fire  destroyed  consider- 
able rolling  stock,  including  the  ill- 
fated  vestibule  train  which  backed  out 
of  Hinckley  to  Skunk  lake,  where  it 
burned  and  the  purchase  of  new  stock 
will  be  a  necessity. 

It  is  said  that  the  company  contem- 
plates reducing  its  time  between  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth  to  four  hours,  but  the 
officers  ot  the  road  deny  the  story.  The 
reduction  could  be  made,  but  the  com- 
pany's officers  think  four  and  a  hall 
hours  is  fast  enough. 

For  the  Fire  Sufferers. 
St.  Paul,  Dec.  i3.-Tbe  subscription 
to  the  fire  sufferers  relief  fund  has  not 
yet  closed,  and  if  ihe  cities  and  counties 
of  the  state  that  have  not  yet  been  heard 
from  will  follow  the  example  of  the  citi- 
zens  of  Albert  Lea  and  Freeborn  coun- 
ties, there  will  be  no  need  to  call  upon 
the  legislature  for  additional  aid  this 
winter.

A  Further  Weakening  of  Iron  and  Steel  Valuei 
Reported. 

Cleveland,  Dec.  13.— The  Iron 
Trade  Review  this  week  says:  A  further 
weakening  of  iron  and  steel  values  has 
taken  place  within  the  week  and  in  some 
markets  the  lowest  prices  of  the  year 
have  been  touched.  This  is  true  of 
Bessemer  and  of  Northern  foundry  irons, 
except  in  the  Chicago  market  where  the 
marked  concessions  of  some  wetks  past 
were  recently  withdrawn. 

While  a  November  and  December  ac- 
cumulation of  iron  has  been  looked  for, 
with  an  attending  fall  in  prices,  actual 
transactions  have  discounted  all  allow- 
ances. Bessemer  pig  has  sold  as  low  as 
$9  50  in  the  valley,  the  equivalent  of 
Jio.is  at  Pittsburg.  Among  makers  of 
Bessemer  iron  there  is  a  caution  about 
entering  into  low  priced  contracts,  be- 
gotten of  the  coke  strike  expeiience  of 
May  and  June. 

Car  and  locomotive  bjilding  is  more 
active,  and  the  prospects  in  these  direc- 
tions are  much  more  encouraging.  In 
»be  central  West  there  is  a  fair  amount 
of  business  in  plates  and  angles  on  ship- 
building and  bridge  contracts.  The  de- 
mand for  beams  and  channels  on  archi- 
tectural account  is  light,  but  there  is  a 
good  deal  of  figuring  on  work  that  is  to 
come  up  next  year.  Indeed  the  chief 
encouragement  in  all  departments  of 
the  iron  and  steel  trades  is  derived  from 
the  expectation  of  an  expansive  demana 
in  the  early  months  of  1805;  if  present 
volume  and  present  prices  were  taken 
alone  as  the  basis  of  judgment,  the  opin- 
ion would  be  far  from  optimistic.

Where    It    Comes    From    and    the 
Whicli  It  Commanfls. 

Probably  few  women  who  wear  false 
hair  stop  to  think  where  the  hair  tliat  sup- 
plements their  own  ilresses  comes  from. 
The  fact  Is  that  the  whole  of  Europe  con- 
tributes to  the  supply.  The  commonest 
hair  is  black  hnir,  and  that  conies  mainly 
from  Italy.  Franco  furnishes  principally 
brown  shades,  and  fiom  Switzerland  is 
obtained  blond  and  what  the  trade  calls 
drabby  shades  of  hair. 

The  most  expensive  liair  is  white,  gray 
Doming  next  in  rarity  and  price.  All 
countries  supply  gray  hair,  though,  of 
course,  in  very  limited  quantities.  The 
high  price  of  gray  ani  wliite  hair,  some- 
thnes  reaching  $12  end  ?15  an  ounce,  is 
due  partly  to  the  scarnty  there  is  of  any 
length  over  three  or  four  inches  and  partly 
to  the  reluctance  of  the  owners  to  part 
with  it.  They  presumably  realize  that, 
once  parted  with,  thcj  will  never  get  an- 
other supply,  whereas  a  girl  will  grow  her 
hair  again  in  a  year.  In  Switzerland, 
where  for  sonjo  reason  the  hair  grows  very 
fast,  young  girls  frequently  sell  their  hair 
twice  a  year. 

The  heads  of  living  beings  do  not  con- 
Etitute  the  sole  source  of  supply  for  the 
hair  market.  A  considerable  amount  of 
liair  is  cut  from  dead  jodies,  and  it  is  im- 
possible for  even  the  trade  to  tell  Iiair 
which  has  been  furnished  l;y  a  living  head 
from  that  taken  from  a  corpse.  The  same 
shades  of  hair  are  all  mixed  up  together, 
regardle?s  whether  they  come  from  a  dead 
or  a  living  body. 

The  priee  of  hair  is  regulated  by  length, 
color  an«l  quality.  Black  is  the  commonest 
shade,  brown  nest,  tlu  u  blond,  and  rare.st 
of  all  gray  and  white.  The  length  varies 
from  six  inches  to  CO  inches,  the  last  being 
an  unusual  length  ami  bringing  a  propor- 
tionately high  price,  '['he  last  thing  taken 
into  account  is  the  quality  of  the  hair, 
which  varies  from  the  texture  of  horsehair 
to  that  of  silk.— New  York  World.

Boston.  Dec.  i3.-The  following  is  an 
extract  from  a  letter  received  in  this  city 
from  an  American  gentleman  residing  in 
Er/eroum  which  is  in  the  province  of 
Sassoun,  where  the  recent  Tarkish 
atrocities  against  Christian  Armenians 
are  reported  to  have  occurred.  For  obvi- 
ous reasons  the  name  of  writer  aiid  recip- 
ient are  withheld:  Last  year  the 
Talvorig  Armenians  resisted  the 
attack  of  the  neighboring^  Kurds  and 
this  year  ,he  Turkish  government  'sent 
detachments  of  regular  soldiers  to    put 

ediv  iht  t'""  • ''If'JI-  "^"^y  «•"«  assist- 
ed b\  the  Kuraish  Hamedish.  The  Ar- 
menians were  attacked  in  their  moun- 
tain fastness  and.  i educed  bv  the  failure 
ot  supplies  and  ammunition.'  thev  were 
hnaliy  unable  to  resist  longer 

"ADout  a  score  of  villages"  were  ob- 
literated and  many  people  slaughtered 
A  number  of  young  Armenians  were 
bound,  covered  with  brush  and  burned 
alive.  Others  pleaded  for  mercy  but 
where  shot  down  on  the  spot,  while 
others  were  dispatched  with  bayonet  and 
sword.  About  100  women  were  shut  up 
in  a  church.  Many  were  outraged  to 
death  and  the  remainder  dispatched 
with  the  sword. 

"Another  lot  of  women  were  captured 
as  spoils  of  war.  Two  stories  are  told 
as  to  their  disposal.  One  is  that  thev 
were  carried  off  to  Moslem  harems  and 
another  that  they  were  slaughtered  in 
refusing  to  go.  Children  were  placed  in 
line,  apparently  to  see  h  ,w  many  could 
be  Killed  wiih  one  bullet.  Many  chil- 
dren were  beheaded  and  inmates  of 
burning  houses  driven  back  into  th" 
tUmes  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  as 
thev  tried  to  escape. 

"Estimates  vary  from  3000  to  8000  as 
to  the  number  massacred.  Some  esti- 
mates place  the  number  Jovcr  twice  as 
biRh.  The  massacres  happened  in 
August  and  September  and  were  perpe- 
trated bv  soldiery  under  ofticers  ot  high 
rank.  This  ^ivts  the  afifair  a  most  se- 
rious aspect.  A  Christian  docs  not  eniov 
the  respect  given  to  street  dojjs.  and  if 
this  massacre  is  passed  over,  it  will  sim 
ply  be  a  declaration  oi  the  doom  of  Ar 
menian  Christianity."

The  tail  of  a  comet  is  no::  formed  of  the 
same  particles  which  composed  it  yester- 
day or  even  an  hour  or  a  moment  ago  It 
Is  constantly  being  renewed  at  theexpen.-^o 
of  the  nucleus.  As  the  Jong  stream  of 
black  smoke  from  the  neighboring  factorj- 
or  imll  IS  Jifing  continually  renewed  liy 
fn-sh  particles  of  carbon  released  1,v 
the  comljustion  going  on  in  the  furnace 
below,  so  is  the  wonderful  luminous  train 
of  conictary  bodies  being  constantly  re- 
plenished by  particles  flying  from,  or 
lather  driven  from,  the  nucleus  by  the  in- 
tense heat  of  the  sun. 

Then,  again,  how  inflnitc  ly  small  and 
tiow  inten.scly  luminous  must  these  par- 
ticles  that   go   to  make  up  the  tail  of  a 
comet  be!

Professor  E.  E.  Barnard   beaufi- 
ruUy  Illustrates  the  formatio  1  of  acomet'b 
tnil    by  "supposing"  tlius:   ".Suppose,  for 
example,  that  the  nucleus  of  a  comet  is 
composed  of  ice.   Then  suppose  the  heat  of 
tHe  sun  to  be  so  inten.so  as  te  rapidly  mrlt 
that  portion  Uf  the  ice  globe  CTposcd  to  the 
action  of  its  rays,  which  are  strong  enough 
to  immediately  convert  it  into  vapor,  which 
ascends  toward  the  sun. 

"Imagine  now  a  fierce  \<ind  blowing 
out  from  the  sun,  causing  th«' vapor  whinh 
meets  it  to  be  whirled  out  into  space  be- 
hind the  comet.  This  will  clearly  illus- 
trate the  theory  of  the  formation  of  a 
comet's  tail,  only  that  the  nucleus  of  the 
comet  is  not  ice  and  the  vapor  is  not  wa- 
ter vapor;  neither  is  the  force  which  drives 
it  away  from  the  sun  a  fierce  winti" 

The  unknown  f«*ce  hinted  at  by  the  as- 
tronomer above  quoted  reac  ily  explains 
why  a  comet's  tail,  as  a  rule,  points  in  an 
opposite  direction  to  the  sun.  The  Russian 
astronomer,  Brcdiechen,  distinguishes 
three  different  types  of  cometary  tails— 
those  composed  of  particles  having  the 
specific  gravity  of  hydrogen,  those  having 
the  specific  gravity  of  hydocarSjon  gas,  and 
a  third  clasi  having  all  the  pe<;uliarities  of 
an  equal  mixture  of  hydrogen  and  iron 
vapor.— St.  Louis  Republic

|A  GREAT  DREDGER. 

It  Works  Like  a  Clock  and  It  Pronounced  a 
Success. 

The  following  from  the  Vancouver, 
B.  C,  World,  of  Dec.  6,  is  in  reference  to 
a  dredger  in  which  several  Duluth  peo- 
ple have  a  large  interest:  < 

"J.  A.  Thomson,  Dominion  govern- 
mett  inspector  of  steamboat^  came  in 
on  today's  train  from  Lytton,  where  he 
naa  been  inspecting  and  passing  the 
new  vessel  and  machinery  of  the  Eraser 
River  Dredging  and  Mining  company, 
which  was  set  in  operation  on  Monday 
last,  the  machinery  for  which  was  buili 
bvthe  British  Columbia  Iron  Works 
company,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Thomson  is 
warm  in  his  praise  of  everything  about 
and  connected  with  this  vessel,  which  is 
the  first  of  its  kind  built  and  put  in  oper- 
ation in  these  Northern  waters.  Noth- 
ing, said  he,  could  work  finer  or  give  bet- 
ter satisfaction  than  the  ponderous  ma- 
chinery placed  on  the  scow,  and 
taken  up  the  Eraser  river,  some 
distance  from  Lytton,  for  testing  pur- 
poses. The  manner  in  which  it  was  built 
and  put  together  reflects  the  greatest 
credit  on  the  B  C.  Iron  works,  of  your 
city,  said  he.  I  was  surprised  to  ind 
such  a  complete  and  perfect  outfit.  (A 
discription  of  the  machinery,  which 
weighs  about  150  tons,  has  alieadv  ap- 
peared in  the  Worid).  The  scow  upon 
which  this  load  is  placed  is  very  strongly 
built.  It  is  133  feet  in  length,  30-foot 
beam  and  a  7-loot  hold.  In  addition  to 
the  machinery  there  is  built  a  house  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  men  employed 
on  the  dredging  operations.  This  is  6-;  by 
35.  9  foot  ceiling,  and  two  stories  in 
height.  In  every  particular,  observed 
Mr.  Thomson,  it  is  a  perfect  concern. 
Mr.  Rabbick,  draughtsman  for  the  B.  C. 
Iron  works,  arrived  up  on  Tuesday  to 
have  a  look  at  the  concern,  with  the 
working  of  which  he  is  well  pleased." 

A  MINNEAPOLIS  WAIL. 

Cry  of  Railroad  Discrimination  Continues  to 
be  Sent  Forth  Daily. 

Scarcely  a  day  goes  by  without  a  v/ail 
against  "unequal  freight  rates"  appear- 
ing in  the  Minneapolis  Daily  Market 
Record.  This  is  alleged  to  be  the  cause 
for  the  shutting  down  of  the  Minneapolis 
mills  and  the  fact  is  emphasized  daily 
that  the  mills  are  idle  and  hundreds  of 
employes  thrown  out  of  work  all  because 
the  railroads  discriminate  against  Min- 
neapolis in  favor  of  Duluth,  The  board 
of  trade  men  are  getting  awfully  tired  of 
reading  such  bosh.  Why  the  railroads 
should  want  to  discriminate  in  favor  of 
Duluth  when  the  total  output  here  falls 
so  far  below  that  of  Minneapolis  passes 
the  comprehension  of  the  Duluth  men. 
Over  production  is  the  whole  cause  of 
the  shut  down  and  as  one  man  remarked 
the  mills  down  there  have  stocked  way 
up  beyond  all  demands  of  the  market 
and  are  trying  to  lay  the  shut  down  to 
some  other  cause.

Chicago,  Dec.  i4._"Guilty  as 
charged"  was  the  finding  announced  to- 
aay  by  Federal  Judge  William  A. 
Woods,  against  President  Eugene  V. 
Debs  of  the  American  Railway  union. 
The  same  finding  was  reached  against 
the  other  American  Railway  union 
leaders  on  trial  with  Debs.  The  finding 
of  the  couit  is  that  the  defendants  are 
guilty  of  contempt,  but  that  any  punish- 
ment inflicted  would  not  be  cumulative. 
In  other  words  there  were  two  cases 
before  the  court,  one  for  contempt  and 
the  other  for  violation  of  the  federal 
statute.  The  latter  cause  is  merged  into 
the  former. 

Judge  Woods,  after  announcing  that 
the  defendants  were  found  guilty  as 
charged,  said  it  was  not  in  accordance 
with  procedure  in  such  cases  to  permit 
the  defendants  to  say  why  sentence 
should  not  be  passed,  but  in  this  case  the 
court  would  allow  it. 

Attorney  Darrow.  representing  the  de- 
fendants asked  that  his  clients  might  re- 
tire for  a  consultation  regarding  what 
ihey  should  say  and  after  a  brief  recess 
the  strike  leaders  filed  back  into  court 
ranging  themselves  before  the  bench' 
Attorney  Danow  speaking  for  them  said 
that  thty  had  no  wish  to  make  separate 
speeches,  but  felt  that  they  had  done  no 
wrong. 

The  attorney  advised  the  court  that  Di- 
rector MacVean.  one  of  the  defendants 
was  out  of  the  city  duriug  the  strike  A 
lengthy  argument  between  attorneys  fol- 
lowed  over  the  proposition  to  discrimin- 
ate in  MacVean's  favor  which  the  court 
terminated  by  suspending  sentence  on 
MacV  ean. 

The  Sentences. 

In  sentencing  the  other  defendants. 
Judge  Woods  siid:  -'Punishment  should 
ue  neither  vindictive  nor  trivial.  These 
men  were  in  willful  contempt,  under 
«'hat  legal  advice  I  should  like  very 
much  to  know.  These  men  were  the 
leaders  in  a  great  measure  of  lawbreak- 
ers and  are  responsible  as  leaders  Ig- 
norant men  who  followed  them  have 
been  punished.  Mr,  Debs  is  more  re- 
sponsible than  any  other.  He  is  a  man 
of  marked  ability  and  power  over  men 
I  feel  constrained  to  discriminate  be- 
tween him  and  the  others.  The  punish- 
ment against  all  d.  fendants  except  Debs 
•s  thiee  months  in  jail  and  igainst  Debs 
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tempt  but  if  the  court  acquired  jurisdic- 
tion and  did  not  exceed  its  powers  in  the 
particular  case,  no  irregularity    or  error 
in  the    procedure  or  in   the   order   itself 
could  justify  disobedience  to  the  writ 
pWas  the  case  one  of  which  the  coiirt 
had  jurisdiction?    No  question  is  made. 
or  could  be  made  in    a    proceeding  for 
contempt,  of  the  sufficiency  of   the  peti- 
tion for  the  injunction  in  respect  to  mat- 
ters of  form  and  averment  merely     The 
question  here,  therefore,  is    whether  the 
case  presented  by  the  petition  was    of  a 
class  which  in  a  federal  circuit  court  ad- 
mits of  the  remedy  by  injunction.   With- 
out   going    into    the  details  of  the  aver- 
ment, the  charge   made  against  the  de- 
fendants was  that  they  were    engaged  in  ' 
a  conspiracy  to  hinder  and    interrupt  in- 
terstate commerce  and  the  carria'^e  of 
the  mails  upon    the   railroads   centering 
in  Chicago  by  means  and  in  a  manner  to 
constitute,  within  the  recognized  defini- 
tions, a  publ'c  nuisance. 

A  nuisance  is  "anything  that  unLnv- 
fully  worketh  hurt,  inconvenience  or 
damage.  —3  Blackstone's  Commen- 
taries, 216. 

"A  public  nuisance  is  such  an  incon- 
venience or  troublesome  offense  as  an- 
noys the  whole  community  in  general, 
and  not  merely  some  partv  or  person."' 
~4  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  166 

As    defined    in    Wood,  on  nuisances, 
page  38:    "A  public  nuisance  is  a  viola- 
tion of  a  public  right,   either  by  a  direct 
encroachment    upon    public    rights    or 
property,  or    by  doing    some  act    which 
tends  to  a  common  injury,  or  by  omitting 
to  do  some  act  which  t>>e    common  good 
requires,  and    which  it    is  the  duty  of    a 
person  to    do,  and    the  omission    to    do 
which  results  injuriously  to   the  public  " 
A  form  of  public    nuisance    of"  which 
cognizance  has  been  taken  by  the  courts 
of  equity  in  England  and  in  this  count'  v 
IS  called  purpresture,  which    is    defined 
to  be  "an  encr.oachraent  upon   lands    or 
rights  and  easements    incident    thereto 
belonging  to  the  public,  and  to  which  the 
public  have  a  right  of  access   or    of 
joyment,  and  encroachment 
gable  streams."

After  the  murmur  of  excite- 
ment over  the  sentence  had  subsided 
the  court  announced  that  the  punish- 
ment was  not  to  take  effect  for  ten  days 
in  which  time  the  defendants  attorneys 
will  prepare  an  appeal.  The  prospective

The  question  raised  by    the   demurrer 
that  the  injunction  was    illegal  and  void 
was  overruled  at  the    time  of  presenta 
tion,  but  with  leave  for  further  argument 
at  the  final  hearing  upon    the    evidence 
A  great  body  of  evidence,  consisting   of 
the      testimony     of      witnesses,      tele- 
grams   and     other     documents,      was 
adduced    to    show     the    guilt    of    the 
accused.      The     defendants,     claiming 
the  constitutional  privilege  against   self- 
incrimination,  refused  to   testify    at    the 
instance  of    the    prosecution  and    have 
offered  no  evidence  or  testimony  in  their 
own  behalf,  excepting   parts  of    certain 
documents  which  were    allowed    to    be 
read  in  connection  with  other    parts    of- 
fered by  the  prosecution. 

The  Oefandantt'  Claim. 

Besides  denying  that  any  violation  of 
the  injunction  has  been  proven  against 
them,  the  defendants  now  reassert  and 
insist  that  the  injunction  is  invalid  on 
the  two  grounds  that  the  court  bad  no 
jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the 
case  in  which  the  injunction  was  or- 
dered, and  that  though  possessed  of 
such  jurisdiction  the  court  lacked  or- 
ganic power  to  make  the  particular  or- 
der in  question. 

If  the  injunction  was,  for  any  reason, 
totally  invalid,  no  violation  or  disregard 
of  it  could  constitute  a  punishable  con- 


irrespective  of 
may  accrue.  But  to 
constitute  a  public  nuisance,  damage  to 
the  public  right  of  navigation  or  other 
public  right  must  be  shown  to  exist.  It 
the  act  complained  ofbeamere  purpre.s- 
lure  without  being  at  the  same  time  a 
nuisance,  the  court  will  usually  direct  an 
inquiry  to  be  made  whether  it  be  more 
benencial  to  the  crown  to  abate  the  pur- 
presture or  to  suffer  the  erection  to  re- 
main and  be  arrested.  But  if  the  pur- 
presture be  also  a  public  nuisance,  this 
cannot  be  done,  for  the  crown  cannot 
sanction  a  public  nuisance." 

Accordingly,  it  is  contended,  and  nu- 
merous casea  and  text  writers  are  cited 
to  show  that  "equity  has  jurisdiction  to 
restrain  public  nuisances  upon  bill  or  in- 
torraation  filed  by  the  attorney  general, 
on  behalf  of  the  people." 

The  supreme  court  of  the  United 
states  has  spoken  on  the  subject.  In  the 
case  of  the  mayor  of  Georgetown  vs.  the 
Alexandria  Canal  company,  12  Peters  qi, 
<>8,  where  an  injunction  was  sought 
against  obstructing  the  navigation  of  the 
Potomac  river,  the  court  sdid:  "Besides 
this  remedy  at  law  it  is  now  settled  that 
a  court  of  equity  may  take  jurisdiction  in 
cases  of  public  nuisance,  by  an  informa- 
tion hied  by  the  attorney  general, 
vvbilst,  therefore,  it  is  admitted  by  all 
that  It  is  confessedly  one  of  delicacy, and 
accordingly,  the  instances  where  it  is  ex- 
ercised are  rare,  yet  it  may  be  exercised 
in  those  cases  in  which  there  is  eminent 
danger  of  irreparable  mischief  before  the 
tardiness  of  the  law  can  reach  it." 

Btit  while  thii  jurisdiction"  of  the 
English  high  court  of  chancery  and  of 
the  equity  courts  of  the  several  states  of 
the  Union  is  not  understood  to  be  dis- 
puted by  counsel  for  the  defendants.they 
do  insist  that,  in  the  absence  of  legisla- 
tion by  congress  conferring  the  author- 
ity, the  federal  cour  s  can  do  nothing  for 
the  protection  of  tbe  highways  of  inter- 
state commerce  whether  upon  land 
water.

Opportunity  to  Land  Chinese  Merchants  on 
Testimony  of  Chinese    Witnesses  Will 
Aid  Illegal  Landing.

San  Francisco,  Dec.  14.— "The  new 
treaty  between  this  country  and  China, 
which  is  about  to  be  promulgated  by  the 
president,  will  virtually  undo  all  the 
benefits  we  have  derived  from  the 
Geary- McCreary  acts,"  said  United 
States  Attornty  Garter. 

"Under  the  existing  laws  a  Chinese  la- 
borer cannot  leave  this  country  and  re- 
turn again,  and  if  those  laws  were  con- 
tinued in  force  the  Chinese  population 
in  the  United  States  would  decrease  rap- 
idly. It  is  also  provided  that  all  labor- 
ers, who  do  not  possess  certificates  of 
residence  issued  by  the  United  States 
government,  may  be  arrested  and  upon 
proof  of  such  fact  be  returned  to  China. 
"Under  the  new  treaty  all  the  safe- 
guards which  the  laws  have  placed  upon 
the  cominjr  and  going  of  laborers  are 
broken  down.  Any  person  who  is  at  all 
familiar  with  the  case  in  which  a  coolie 
can  evade  a  law  will  fully  understand 
this. 

"Article  2  of  the  treaty  provides  that 
any  registered  laborer  may  go  to  China 
and  return,  provided  he  has  a  lawful 
wife,  child  or  parent  m  the  United  States, 
or  property  therein  of  the  value  tf  $1000 
or  debts  of  like  amount  due  hira  and 
pending  settlement. 

"The  laborer  is  only  required  to  do 
one  thing  in  order  to  make  his  landing 
upon  return  certain.  Before  leaving  the 
United  States  he  must  deposit,  as  a  con- 
dition of  his  return,  with  the  collector  of 
the  district  from  which  he  deports  a  full 
description  in  writing  of  bis  family, 
property  or  debts  and  he  will  then  re- 
vive from  the  collector  a  certificate 
Slowing  his  right  to  rettjrn. 

"Under  the  old  law  a  Chinese  mer- 
chant in  proving  bis  right  to  land  v/as 
compelled  to  produce  one  white  witness 
who  would  testify  that  be  knew  the  ap- 
plicant to  be  a  merchant  and  engaged  in 
business  in  this  country.  Now  Chinese 
testimony  is  all  that  is  required,  and 
there  are  hundreds  of  Chinese  who  make 
a  business  of  testifying  in  the  courts  any- 
thing that  may  be  desired,  providing,  of 
course,  that  they  are  paid  for  their  ser- 
vices. 

"I  believe  that  the  new  treaty  will 
complicate  matters  very  much.'  The 
opportunity  to  land  Chinese  merchants 
simply  on  the  testimony  of  Chinese  wit- 
nesses will  aid  an  illegal  landing,  and 
the  coming  and  going  cf  the  laborers 
will  result  in  manv  cases  of  substitution." 


UNRESr  OF  SAMOA  CONTINUES. 


Natives  Believed  to  be  Hoarding  Money  to 
Make  Trouble. 

\'ancol'vek,  B.  C,  Dec.  14— Latest 
Samoan  advices  brought  by  the  steam- 
shin  VVarrimo  say  that  the  state  of 
political  unrest  continues,  although  there 
has  been  no  outbreak .  for  some  time. 
The  natives  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
islands  are  busy  making  copra.  They 
are  not  however,  spending  abitot  money 
they  receive,  so  it  is  believed  they  are 
hoarding  it  for  trouble,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  again  arise  when  they  may  be 
in  a  position  to  pay  for  supplies. 

No  attempt  is  being  made  to  collect 
taxes.  The  chief  justice  is  very  busy  i:i 
finishing  land  business.  King  Malietoa, 
has  not  vet  received  a  cent  of  money  for 
more  than  a  year  past.  Local  Germ^.n 
residents  are  very  confident  that  either 
German  annexation  or  a  protectorate 
will  shortly  be  declared.  If  neither  oc- 
curs no  doubt  internal  troubles  would 
cease  but  so  would  trade  with  the  Austra- 
lian colonies. 

The  land  commission  has  almost  com- 
pleted its  labors.  Last  month  Savai  i.s- 
land  was  visited  and  all  claims  on  that 
inland  were  disposed  of,  and  upon  the 
return  of  the  commission  a  visit  was  paid 
to  Folienlili  on  the  southern  side  of 
Upolu. 

The  commission  will  go  to  Lufilufi 
shortly  and  will  probably  conclude  the 
hearing  of  the  cases  a  week  later  when 
It  will  disband,  leaving  the  secretary  to 
finish  up  the  routine  work,  the  commis- 
sioners returing  to  their  respective  coun- 
tries. 

The  premier  of  New  South  Wales  has 
arranged  for  a  meeting  of  all  the  Aus- 
tralian premiers  at  Hobart  in  January  to 
consider  a  plan  of  federation. 

Through  the  collision  of  two  passen- 
ger trains  at  Red  Fern,  N.  S.  W..  twelve 
people  were  killed  and  many  others  in- 
jured.

A  FORMIDABLE  PETITION. 

William  K  Tubman's  Grievance  Was  laid  Be- 
fore Congress  Today. 

Washington,  D.-c.  14-A  petition, 
formidable  in  size,  numbering  133  pages, 
consisting  largely  of  exhibits  and  signed 
by  William  K.  Tubman,  was  today  pre- 
sented in  the  house  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  anti-trust  law.  Specifically  Mr. 
Tubman  asks  congress: 

1.  To  investigate  the  methods  cm- 
ployed  in  the  administration  of  justice  or 
injustice  in  the  United  States  circuit 
courts  for  the  distiicts  of  Massachusetts 
and  Maryland. 

2.  To  declare,  by  appropriate  act,  the 
common  law  offense  of  "maintenance"  a 
crime  and  to  affix  adequate  penalties. 

3.  To  couMder  the  advisability  of  re- 
leiring,  by  special  act,  to  the  interstate 
commerce  commission  for  adjudication

San  Francisco,  Dec.  14.— The  steam- 
er Montserrat,  the  notorious  "black  bor- 
der," is  overdue  neafly  four  days  from 
Nanaimo.  The  vessel  is  loaded  with 
coal.  Unless  she  has  broken  down  the 
chances  are  that  she  has  gone  down. 
Capt.  Roberts  of  the  Faraillon  fears  for 
her  safety.  On  his  way  down  he  saw 
nothing  of  her. 

Capt.  Merriman,  of  the  Indian,  just 
arrived,  did  no*,  bring  any  encouraging 
news.  He  announces  it  as  his  opinion 
that  she  was  lost.  The  Montserrat  came 
into  notoriety  some  years  ago  when  she 
tookarargoof  Gilbert  islanders  to  the

on  the  coEfee  plantations,  but  the  word- 
ing of  the  contract  made  them  little  more 
than  slaves. 

Capt.  Ferguson  first  chartered  the  brie 
Tahiti  to  do  the  work,  and  a  cargo  of 
men,  women  and  children  was  put  on 
board  the  vessel.  The  brig  was  driven 
out  of  her  course  by  a  storm  and  landed 
at  Drake's  bay.

and  lakes  ol  the  country,  and  I  see  1.0 
reason  in  any  of  the  suggestions  ad- 
vanced for  saying  that  the  courts  may 
give  to  commerce  on  the  rivers  a  protec- 
uon  which  they  may  not  extend  to  com- 
merce on  railways. 

The  railroad  companies  arc  clothed 
with  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  to 
enable  them  to  acquire  lands  necessary 
for  their  purposes,  because  the  proposed 
use  is  for  the  public  benefit.  To  the 
extent  of  the  share  which  the  companiesi 
have  in  interstate  commerce  they  hold 
their  lands  and  _  rights  of  way  for  the 
benefit  of  the  general  public  and  subject 
to  the  national  control.  "For  this  pur- 
pose," to  use  the  expression  of  the 
supreme  court  in  Oilman  vs.  Philadel- 
phia, 3  Wall  713,  in  respect  to  navigable 
wateis,  "they  are  the  public  property  of 
the  nation  and  subject  to  all  the  requisite 
legislation  of  congress." 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  equity, 
and  by  implication  their  right  to  punish 
for  contempt,  are  established  by  the  con- 
stitution, equally  wiih  the  right  of  trial 
by  jury  and  so  long  as  there  is  no  at- 
tempt to  extend  jurisdiction  over  sub- 
jects not  properly  cognizable  in  equity, 
there  can  be  no  ground  for  the  objection 
that  the  ri>jht  of  jury  trial  has  been  taken 
away.  The  same  act  may  constitute  a 
contempt  and  a  crime.  But  the  contempt 
is  one  thing,  the  crime  another,  and  the 
punishment  for  one  is  not  a  duplication 
of  the  pura,hmcnt  of  the  other.  The 
contempt  can  be  tried  and  punishedonly 
by  the  court,  while  the  charge  of  crime 
can  be  tried  only  by  a  jury. 

Judge  WoDc'.s,  referring  to  the  position 
of  the  defendants  in  respect  to  the  act  of 
July  2.  i8qo.  that  it  "is  d:rected  at  capi- 
tal," "at  danjjers  supposed  to  result  from 
vast  aggregations  of  capital  and    not  of 


volving  facts  essentially  identical  with 
the  facts  of  this  case.  Judge  Taft  de- 
clared the  combination  to  be  "in  teeth  of 
ibe  act  of  July  f,  i8go,"  and  after  quoting 
from  the  act  and  rclerring  to  the  rulinc;s 
ot  other  judges  in  accord  with  his  oau 
view,  said:  "A  different  view  has  been 
taken  by  Judge  Putnam  in  the  case 
of  /-^e  United  States  vs.  Patterson. 
55  fed.  6vs,  rep.,  but,  after  consideration 
Judge  Lurton  and  I  cannot  concur  wi  h 
the  reasoning  of  that  learned  judge.  The 
fact  that  it  was  the  purpose  ot  Debs, 
Fhtlan  and  their  associates  to  paralyze' 
the  interstate  commerce  of  this  country 
is  shown  conclusively  in  this  c-  se  and  is 
known  cf  ail  men.  Therefore,  their 
combination  was  for  an  unlawful  pur- 
pose and  is  a  conspiracy  within  the  stat- 
ute cited." 

The  facts  of  this  case  suggest  illustra- 
tions of  the  impropriety  as  well  as  incon 
sistency  cf  putting  upon  the  statute  the 
restrictive  construction  proposed.  If,  for 
example,  the  manufacturers  ot  other 
sleeping  cars,  in  their  own  interest,  should 
endorse  the  brakemen  or  other  employes 
of  the  railroads  either  individu  illy    or  in 


aiy    

associated  bodies,  in  a  conspir.icvto  pre 
vent  or  restrain  the  use  of  Pullman 
sleepers,  by  refusing  to  move  them,  by 
secretly  uncoupling  or  by  other  elusive 
means  the  monopolistic  character  of  the 
conspiracy  would  be  so  evident  that, 
even  on  the  theory  that  the  statute  is 
aimed  at  contracts  or  combinations  in- 
teniled  to  engross  or  monopolize  the 
market,  it  would  be  agreed  that  the  of- 
fense ought  to  be  punishable. 

Ail  Must  be  Kesponsible. 

But  if  in  such  a  case  the  officers  or 
agents  of  the  car  companies,  who  might 
or  might  i  ot  be  capitalists,  would  bs  in 
dividually  responsible:  for  violating  the 
statute,  upon  what  principle  could  the 
firemen  or  switchmen  be  exempt?  Can 
workingmen,  or,  if  you  will,  poor  men, 
acting  by  themselves,  upon  their  own 
motion  and  for  their  own  purposes, 
kvhethcr  avowed  or  secret,  do  things  for- 
bidden by  the  statute  without  criminal 
responsibility,  and  yet  be  criminallv  re- 
sponsible for  the  same  things 
done  at  the  instance  and  to  promote 
the  purposes  of  others,  or  it  will  it  be 
said  that  under  this  statute  who  is  not  a 
capitalist  may  without  criminality  assist 
capitalists  in  the  doing  of  things  which 
on  their  part  are  criminal?  If  that  be 
so,  then  if  a  capitalist  and  one  who  is  not 
a  capitalist  join  in  doing  things  forbid- 
den by  this  statute,  ueiiher  is  punished, 
because  one  alone  can  not  be  guiltv  ot 
conspiracy. 

The  persistent  effort  of  the  defend- 
ants, as  the  proof  shows,  was  to  force  the 
railroad  companies,  the  largest  capital- 
ists in  the  country,  to  co  operate,  or  at 
least  to  acquiesce  in  a  scheme  to  stop 
the  use  of  Pullman  sleeptr^;  and  for  a 
Ume  they  bad  the  agreement  of  a  man- 
ager and  other  officers  of  one  road  to 
quit  the  use  of  the  obnoxious  cars,  and, 
perhaps,  a  qualified  submission  of  the 
officers  of  another  road  or  two  to  the 
same  dictation. 

Does  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  de- 
fendants of  the  charge  of  conspiracy 
under  this  statute  depend  on  the  proof 
there  may  be  of  their  success  in  drawing 
to  the  support  of  their  design  those  who 
may  be  called  capitalists,  or  does  it  de- 
pend on  the  character  of  the  design 
itself  and  upon  what  has  been  done  to- 
wards its  accomplishment  by  themselves 
and  bv  those  in  voluntary  co-operation 
with  them,  from  v/hatever  employment 
or  walk  in  life? 

I  have  not  failed,  1  think,  to  appreciate 
the  just  force  of  the  argument  to  the 
contrary  of  my  opinion— it  has  some- 
times entangled  me  in  doubt— but  ray 
conclusion  is  clear,  that,  under  the  act  of 
1890,  the  court  has  jurisdiction  of  the 
case  presented  in  the  application,  and 
that  the  injunction  granted  was  not  with- 
out authority  of  law,  nor  for  any  reason 
invalid. 


force'  aod  violence."  wholly  against 
trusts  and  not  organizations  of  labor  in 
any  form,  said: 

What  is  Conspiracy? 

It  13  clear  that  a  further  and  more 
comprehensive  purpose  came  to  be  en- 
tertained and  was  embodied  in  the  final 
form  of  the  enactment.  Combinations 
are  condemned  not  only  when  they  take 
the  form  of  trusts  but  in  whatever  form 
they  are  found,  if  thev  be  in  restraint  of 
trade.  That  is  the  effect  of  the  words 
"or  otherwise."  I  have  no  doubt  but 
that  this  statute,  in  £o  far  as 
it  is  directed  against  '  ontracts  or  combi- 
nations in  the  form  of  a  trust,  or  in  any 
form  of  a  "<ontractu?.l  character,"  should 
be  limiteil  to  contracts  and  c^mbinations, 
such,  in  ihtir  general  characteristics,  as 
the  courts  have  declared  unlawful.  But 
to  [  u  any  svch  1  raiiation  upon  the  word 
conspiracy  is  neither  tiecessary  nor,  as  I 
tDiiik,  peimissible.  To  do  so  would  de- 
prive the  word  of  all  significance.  Any 
proposed  restraint  of  trade,  though  it  be

Was  the  injunction  Violated? 
This  brings  me  to  the  question  of  fact. 
Did  the  defendants  vioiate  the  injunc- 
tion  ?  Their  conduct  only  is  in  question, 
and  their  admissions  are  quoted  because 
they  confirm  the  inference  deducible 
from  other  evidence  that  no  essential 
and  voluntary  modification  of  their 
course  of  action  either  followed,  or  was 
caused  by  the  injunction.  Their 
original  intention  was  to  prevent 
the  use  of  Pullman  cars,  but 
finding  as  they  did  immediately 
that  that  aim  would  be  thwarted  by  the 
discharge  from  service  of  men  who  re- 
fused to  handle  those  cars,  they  began 
as  early  as  June  27,  the  day  alter  the 
boycott  was  proclaimed,  to  issue  orders 
to  strike,  and  from  that  time  to  the  end, 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  they  con- 
ducted and  controlled  the  strike  with 
persistent  consistency  of  purpose,  and 
with  unvarying  methods  of  action. 

As  officers  of  the  American  Railway 
union  it  is  beyond  question  that  the  de- 
fendants had  practical  control  of  the 
strike,  guiding  as  they  chose  the  move- 
ments of  the  men  aciiveiy  engaged. 
Un.-fer  the  conditions  of  last  summer, 
when  there  were  many  men  idle,  and 
seeking  employent,  it  was  impossible 
that  a  strike  which  aimed  at  a  general 
cessation  ot  business  upon  the  railroads 
of  the  country  could  succeed  without 
violence,  and  it  is  not  to  be  believed 
that  the  defendants  entered  upon  the 
execution  of  their  scheme  without  ap- 
preciating the  fact,  and  without  having 
determined  how  to  deal  with  it. 

The  inference,  therefore,  is  a  fair 
one,  aside  from  direct  evidence  to  the 
point,  that  they  expected  and  intended 
that  this  strike  should  dif3fer  from  others 
only  in  magnitude  of  design  and  bold- 
ness of  executi6p,  and  that  the  accus- 
tomed accessories  of  intimidation  and 
violence  so  far  at  least  as  fountl  essen- 
tial to  success,  would  not  be  omitted. 
For  that  much  the  striking  workmen, 
acting  on  the  promptings  of  self- interest, 
without  instie-ation  or  direct  suggestion, 
and  even  in  spite  ot  admonitions  to  the 
contrary,  may  ordinarily  be  counted  on. 

Not  Expected  to  be  Heeded. 

Such  admonitiors  against  violence 
were  sent  out  occasionally  by  the  de- 
fendants, but  it  does  not  apnear  that 
they  were  ever  heeded;  and  I  am  not 
ab!e  to  believe  on  the  evidence  that  in 
the  fullest  sense  it  was  expected  or  in- 
tended that  they  should  he.  I  am  able 
and  quite  ready  to  believe  that  the  de- 
fendants not  only  did  not  favor,  but  de- 
precated extreme  violence,  which  might 


contest    with    "an    alliance  of    rich  and 
powerful  corporations," 

Judge  Woods  said  the  alleged  advice 
of  counsel  neitijer  juilifi^s  nor  mifgatcs 
a  wrong  or  error  committed  in  pursuance 
of  the  advice.  With  all  that  is  said 
about  guarding  properly,  keeping  the 
peace,  and  being  the  first  to  arrest 
offenders,  not  one  was  arrested  and  no 
effort  was  made  by  strikers  or  members 
of  the  railway  union  to  preserve  the 
peace  or  to  protect  properly.  On  the 
contrary  many  of  th(?m  were  leaders  in 
scenes  of  violence  and  disorder. 

If  this  strike,  like  others,  was  under- 
stood to  he  a  war.  not  necessarily  of 
blood  and  bullets,  but  a  conflict  between 
contending  interests  or  classes  of  inter- 
ests In  vkhich  iirategy  has  to  be  em- 
ployed to  keep  men  in  line,  it  was  more 
than  a  peaceable  strike  or  mere  cessa- 
tion from  work.  Had  it  been  only  that, 
the  injunction  instf. ad  of  being  a  hind 
ranee,  would  have  been  in  their  hands 
the  very  weapon  thev  needed  to  enable 
thern  to  suppress  the  violence  and  disor- 
der in  which  alone  iheythvy  say  saw  pos- 
sible danger  toihc  su:cess  of  their  cause. 

It  is  shown  by  the  lestimony  of  two  or 
more  witness  that  on  the  night  of  lune 
2q  Debs  and  liowarl  and  Keliher  at- 
t<?nded  a  meeting  of  the  local  union  at 
Blue  Island  &  Pacific  railroad;  that  Debs 
and  Howard  each  addressed  the  men; 
that  ori  the  next  day  was  inaugurated  "a 
condition  of  turb jlen:e"  which  a  witness 
declares  he  "did  not  believe  could  exist," 
and  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of 
the  United  States  m.-irshal,  by  reading 
the  injunction  and  otherwise  to  quell  the 
disturbance,  n  thing  was  accomplished 
until  July  5,  when  federal  soldiers  ar- 
rived. 

Incited  by  Debs. 
These  things  directly  followed  and  in 
large  measure,  I  thinlc  it  not  unwarranted 
to  say,  were  the  natural  and  probable  re- 
sult ot  the  speeches  made  and  counsel 
given  to  the  men  by  Debs  and  Howard 
at  the  meeting  on  the  night  of  the  2Qth 
at  Blue  Island.  Suggestions  calculated 
to  incite  to  acts  of  violence  or  ir;timida- 
tion  were  contained  in  many  of  the  tcle- 
j^rims  which  were  sent  out  over  the 
name  of  Debs  and  for  which,  notwith- 
standing the  averment  of  their  answers 
to  the  contrary,  it  is  no  longer  possible 
for  any  of  the  defendants  to  deny  some 
measure  of  responsibility. 

The  right  of  men  to  strike  peaceably, 
and  the  right  to  advise  a  peaceable 
strike,  which  the  law  does  not  presume 
to  be  impossible,  is  not  questioned.  But 
if  men  enter  into  a  conspiracy  to  do  any 
unlawful  thing,  and  i)i  order  to  accom- 
plish their  purpose  advise  workmen  to 
go  upon  a  strike,  knowing  that  violence 
and  wrong  will  be  the  probable  outcome, 
neither  on  law  nor  on  morals  can  they 
escape  responsibility. 

Pullman  cars  in  use  upon  the  railroads 
are  instrumentalities  of  commerce;  and 
it  follows  that  from  the  time  of  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  boycott  the  American 
Railroad  union  was  committed  to  a  con- 
spiracy in  restraint  of  interstate  com- 
merce, in  violation  of  the  act  of  July  2, 
189),  and  that  itit;  nic  nbers  of  that  asso- 
ciation and  all  others  who  joined  in  the 
movement  became  criminally  responsi- 
ble each  for  the  acts  of  others  done  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  common  purpose 
whether  intended  by  bim  or  not.  The 
officers  became  rcspoisible  fur  the  men, 
and  the  men  for  the  oncers. 

The  orit;inal  conspiracy  against  the 
use  of  Pullman  cars  became  a  con- 
spiracy against  transportation  and  travel 
by  railroads.  Upon  ilieir  own  authority, 
without  consuUing  tht  local  unions,  the 
d::fendants  converted  the  boycott  into  a 
strike,  and,  with  the  aid  of  followers, 
some  of  whom  stopped  at  no  means  be- 
tween the  drawings  01'  a  coupling  pin 
and  the  undermining  of  a  biidge,  where- 
by men  should  be  hured  to  death,  they 
puihtd  the  strike  to  the  conditions  whicd 
prevailed  when  the  in.ervention  of  the 
court  was  asked,  and  which  in  the  end 
compelled  the  employ-nent  ot  military 
force  to  re-establish  peace  and  start 
again  the  activities  of  rommeice. 

Much  has  b  e    siid  but  without  proof, 
of  the  wrongs  ot  the    workmen    at  Pull- 
man, of  an  alliance  between  the  Pullman 
company  and  the    railway  managers  to 
depress  wages,  and  generally  of  corpor- 
ate oppression  and  an  ogancc.     But  U  is 
evident     that     these    things,  whatever 
the  facts  might  have  l>een  proved  cf  im- 
agined to  be,  could  furnish  neither  justi- 
fication   nor    palliatio'i  for  giving  ud  a 
city  to  disorder  and   for    paralyzing    the 
industries  and  commeice  of  the  country. 
The  decision    of    Judge    Caldwell  has 
been  referred  to,  but,  vrhile    that    recog- 
nized the   right  of    employts  to    quit  the 
service  ot  the  receiver-.,  it    contained  no 
warrant  for  intimidating  or  abusing  those 
who  were  willing  to  take  employment,  or 
for  otherwise  interfering  directly,  as  the 
defendants  and  their  followers  did,  with 
the  m.anagemcnt   and    operation  of   the 
road. 

The  courttherefore  finds  the  defendants 
guilty  of  contempt  as  charged,  in  each  ct 
the  cases.  The  same  iSintnces  will  be 
ordered  in  both  cases,  but  it  is  not  in- 
tended they  shall  be  cumulative.

Johnson  was  dismissed 
yesteraay  when  arrested  on  a  complaint 
Charging  hiiu  with  stealing  the  chain  but 
"'s  understood  that  he  will  hi  prosecut- 
ed by  the  railway  company  under  a  new 
complaint  for  keeping  the  goods  in  his 
possession.

AMERICAN  STORE. 


Chicago,  Doc  13.— Forecast  till  8  p.  m.  to- 
morrow: For  Wisconsin:  Clear  and  warmer 
n>uiffht  and  Saturday :  sonthwest  winds.

A  good  chance  for  an  experiment  in 
state  railroad  ownership  is  presented, 
the  New  York  Evening  Post  thinks,  in 
California.  It  says:  "If  the  experiment 
of  state  ownership  of  a  railroad  must  be 
tried^n  this  country  we  know  of  no  other 
locality  where  it  would  be  more  thor- 
oughly backed  up  by  public  opinion  than 
m  California."  This  apropos  of  the  re- 
sentment felt  against  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific road  in  the  Golden  stat?,  and  the  re- 
cent convention  of  the  California  fruit- 
growers, which  unanimously  resolved  in 
favor  of  building  a  new  state  load. 


The  Nicaragua  Canal. 
It  is  evident  that  a  strong  effort  will  be 
made  to  pass  at  the   present   session  of 
congress  the  bill  for  the  promotion  of  the 
Nicaragua  Canal  company,  and  judging 
from  a  vote  in  the  senate  yesterday  there 
is  a  majority  of    the  senators  in  favor  of 
the  measure,  or  at  least  in  tavor  of  some 
measure  dealing  with  the  subject.    The 
bill  which   is   now  before  the  senate  pro- 
vides lor  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000,000 
and    authorizes  the    company   to    issue 
570,000,000  worth  of  bonds  under  United 
States   guarantee.     In    consideration  of 
this  guarantee  the  government  is  to   re- 
ceive ^70.000,000  worth  of   paid  up  non- 
assessable  stock.    As   most  of    the   re- 
maining   shares    are    to    be  distributed 
among  the  Central  American    republics, 
practically  the  entire  ownership  will    be 
vested    in   the  various  governments    of 
North  America. 

A  histoiy  of  the  progress  of  this  enter- 
prise may  be  of  intefest  at  this  time. 
Work  on  the  canal  was  initiated  on  Oct. 
S,  iSS<;,  but  owing  to  lack  of  financial 
backing  but  little  actual  progress  has 
been  made.  About  §5,000,.  00  is  the 
entire  sum  so  far  obtained,  and  in  strik- 
ing contrast  to  the  scandalous  operations 
of  the  Panama  company,  it  appears  that 
the  money  has  been  honestly  and  judi- 
ciously expended.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  entire  cost  will  be  not  more  than 
$70,000,000  and  the  time  required  for 
completion  will  be  about  five  years. 

The  enure  length  of  the  route  is  180 
miles.  By  means  of  dams  and  em 
bankmtrnts  the  lakes  and  rivers  alonji 
the  route  will  give  clear  navigation  for 
120  miles,  leaving  about  sixty  miles  ot 
cuiting  to  be  doae,  thirteen  oa  the  Pa- 
cific side  and  forty-seven  on  the  Atlantic. 
Tnree  locks  are  proposed  on  each  siue 
and  the  highest  elevation  above  the  sea 
is  no  feet.  The  diuinal  tide  is  only 
twenty  inches  in  contrast  to  twenty  feet 
at  Panama.  At  the  sea  level  the  surface 
width  of  excavation  is  to  320  feet,  with  a 
depth  of  thirty  feet.  Vessels  will  take 
twenty-eight  hours  to  pass  through,  and 
at  a  toll  of  %2  50  a  ton,  it  is  expected  the 
revenue  will  be  equal  to  the  earnings  of 
the  Suez  canal. 

There  is  no    doubt  that  the    construc- 
tion of  the  canal  would  be  of  vast  benefit 
to  this  country.     Those  who  assert   that 
it  would    be    detrimental  to    the    traffic 
which  now  passes    over    the  great    lake 
route  from  Buffalo  to  Duluth,    by  dimin- 
ishing the  amount  of  through  transconti- 
nental     business     arc       unnecessarily 
alarmed.    It    would    doubtless   deprive 
the  transcontinental  roads  of    some  busi- 
ness, but  the    benefits  which    California 
would  receive  by  its   deliverance    from 
the    complete    railroad    monopoly    now 
maintained  would  be  very  great,  and  for 
that  reason  alone  the  construction  of  the 
canal  is  demanded.     But  in    many  other 
ways  the  canal  would  be  of  gteat  benefit 
to  the  whole  country,   while   its    import- 
ance    cannot  well    be      overestimated 
In       Its       effect        on        the        inter- 
oceanic    commerce    of    the    world.      It 
should    under    American    control,    and 
some  measure  similar  to  that  which  has 
been  favorably  reported    to    the    senate 
should  be  passed.    It  would  be  better  if 
the  control  could  be   vested   directly    in 
the  federal  government  without   the   in- 
tervention of  a  company,    which    opens 
the  door  for  stock  jibbing,  but  as  under 
the  senate  bill  the  control    of    the    com- 
pany would  be  vested  in  the  government 
this  may  be  as  good  a  plan  as  any  other 
that  could  be  devised.  «

Condition  ol  Affairs  at  Hinckley  and  Sandstone 
in  the  Burned  Uistnct. 

N.  J.  Miller,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
state's  work  of  relief  in  the  burned  dis- 
trict at  Hinckley,  was  in  the  city  yester- 
day. During  the  time  he  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  work,  since  Sept.  ii,  he 
has  built  sixty-seven  houses  and  'sup- 
plied the  families  with  all  necessaries. 
At  present  the  town  families  have  pro- 
visions for  thirty  days  and  rhe  farmers 
for  ninety  dav:^.  All  stock  has  been  sup- 
plied with  feed  for  ninety  days.  Widows 
have  been  especially  well  cared  for  and 
each  one  has  been  supplied  with  a  cow. 

At  Sandstone  a  fine  school  house  has 
been  built  and  the  town  is  better  than  it 
was  before  except  lor  the  lives  which 
cannot  be  replaced.  The  Minneapolis 
Trust  company  has  purchased  the  quar- 
ries and  will  work  thera.    .

18  OF   IMPORTANCE. 


Decision  Which  the  Land  Attorneys  Say  Is  of 
Considerable  Interest. 

The  decision  of  Assistant  Land  Com- 
missioner Bowers  in  the  case  of  David 
O.  Irwin  vs.  William  H.  Daniels,  involv- 
ing the  homestead  entry  of  the  lattei, 
made  Ju'y  i,  1891,  for  the  nw '4:,  sw '4:  and 
e'i  sw'4,  section  23,  and  the  ne'4  nw'4, 
section  26-58-I9,  has  been  received  at  the 
local  LTnited  States  land  office  and  is 
considered  an  important  and  interesting 
ruling. 

March  8,  1892,  the  plaintiff'  filed  affi- 
davit of  contest,  charging  abandonment 
and  on  May  26,  1892  filed  amended  affi- 
davit of  contest,  alleging  disqualification 
of  the  entry  man  on  account  of  being  the 
proprietor  of  more  than  160  acres  of  land 
at  date  of  making  entry. 

By  stipulation,  the  allegations  of  aban- 
donment were  waived  by  the  plaintiff 
and  the  case  presented  upon  the  follow- 
ing finding  of  facts:  William  H,  Dan- 
iels made  pre-emption  cash  entry  on  Oct. 
8,  1890,  at  the  United  States  land 
office  at  Duluth  for  lots  3,  4,  5,  section  5, 
and  lots  i  and  12,  section  6,  58-15,  and 
lot  5,  section  32-59-15,  containing  178  45 
acres,  according  10  the  government  sur- 
vey. At  the  time  of  the  homestead  fil- 
ing Daniels  was  owner  of  that  land  and 
remained  owner  until  Jan.  22,  1892,  when 
he  conveyed  back  to  the  United  States 
by  quit  claim  deed  lot  5  of  section  5-58- 
15,  containing  twenty-one  acres  which 
conveyance  was  made  pursuant  to  in- 
structions from  the  commissioner.  Also 
that,  at  the  time  of  making  the  home- 
stead entry,  Daniels  owned  two  lots  in 
Walbank's  addition  to  Duluth,  and  one 
lot  in  Ironton. 

June  16,  1894,  the  local  oflficials  ren- 
dered a  decision,  finding  that  the  land 
originally  embraced  in  defendant's  pre- 
emption cash  entry  amounted  1017845 
acres;  that  on  Oct.  26,  1891,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  commissioner's  orders,  lot 
5  was  relinquished;  that  under  rulings  in 
two  other  cases  in  the  general  land  office 
practice,  the  defendant  was  not  the  pro- 
prietor of  making  the  homestead  entry 
involved,  and  was  not  by  reason  of  hav- 
ing made  the  pre-emption  entry,  dis- 
qualified from  making  the  homestead 
entry. 

"The  pre-emption  entry  in  excess  of 
15745  acres  (vide  Charles  Hoffman, 
supra),  was  in  effect  at  the  time  ot  mak- 
ing the  homestead  entry,  hut  the  re- 
linquishment has  been  made  and  the 
entry  approved  for  patent  months  before 
this  contest  was  brought." 

The  contest  was  dismissed  by  the 
local  officers.  Appeal  was  filed  alleging 
error  as  follows: 

"The  register  and  receiver  erred  in 
finding  the  defendant,  Diniels,  was  not 
the  owner  of  more  than  160  acres  ot  land 
at  the  date  of  making  his  homestead 
entry  for  the  land  in  contest." 

"They  erred  in  not  finding  Daniels 
disqualified  to  make  a  homestead  entry 
in  cancelling  the  entry  made  July  i, 
1891." 

The  assistant  commissioner  says:  "In 
the  case  of  Hoffman  4  L.  D.,  92,  it  is 
held  that  an  entry  in  excess  of  a  quarter 
section  is  not  void  only  invalid  in  excess. 
Another  clause  provides  that  'no  person 
who  is  the  proprietor  of  more  than  160 
acres  ot  land,  in  any  state  or  territory, 
shall  acquire  any  right  under  the  home- 
stead law.' 

"In  the  case  of  Childs  vs.  Ayerst  et  al, 
ly  L,  IX,  c/j,  it  is  held  that  the  word  'prc- 
prietoi'  is  synonymous  with  'owner'  and 
it  is  further  held  that  where  an  entry  has 
been  made,  until  patent  issues,  the  entry- 
man  has  only  an  equitable  title,  the  legal 
title  remaining  in  the  government.  This 
office  cannot  recognize  any  title  CA'er 
having  been    held    by    Daniels  to  lands 


under  his  pre-emption  cash  entry  in  ex- 
cess of  160  acres,  aind  it  appears  in  con- 
formity with  requesr  from  this  office,  lot 
5  was  relinquished  Oct.  26,  iSgl,  prior  to 
the  bringmg  of  this  a  ctioo. 

"It  follows,  therefore,  that  Daniels' 
pre-emption  cash  errtry  of  lands  in 
excess  of  163  acres  being  invalid, 
he  was  not  the  owner  of  such  excess, 
and  it  cannot  be  held  t  ii  t  he  was  the 
proprietor  of  more  than  100  acres  of  laud 
when  his  homestead  entrv  was  made. 
Irwin's  contest  is  hereby  dismissed,  sub- 
ject to  his  right  of  appeal." 

In  relation  to  Irwin's  protest  against 
Daniels'  commutation  pre  of  made  June  20, 
1893,  Mr,  Bowers  says:  "Upon  exancina- 
tion  I  find  Daniels'  commutation  proof 
satisfactory,  and,  in  event  of  this  decision 
becoming  final,  on  his  compliance  with 
necessary  requirements,  fiial  certificate 
will  be  issued,  when,  in  due  course,  the 
case  will  pass  to  patent." 

ONE   CHRISTMAS    EVE. 


The  office  of  the  register  deeds  is  the 
busiest  part  of  the  court  house  these 
days.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  that  several 
large  transfers  are  not  recorded.  To- 
day's list  is  the  largest  in  a  long  while, 
the  day's  transfers  footing  up  $189,688. 
The  largest  part  of  the  list  is  composed 
of  pine  and    iron    land    deals,    though 

several  good  Duluth   property   transfers 
are  recorded. 

James  M,  Barnett,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  and  W.  G.  Hinman,  of  Pontiac, 
Mich.,  sold  to  George  B.  Morley,  of 
Saginaw,  a  large  amount  of  pine  lands 
in  53-12  for  $6i.ooo.  Motley  in  turn 
transierred  a  half  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty to  W,  A,  Avery,  of  Detroit,  Mich., ' 
for  $62,000. 

Clarence  M.  Hill,  of  Saginaw,  who  has 
large  holdings  in  St.  Louis  county,  sold 
to  James  T.  Hale,  of  Duluth,  a  half  in- 
terest in  iron  lands  in  58  16  and  a  half 
interest  in  all  iron  ore  in  some  other 
property  in  the  same  township,  which 
interest  catrys  with  it  the  right  to  ex- 
plore, develop  and  mine.  The  timber 
right  is  reserved,  and  Hill  agrees  that  if 
the  lands  are  needed  for  a  townsite  or 
other  purposes  to  immediately  remove 
the  timber. 

The  property  is  part  of  that  on  which 
the  Cincinnati  mine  is  located,  and  Hale 
also  gets  a  half  interest  in  the  leases  now 
held  by  the  Standard  Ore  company. 

The  Mesaba  Lumber  company,  for  a 
consideration  of  $10,000,  transfers  pine 
lands  in  59-14  to  Clarence  M.  Hill,  includ- 
ing a  sawmill,  fixture?,  machinery,  etc., 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  a  traffic  con- 
tract with  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  and 
exclusive  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Iron 
Range. 

A.  Harrington  sold  to  W.  H.  Stokes 
for  ?8ooo  lands  in  50-14,  containing  about 
ten  acres.  That  \/ould  make  the  price 
$800  an  acre. 

C.  Lemieux  sold  to  W.  P.  Lardner  lot 
12,  block  60,  Endion  division,  located  on 
Superior  street  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  avenues  east,  for  §12,000. 
Tne  lot  is  50  by  150  feet,  and  the  price 
includes  a  frame  dwelling  house  worth 
about  $7000.  The  leaves  the  land  at 
about  $100  per  front  foot.

Here  is  a  Christmas  stx)ry  that  has 
been  told  the  little  children  in  Germany 
for  many  hundreds  of  years: 

'Twas  the  night  before  Christmas.  A 
little  child  was  wauderii'.g  all  alone 
through  the  streets  of  a  great  city.  Peo- 
ple were  hurrying  hither  :uid  thither, 
and  express  wagons  were  being  rattled 
through  tho  streets.  Even  the  snow- 
flakes  seamed  happy  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  tho  coming  Christn.'-.as  morning. 

But  the  little  child  seemed  to  have 
no  home  and  wandered  on  from  street 
to  street.  No  one  noticed  him  except 
perhap.s  Jack  Frost,  who  bit  his  bare 
toes  and  made  his  fingers  tingle.  The 
north  wind,  too,  pierced  his  rag.-jed  gar- 
ments and  made  him  shiver  with  cold. 
Home  after  homo  ho  passed,  looking 
with  longing  eyes  throtigh  the  windows 
in  upon  the  happy  cliildren  ^vho  were 
trimming  Christmas  troes  and  hsmgiug 
stockings  for  old  S-    ta  Claus  to  fill.

THE  LION  HUFTEES. 


NOT     PURSUERS    OF    THE     KING     OF 
BEASTS,   BUT  OF  CELEEiRITIES. 


All  Done  to  Feed  tho  Tanity  of  the  I.eo 
HonterA — A  Process  of  So<;lal  Torture 
Which  Makes  Slany  Men  or  Genina  Mis- 
erable. 

Formerly  the  lions  in  the  amphitheater 
ate  tho  Christians.  Now  the  so  called 
Christians  eat  the  lions,  mangling  them 
first.  They  live  on  lion.  It  is  a  lonely 
trade  among  the  tribe,  for  no  one  Hon 
hunter  loves  another  lion  htmter.  The 
Mrs.  Lieu  Hunters  of  fashionable  fame 
have  enormous  capacity  for  their  celebrat- 
ed food.  There  is  not  much  lecft  after  they 
are  through  for  the  poor  littlo  hunters,  and 
consequently  thore  are  fights  sometimes, 
called  rows,  and  now  and  then  lion  food 
disagrees.  It  does  not  always  assimilate, 
especially  after  the  lions  leave. 

To  be  a  king  of  genius  is  pleasant  no 
doubt,  to  have  instituted  a  right  to  the 
royal  succession,  to  bo  unhesitatingly 
crowned,  to  bo  tliat  especial  appanage  of 
royalty,  flatterers  kneeling  at  one's  feet, 
is  an  agreeable  recreation.  No  one  would 
willingly  decline  tho  scepter.  Poets,  mu- 
sicians, idealists,  love  flattery.  We  all  do. 
The  human  mind  can  bear  a  great  deal  of 
it.  But  kings  are  sometimes  aCJowcd  to 
cat  alone.  They  have  their  hours  of  retir 
acy,  but  how  many  hours  are  allowed  to 
the  kings  of  genius?  Read  tho  letters  of 
Dickens  and  see  how  ho  detested  the  lion 
huuter.  Just  ready  to  die  of  that  over- 
wrought brain  which  gave  up  its  lifeblood 
that  wo  might  be  amused,  we  selfishly  do- 
niandcd  those  sacred  hours  which  he  should 
have  given  to  repose  for  the  gratification 
to  our  overvanity  that  it  might  bo  said  he 
was  to  bo  seen  at  our  parties. 

Mrs.  Loo  Hunter — his  own  immortal 
creation — stands  as  the  head  of  a  class  of 
whom  wo  have  many  examples,  a  class 
who  deserve  such  an  appellation  and  por- 
traiture. 

There  was  once  a  town  named  Bugaboo, 
where  resided  a  woman  who  had  such  an 
appetite  for  lion  that  she  became  the  vic- 
tim of  anecdote  and  parable,  and  a  sarcas- 
tic neighbor  of  hers  said:  "Why,  if  Goctho 
should  conio  to  Bugaboo,  she  would  say  if 
she  met  you  in  the  street:  'Como  in  this 
evening.     Wolfgang  is  coming.'  " 

In  thus  calling  the  lion  by  his  Christian 
name  this  intimacy,  which  such  i\  phrase 
indicates,  is  a  part  of  that  assumption  for 
which  Mrs.  Leo  Hunter  is  famous. 

Tho  great  man  is  her  intimate  friend: 
Women  are  weak  on  this  point.  They  like 
to  shine  with  reflect<^«l  light.  They  are  anx- 
ious that  other  women  should  see  them 
admired,  followed,  flatteretl. 

Many  of  them  are  content  with  this  re- 
flected glory.  If  they  cannot  stand  in  tho 
real  sunshine  of  a  real  celebrity,  they  like 
the  glitter  of  a  tin  reflector.  Anything  is 
better  than  nothing.  A  tallow  caudle  can 
cast  a  glory.  Tho  fate  of  a  prima  donna 
who  has  the  charm  of  social  adaptability 
and  who  does  not  eat  with  her  knife  is  a 
hard  one.  Every  one  wants  her  for  a  ball, 
dinner,  tea  or  brtiakfast  because  some- 
body el.se  has  had  her.  The  actor  or  ac- 
tress who  can  claim  the  distinction  of  the 
salon  has  to  keep  a  book.  There  is  a  ru- 
mor that  Irving  said  he  was  "engaged  ev- 
ery Sunday  for  two  years,"  but  jovial  ac- 
tors are  not  famous  for  keeping  their  en- 
gagements. When  Mrs.  Leo  Hunters 
grow  too  intensive,  they  shako  a  mano 
and  scatter  their  admirers  as  tho  real  lion 
shakes  off  tho  dcwdrops. 

The  musical  lion  is  a  very  much  to  be 
pitied  animal.  From  the  appearance  of 
Paderewski's  mane  (some  one  said  he 
looked  like  a  new  variety  of  chrysanthe- 
mum), ho  has  evidently  not  given  away 
many  locks  of  his  hair,  but  ho  has  been 
bored.  When  ho  wearily  goes  out  of  tho 
Auditorium  theater  at  Chicago,  with  50 
young  ladies  following  him  breathless 
with  adoration,  how  pitiably  ho  shows  dis- 
gust and  fatigue!  His  very  trade  requires 
repose  and  solitjude.  He  is  a  composer. 
Ho  needs  his  leisure  hours  to  himself,  but 
when  once  tho  prey  of  Mrs.  Leo  Hunter 
woe  be  unto  hnn!  He  must  be  chained  to 
her  chariot  when  she  drives  abroad,  and 
he  must  play  for  her  when  she  wishes. 
The  lion  is  of  no  consequence.  What  does 
she  care  for  him?  But  Mrs.  Leo  Hunter's 
vanity  is  of  much  consequence,  and  it 
must  be  fed. 

Great  geniuses  know  that  they  must 
work  for  popularity.  All  have  heard  of 
the  early  starvation  period,  when  tho  artist 
must  learn  to  do  liis  work,  how  to  secure 
patrons,  how  to  bear  neglect  and  how  to 
use  success.  In  those  dark  hours  does 
Mrs.  Leo  Htmter  go  to  him,  encourage 
him  and  invite  him?  Alas,  no!  Never. 
Until  he  has  conquered  he  is  not  asked  to 
her  soirees.  In  those  dark  days  he  did  not 
light  up  her  egregious  vanity. 

It  is  of  consequence  to  every  art  worker 
to  mako  work  which  will  sell.  Therefore 
every  artist  must  not  only  dream  his 
dream,  but  ho  must  so  interpret  it  that 
tho  crowd  can  understand  it.  Ho  must  be 
dreamer  and  soothsayer  both.  But  have 
wo  any  right  to  ask  how  he  does  it?  Shall 
we  indiscreetly  go  behind  tho  veil?  Shall 
we  demand  of  Shakespeare,  Hawthorne, 
Salvini,  Browning,  Rubinstein,  the  recipe 
of  genuis? 

And  it  was  not  the  respectful  curiosity 
with  which  the  painter  looks  at  an  unfin- 
ished picture  by  Rubens,  or  the  blotter 
page  of  Byron  or  Hawthorne,  to  see  how 
the  thoughts  came,  mutually  suggesting 
each  other,  nor  tho  interest  with  which 
we  watch  Story  as  ho  puts  up  the  Cleo- 
patra that  we  may  learn  of  him.  No;  Mrs. 
Leo  does  not  rake  over  tho  sacred  ashes  of 
tho  "feu  sacre"  from  a  spirit  of  reverence. 
No;  that  fire  might  burn  to  heaven  and 
consume  poet,  author,  musician;  she  would 
not  caro.  Did  «ot  its  perfumed  logs  leave 
a  fragrant  residuum  behind,  out  of  which 
dust  she  could  mako  powder  for  her  mou- 
choir  case? 

We  must  remember  that  the  dread  con- 
ditions of  genius  are  that  the  mortal  man 
who  carries  the  load  of  a  great  brain  is 
weak.  Wo  must  not  so  Ixire  him  as  to  be 
obliged  to  add  compassion  to  admiration. 
The  sensible  lion  has  a  growl  for  Mrs.  Leo 
Hunter  and  a  paw  with  which  to  push  her 
away.  He  does  not  hesitate  to  abuse  her 
after  he  goes  home. 

Men  are  often  lion  hunters,  liking  to  be 
seen  with  great  men.  Boswell  has  almost 
made  this  class  reputable  by  writing  an 
Immortal  biography.  But  they  are  not 
lovely  to  look  at,  these  toadies,  no  matter 
how  great  the  lion.— M.  E.  W.  Sherwood

St.  Paul,  Dec.  14— Clement  M.  Beck 
was  brought  over  from  Stillwater  this 
morning  and  arraigned  before  Judge 
Nelson  of  the  United  States  district  court 
on  the  charge  of  using  the  mails  at  Du- 
luth for  the  purpose  of  defrauding.  He 
was  held  in  bail  in  the  sum  of  $400  and 
went  over  to  Minneapolis  in  charge  of  a 
deputy  marshal  to  secure  bondsmen. 

Beck  was  arrested  in  Stillwater  upon 
conclusion  of  a  trial  in  court  on  an  in- 
dictment charging  him  with  forgery.  He 
was  acquitted  of  this  charge  and  imme- 
diately taken  into  custody  by  the  mar- 
shal and  brought  over  here.  The  story 
of  his  offense  against  the  United  States 
IS  rather  an  interesting  one. 

Last  summer  the  Rainy  Lake  region 
was  enjoying  a  boom  on  account  of  the 
report  of  a  find  of  gold,  and  many  ad- 
venturers and  speculators  became  inter- 
ested in  the  country  and  the  prospect  of 
making  sudden  fortunes  proved  a  draw- 
ing card.  Bick  and  one  .Morey  in  Du- 
luth conceived  a' plan  by  which  they 
should  reap  some  profit  from  the  Rainy 
Lake  region. 

Ihty  got  up    a    circular    announcing 
that  the  Rainy  Lake  Land  Improvement 
conipany  would  build  a  city  in   the    lake 
region,  and  that    hundreds    of    laborers 
and  artisans  could  obtain  employment  at 
$3  a  day  on  application  to  the  company 
The  company  would  board  the  employes 
who  went  to  the  Jake,  charging  them   $5 
a  week,  which  would  be    deducted  from 
their  pay.      Payment    of    the    generous 
wages  was  to  be  made  on  the  ijih  day  of 
each  month,  less    the    amount    due    for 
board.    The  company  would  give    free 
transportation  to  Tovirer,  but  as  a    guar- 
anty of  good  faith  a  $3  deposit    was    re- 
quired of  the  artisans  ana  laborers. 

The  scheme  took  like  a  vaccination. 
Deposits  of  $3  came  from  many  sides  at 
once,  and  the  coffc'rs  of  Beck  and  Morey 
were  replenished.  But  they  used  the 
the  United  States  mails  to  propogate 
their  enterprise,  and  the  hand  of  the  law 
finally  fell  on  them.  Beck  was  the  prin- 
cipal and  Morey  the  tool. 

They  wrote  letters  to  Julius  Kurtz,  of 
Minneapolis,  and  D.  D.  Breck,  of  St. 
Paul  Park,  among  others,  and  these  two 
letters  are  set  forth  in  the  indictment. 
The  whole  scheme  was  a  fraud.  The 
city  by  the  lake  was  in  their  minds  and 
nowhere  else,  but  the  returns  were  big. 
Beck  and  Morey  were  indicted  at  the 
October  term  of  the  United  States  court 
held  at  Duluth.

SUPREME  COURT  DECREES. 

An  Old  Common  Law    Rule   Held    to  Be 
Force    Here. 

St.  P.aul,  Dec.  14.— Fivo  decisions, 
all  written  by  Justice  Canty,  were  handed 
down  in  the  supreme  court  today.  In 
only  two  are  the  orders  of  the  lower 
courts  confirmed.  A  case  of  more  than 
usual  interest,  and  one  which  judgment 
is  reversed,  is  that  of  John  Sheehan, 
respondent,  versus  Edward  Flynn, 
appellant. 

The  justice  holds  that  the  old  com- 
mon law  rr.le  that  surface  water  is  a 
common  enemy  which  ei.ch  owner  may 
get  rid  of  as  best  as  he  can  is  in  force  in 
this  state,  except  that  it  is  modified  by 
the  rule  that  he  must  so  use  his  own  as 
not  unnecessarily  to  injure  his  neigh- 
bor. Justices  Collins  and  Buck  con- 
curred in  the  opinion.  Justice  Mitchell 
concurred  in  the  result,  but  does  not 
wish  to  commit  himself  of  everything 
said  in  the  opinion.

Monster  Rock  Crashed  Through  the  Roof  of 

the  Living  Rooms,  Movables  Being 

Washed  Away. 


AsTOKiA,  Ore.,  Dec.  14— The  light- 
house tender  Columbine  has  returned 
from  a  trip  to  Tillamook  reck  to  investi- 
gate '  the  damage  to  the  light- 
house from  the  recent  hurri- 
cane.  The  sea  was  too  rough  to 
approach  within  speaking  distance  of 
the  rock  and  the  chief  keeper  sent  his 
report  to  the  steamer  in  a  bottle  attached 
to  a  buoy.  The  report  stated  that  the 
hurricane  was  the  worst  ever  experienced 
on  the  coast. 

Mountains  of  water  dashed  against  the 
reckon  which  the  light;  stands  carry- 
>ng  away  the  top  of  an 
adjoining         rock.  Great         waves 

leaped  over  the  high  walls,  spend- 
ing their  force  on  the  building  which 
trembled  and  rocked  as  if  about  to  fall 
into  che  raging  sea  below.  A  crash  of 
gia  js  told  of  the  damage  caused  by  the 
wrives,  and  fragments  of  rock  torn  from 
i».s  foundations  were  hurled  against  the 
'Juter  glass  which  protected  the  costly 
enses.  The  panes  were  all  broken,  the 
lenses  ruined  and  the  clock  machinery 
revolving  the  light  rendered  useless. 

The  force  of  the  wind  and  waves  can 
be  imagined  from  the  breaking  of  the 
lights  136  feet  above  water.  At  one 
stage  of  the  storm  the  water  was  six  feet 
deep  in  the  siren  room  and  four  feet 
deep  in  the  living  rooms  which  are 
eighty-eight  feet  above  high  water. 

A  monster  rock,  weighing  about  "a  ton 
hurled  upward  by  the  waves  nearly  100 
feet  and  coming  down  crashed  through 
the  roof  of  the  living  rooms,  everything 
movable  being  washed  away.  Supplies 
were  destroyed  and  the  tanks  flooded 
with  salt  water.  Ordinary  lanterns 
being  hung,  pending  repairs.

Fowler  at  the  M.  E.  Church  Last 

Evening. 


His  Simplicity,  Strength  of  Purpose,  Great 

Intellectuality  and  All   Attributes 

Eloquently  Set  Forth. 


His  Backbone  Was  the  Stiffest  That    Ever 
Stood  Perpendicular  to  the  Earth 
ISaid  the  Speaker- 


There  was  an  appreciative  audience  of 
good  size  at  the  First  M.  £.  church  last 
evening  to  hear  Bishop  C.  H.  Fowler,  ot 
Minneapolis,  deliver  his  great  lecture  on 
"Abraham  Lincoln,"  Rev.  J.  M.  Tho- 
bum,  Jr.,  introduced  Dr.  Forbes  as  the 
honorary  chairman  of  the  evening.  In  a 
most  Hatteriug  introductory  speech,  the 
doctor  introduced  Bishop  Fowler  to  the 
audience. 

"Mankind,"  said  Bishop  Fowler,  "will 
never  forget  Abraham,  Moses,  Leonidas, 
Pericles,  Paul,  Richelieu,  Cromwell  or 
Washington.  Mankind  will  never  for- 
get, either,  the  hero  we  have  added  to 
that  little  company — Abraham  Lincoln. 
This  great  commoner  had  the  faith  of 
Abraham,  the  simplicity  of  Moses,  the 
courage  of  Leonidas,  the  statesmanship 
of  Pericles,  the  intellectual  force  of  Paul, 
the  political  sagacity  of  Richelieu,  the 
integrity  of  Cromwell  and  the  patriotism 
of  Washington. 

"When  Herodotus  appeared  at  the 
Grecian  games  the  cry  went  up,  'Let  us 
honor  the  man  who  has  made  our 
history,'  so  I  say  tonight,  let  us  honor 
one  who  has  made  our  history. 

"In  estimating  Lincoln's  character,  we 
must  measure  as  we  do  a  building.  As 
much  below  the  water  line  as  alx)ve  it. 
We  must  measure  the  foundation." 

The  lecturer  then  spoke  of  the  birth 
of  the  martyred  president,  in  the  ex- 
tremest  poverty,  and  sbiftlessness  in  a 
shack  hut  in  the  wilderness,  with  neither 
furniture,  floor,  window  or  door.  Con- 
tinued he:  "It  was  not  the  poverty  of 
Europe,  which  has  been  subject  for  cen- 
turies to  the  most  degrading  insults;  not 
the  poverty  of  the  city,  content  to  feed 
upon  the  refuse  thrown  to  the  dogs  of  the 
opulent,  but  the  poverty  of  the  wilder- 
ness, which  stands  erect  and  faces  the 
world  in  God"s  fresh  air  and  free  sun- 
light." 

The  limited  supply  of  books  and 
schooling  attending  the  youth  of  Ameri- 
ca's most  illustrious  son  was 
referred  to.  "It  has  been  said," 
remarked  the  speaker,  "that  the  poverty 
of  his  library  was  responsible  for  his 
wealth  of  intellect."  Lincoln's  size,  un- 
gainly form  and  awkwardness,  and  al- 
most preternatural  strength  were  re- 
viewed. Nature  intended  him  not  for  a 
carpet  knight  but  to  wade  through 
bloody  seas. 

"But  we  must  study  this  great  man  in 
his  environment,"  said  Bishop  Fowler, 
and  then  he  proceeded  to  briefly  sketch 
his  life  up  to  the  time  he  became  presi- 
dent. The  scenes  of  the  civil  war  were 
touched  upon  and  in  an  eloquent  tribute 
to  the  character  of  Lincoln  numerous  in- 
cidents were  presented  to  display  the 
traits  possessed  by  the  great  champion 
of  freedom. 

"There  were  three  great  elements  in 
his  character.  His  moral  sense  was 
chief.  Is  it  right?  Was  his  universal 
inquiry  of  both  self  and  others.  Next 
was  his  reason.  He  was  not  an  inten- 
tional reasoner.  He  felt  his  way  by 
little  and  little,  and  when  he  reached  his 
conclusion  it  was  throuo^h  the  process  of 
hard,  cold  reasoning.  It  made  him  slow 
but  but  it  made  him  solid.  We  used  to 
get  impatient  and  clamor  for  him  to 
move.  I  remember  some  preachers  who 
used  to  pray  from  their  pulpits  for  God 
to  give  Lincoln  more  backbone;  but  in 
reality  his  backbone  was  the  stiffest 
spinal  column  which  ever  stood  perpen- 
dicular to  this  earth. 

"The  third  great  element  was  his 
hard,  practical  common  sense,  the  most 
uncommon  attribute  to  find  in  any  com- 
munity. These  are  the  three  fixed  points 
through  which  the  perfect  circle  of  his 
character  was  drawn,  and  without  any 
one  of  which  he  would  have  failed. 
Without  the  first  he  would  have  been  a 
villian;  without  the  second,  a  fool;  and, 
without  the  third,  a  dreamer.  With  all 
three  he  was  Abraham  Lincoln."

The  case  of  M  L.  Cormany  against  the 
publishers  of  The  Duluth  Evening  Her- 
ald, which  was  tried  at  the  last  term  of 
the  district  court  for  this  county,  and 
*°'.ct».  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the 
plaintiff  for  $500,  has  been  settled.  The 
case  grew  out  of  the  publication  by  The 
Herald  on  Sept.  16,  1893,  of  an  article 
containing  certain  express  charges 
against  Mr.  Cormany.  which  seriously 
reflected  upon  him.

the  institution  of  private  property,  so  as 
to  endanger  the  public  peace.  A  like 
penalty  is  provided  for  seekingr  to  bring 
institutions  and  the  authorities  into  con- 
tempt by  spreading  abroad  false  or  dis- 
torted statements.  Even  tbe  "intention 
to  commit",  certain  crimes,  if  established 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge  is  made 
punishable.  Newspapers  given  to  pub- 
lishing incitements  to  violence,  based  on 
falsihcatioa  of  facts,  may  be  confiscated. 

In  some  respects  the  bill  as  a  whole 
resembles  the  auti-anarchist  law  re- 
cently enacted  in  the  republic  of  Trance, 
the  assumption  being  that  the  "Social 
Democracy"  look  ultimately  to  the  same 
ends  that  are  contemplated  by  the  French 
anarchists.  They  are  not  Democrats, 
say  their  opponents,  in  the  sense  that 
they  desire  a  Democracy  instead  of  a 
monarchy,  but  because  they  want  no  gov- 
ernment at  all,  and  are  not  particular  as 
to  the  means  they  may  employ.  Capri  vi 
refused  to  father  this  bill,  and  it  was  due 
to  this  fact  that  he  resigned  and  Prince 
Hohenlohe  was  called  to  be  chancellor. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  measure  as 
it  stands  excites  general  fears,  since  it 
might,  in  its  present  form,  be  applied  to 
any  other  party  as  well  as  to  the  Social- 
ists. Bismarck's  legislation  of  like  char- 
acter failed,  and  it  is  predicted  that  these 
proposals,  if  enacted,  will  be  equally 
furtile.  Can  it  be  passed  if  restricted  in 
its  operation  so  as  to  reach  only  the 
revolutionary  party?  This  is  problemat- 
ical. A  combination  of  the  Clericals  and 
Conservatives  would  give  the  required 
votes,  but  the  practicability  of  such  a 
combination  remains  to  be  demonstrated 
The  probabilities  are  that  the  bill  will 
not  pass  the  reichstag.  Whether  the 
election  following  the  dissolution  of  the 
reichstag  would  develop  a  majority  in 
favor  of  such  a  restriction  of  the  freedom 
of  speech  is  very  doubtful.

Larger  Pay  Rolls. 

Dun's  weekly  review  of  trade  makes  a 
very  gratifying  exhibit.  It  shows  that  a 
steady  improvement  i?  going  on  in  in- 
dustrial lines,  and  additional  work  is 
being  steadily  provided  for  the  artisans 
of  the  country.  The  comraer':ial  agency 
says  it  is  enabled  by  the  kinuness  of  sev- 
eral thousand  manufacturers  who  have 
forwarded  statements  of  their  pay  rolls 
for  November  this  year,  in  1S93  and  in 
i8g2  to  make  a  very  encouraging  com- 
parison of  earnings  for  that  month, 
which  shows  an  increase  in  total  pay- 
ments of  15.2  per  cent  over  last  year,  but 
a  decrease  of  18.3  cent  compared  with 
1892. 

A  statement  of  hands  employed  shows 
that  in  the  same  establishments  10.2  per 
cent  more  persons  were  employed  than 
a  year  ago,  but  8  6  per  cent  less  than    in 

1892.  The  average  of  earnings  for  over 
250,000  hands  is  4  per  cent  larger  than  in 

1893,  but  I4;<  per  cent  less  than  in  1892, 
and  this  statement  takes  no  account  of 
hours  ot  work  in  the  months  compared, 
nor  of  the  establishments  not  working  at 
all  this  year.  In  some  of  the  industries 
more  hands  are  at  work  than  in  1892,  but 
in  others  the  decrease  is  large.  On  the 
whole,  however,  the  showing  made  by 
the  reports  of  the  industrial  establish- 
ments is  distinctly  favorable. 


The  Anti-Socialist  Bill. 

There  is  promise  of  a  lively  time  in 
the  German  reichstag  over  the  anti- 
Socialist  bill,  which  is  to  be  introduced 
on  Monday  next  by  Prince  Lobenlohe. 
The  events  of  the  past  week  have  made 
it  evident  that  some  stormy  scenes  will 
ensue,  and  it  is  altogether  likely  that  tbe 
result  will  be  the  dissolution  of  the  reich- 
stag and  the  making  of  the  bill  the  issue 
before  the  people  in  the  election  of  the 
deputies.  An  authorized  synopsis  of  the 
bill  has  been  published,  and  its  publica- 
tuon  has  created  consternation  in  Ger- 
many. 

The  proposed  law  while  ostensibly  lev- 
elled at  "tbe  enemies  of  society"  could 
and  probably  would  be  used  against 
-whatever  party  happened  to  be  in  oppo- 
sition. It  supplies  the  government  with 
a  gag  for  free  speech.  Persons  who  at- 
tack the  government,  morality,  the  insti- 
tution of  marriage,  property,  are  all 
within  its  power.  Its  provisions 
are  severe.  One  section  of  it 
provides  a  fine  of  600  marks  and 
imprisonment  for  two  years  for  persons 
•convicted  of  inciting  mobs  to  violence,  or 
Ixaranguing  publicly  against  religion, 
jmarriage,  the  family,  tbe  monarchy,  or

It  is 
recommended  by  physicians  as  a  disin- 
fectant for  the  sick  room.  If  it  will  gather 
malodors  in  the  sick  room  and  disease 
germs,  why  does  it  net  do  the  same  in 
its  long  journey  across  the  continent? 
We  think  it  does;  our  grand  fathers 
thought  so  and  would  not  use  it. 

There  has  been  a  gieat  fake  foisted  on 
the  dear  people  in  the  last  few  years  as 
a  glazed  package  coffee;  so  varnished 
that  the  coffee  will  not  absorb  moisture 
or  lose  Its  aroma.  It  has  been  represent- 
ed that  the  glaze  is  from  the  aloumen  of 
fresh  eggs;  a  great  insult  to  the  hen  and 
not  a  fact.  This  glazi;  is  put  on,  not  so 
much  to  improve  the  coffee  as  to  increase 
the  weight  and  if  any  reader  will  take 
the  trouble  so  put  a  handful  of  the  pack- 
age coffee  in  a  glass  over  night  covered 
with  water  and  observe  the  filth v  discol- 
oration of  the  water,  lie  will  think  some 
tobacco  chewer  has  used  the  glass  for  a 
cuspidor  during  the  night  and  will  not 
want  to  drink  that  as  a  beverage  with 
his  morning  meal. 

Our  grandfathers  did  not  use  package 
coffee.  They  either  riasted  their  coffee 
in  their  own  homes  or  had  it  freshly 
roasted  by  some  reputible  coffee  roaster 
in  their  own  city.  You  can  do  the  same 
and  always  be  assured  of  a  good  article 
if  you  insist  on  having  your  coffee  roasted 
here  at  home.

Hugo   Is   Experimenting  on   a    Cheap 
Plan  For  Its  Abatement. 

T.  W.  Hugo  is  making  some  experi- 
ments at  Elevator  D  which  are  intended 
to  solve  the  question  of  abating  the 
smoke  nuisance  at  little  or  no  expense. 
Most  of  the  concerns  which  put  m  smoke 
consumers  charge  all  the  way  from  $2co 
to  $700  per  boiler.  Mr.  Hugo  thinks 
that  $15,  or  $25  at  the  most,  will  pay  the 
cost  on  his  arrangement  and  if  his  idea 
works  satisfactorily  he  will  receive  the 
thanks  of  all  the  people  in  Duluth,  for 
every  boiler  will  undoubtedly  then  be 
provided  with  one.  Mr.  Hugo  is  invent- 
ing no  apparatus  which  he  expects  to 
patent  and  the  idea  is  so  simple  that 
any  school  boy  may  be  made  to  under- 
stand it.  It  is  simply  the  supplying  of 
sufficient  oxygen  to  dissolve  the  carbon 
coming  from  the  combustion  of  the  fuel. 
A  2-inch  gas  pipe  is  placed  through  the 
fire  wall  opening  into  the  fire  box 
above  the  fuel.  Inside  this  pipe 
IS  a  small  steam  jet  leadin? 
from  the  dome  in  the  boiler. 
The  steam  rushing  out  of  this  jet  sucks 
the  air  through  the  pipe  and  supplies 
theoxygen  necessary  to  dissolve  the 
carbon. 

With  the  cost  of  putting  in  this  appa- 
ratus so  very  low,  no  one  using  boilers 
can  afford  to  be  without  it.  if  there  is 
no  smoke  there  can,  of  course,  be  no 
soot,  and  not  only  does  .it  save  chimney 
cleaning,  but  the  flues  in  the  boiler  will 
not  become  clogged  up. 

Mr.  Hugo  will  present  the  results  of 
his  experiments  at  the  meeting  of  the 
stationary  engineers  on  Saturday,  Dec. 
29.  He  will  at  that  time  lecture  before  , 
the  engineers  on  "Combustion."  Hi$ 
last  lecture  was  on  "Heat."  Additional 
interest  will  attach  to  this  one  from  th^ 
fact  that  it  will  be  illustrated  by  experi- 
ments performed  with  the  assistance  of 
the  high  school  classes  in  chemistry  and 
physics. 

These  lectures  are  delivered  at  Hun- 
ter  hall  and  are  open  to  all  who  may 
wish  to  attend.

It  scarcely  contains  a  bright  line,  and  it 
is  difficult  to  conceive  a  work  less  suited 
to  Miss  Coghlan,  who,  by  tho  way,  is  not 
nearly  tho  artist  that  she  was  a  few  years 
age.

The  fourtli  act  merely  shows  the  struggle 
between  love  and  duty,  tho  astronomer 
finally  going  away  and  giving  up  tho  prize 
which  ho  had  won. 


James  O'Neill,  the  great  romantic  actor, 
who  is  60  closely  ideutiiled  with  ••Monte 
Cristo"  that  it  is  difficult  to  think  of  him

under  a  competent  mentor  with  sucli  ex- 
traordinary ability  as  she  has.  Miss  Rock- 
well is  not  n  Mary  Anderson  by  any 
means,  but  with  a  few  years  more  of 
proper  e.tperienco,  conscientious  study 
and  hard  work  s!io  is  more  likely  than 
any  other  American  actress  of  whom  1 
know  to  eventually  occupy  the  niche  in 
the  dramatic  world  inado  vacant  by  the 
marriage  and  retirement  of  'our  own 
Mary."  Mi.:s  Rockwell's  future  is  now 
in  her  own  hands. 


No  one  can  read  this  without  seeing 
*hat  it  is  schoolboyish  and  amateurish  in 
tlio  extreme.  It  is  not  even  remotely  prob- 
able, and,  strange  to  say,  in  the  case  of  that 
clever  theatrical  trickster,  Henry  Arthur 
Jones,  tho  construction  is  also  woefully 
faulty.  Tho  play  contains  very  few  bright 
liius,  and  these  are  but  feeble  shadows  of 
Oscar  Wildeism.  There  are  really  Init 
two  acts  worth  mentioning — the  first  and 
the  third.  Tho  second  and  fourth  acts 
amount  to  nothing,  the  former  simply 
serving  to  stretch  out  tho  performance  to 
tho  proper  length,  while  tho  latter  might 
as  well  1)0  omitted  entirely. 

The  bidding  for  tho  kiss,  however,  is 
very  exciting,  despite  its  effulgent  arti- 
ficiality, while  tho  cff'oct  produced  by  the 
ganio  of  cards  is  simply  colossal.  The 
performers  are,  of  course,  alv.ays  good, 
but  Mr.  Henry  Miller  was  much  toowood- 
euy  and  stilted  as  the  astronomer,  and 
William  Faversham  as  Sir  Brico  Skene 
t^oemed  unable,  except  in  spots,  to  grasp 
tho  character  of  tho  higliboru  villain  with 
tho  infatuation  for  gambling.  Aliss  Viola 
Allen  could  not  have  been  improved  upon 
as  Dulcie  Larondie,  and  those  who  saw 
tlio  London  performance  eny  that  she  was 
much  better  in  tho  part  than  Mrs.  Pat- 
rick Campbell,  who  created  it.  These 
three  characters  aro  really  the  only  ones 
of  importance  in  "Tho  Masque  raders, " 
although  there  are  no  less  than  22  on  tho 
programme.  The  piece  was  magniflcent- 
ly  staged  and  is  certain  to  bo  a  great  pop- 
ular success. 


It  is  said  that  a  prominent  theatrical 
man.ngevof  this  city  who  has  a  theater  and 
n  stock  company  pays  .innually  to  authors 
more  tlian  $10,000  on  plays  that  have  not 
yet  been  produced  and  in  all  probability 
never  will  be.  This  particular  magnate  is 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  profes- 
sion, and,  stvange  to  say,  he  is  said  to  at- 
tribute most  of  what  persons  call  his  good 
fortune  to  this  very  habit  of  paying  for 
work  which  ho  subsequently  finds  himself 
unal)le  to  use. 

Whenever  a  piece  is  produced  in  which 
there  appears  to  be  evidence  of  originality 
or  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  public  tasto 
this  manager  sends  for  the  playwright  and 
signs  a  contract  with  him  calling  for  a 
new  and  original  drama  within  a  certain 
time  and  entailing  a  forfeit  of  .^500  for  its 
uonproduction  six  months  from  that  date. 
Then  he  may,  if  ho  wishes,  retain  the 
work  for  another  half  year  by  a  second 
forfeit  of  .?500.  This  works  no  injustice  to 
tho  author  and  is  a  very  excellent  arrange- 
ment for  the  manager,  in  that  it  provides 
him  with  presumably  good  material  in 
case  of  the  failure  of  those  vehicles  upon 
which  1)0  had  placed  his  main  reliance.

The  beginner  must  not  expect  to  skim 
lightly  over  any  hills  and  valleys,  how- 
ever, until  he  is  taken  into  the  confidence 
of  his  skis.

It  scarcely  contains  a  bright  line,  and  it 
is  difllcult  to  conceive  a  work  less  suited 
to  Miss  Coghlan,  who,  by  the  way,  is  not 
nearly  the  artist  that  sho  was  a  few  years 
ago.  The  support  is  competent,  but  wast- 
ed on  such  a  piece.

In  tho  third 
act  ocours  the  great  sceuo  of  the  play,  in 
which  tho  two  men  cut  the  cards,  best  two 
in  three,  the  stakes  being  Dulcio  and  her 
child  against  .£200,000.  Remon  wiuF. 
The  fourth  act  merely  shows  the  struggle 
between  love  aud  duty,  the  astronomer 
finally  going  away  and  giving  up  tho  prize 
which  ho  had  won. 


James  O'Neill,  the  great  romantic  actor, 
who  is  60  closely  identified  with  '-Monte 
Cristo"  that  it  is  difficult  to  think  of  him 
in  connection  with  any  other  character,  is 
devoting  much  of  his  time  this  season  to 
"Virginius"  nnd  kindred  meritorious 
tragedies.

Miss  Rook- 
well  is  not  a  Mary  Anderson  by  any 
means,  but  with  a  few  years  more  of 
proper  experience,  conscientious  study 
i\iul  iiard  work  slio  is  more  likely  th.-m 
any  other  American  actress  of  whom  I 
know  to  eventually  occupy  tho  niche  in 
the  dramatic  world  mado  vacant  by  the 
marriage  and  i-etircmeat  of  'our  own 
Mary."  Mias  Rockwell's  futuro  is  now 
in  her  own  hands. 


No  one  can  read  this  without  seeing 
*hat  it  is  schoolboyish  and  amateurish  in 
tho  extreme.  It  is  not  even  remotely  prob- 
able, and,  strange  to  say,  in  the  case  of  that 
clover  theatrical  trickster,  Henry  Arthur 
Jones,  tho  construction  is  also  woefully 
faulty.  The  play  contains  very  few  bright 
linos,  and  the.so  are  but  feeble  shadows  of 
Oscar  VVildeism.  There  are  really  but 
two  acts  worth  mentioning— the  first  and 
tho  third.  The  second  and  fourth  acts 
amount  to  nothing,  the  former  simply 
serving  to  stretch  out  tho  performance  to 
the  proper  length,  while  the  latter  might 
as  well  he  omitted  entirely. 

The  bidding  for  the  kiss,  however,  is 
very  exciting,  despite  its  effulgent  arti- 
ficiality, while  tho  effect  produced  by  the 
ganio  of  cards  is  simply  colossal.  The 
performers  are,  of  course,  always  good, 
but  Mr.  Henry  Miller  was  much  too  wood- 
eny  and  stilted  as  the  astronomer,  and 
William  Faversham  as  Sir  Brice  Skene 
goemed  unable,  except  in  spots,  to  grasp 
the  character  of  the  highborn  villain  with 
tho  infatuation  for  gambling.  Miss  Viola 
Allen  could  not  have  been  improved  upon 
as  Dulcio  Larondie,  and  those  who  saw 
the  London  performance  say  that  she  was 
much  better  in  the  part  than  Mrs.  Pat- 
rick Campbell,  who  created  it.  These 
three  characters  aro  really  the  only  ones 
of  importance  in  "Tho  Ma,s(iucradei-s, " 
although  there  are  no  less  than  23  on  the 
programme.  The  pieco  was  magnificent- 
ly staged  and  is  certain  to  bo  a  great  pop- 
ular success. 


It  is  said  that  a  prominent  theatrical 
manager  of  this  city  who  has  a  theater  and 
a  stock  company  pays  annually  to  authors 
more  than  $10,000  on  plays  that  havo  not 
yet  been  produced  nnd  in  all  probability 
never  will  be.  This  particular  magnate  is 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  profes- 
sion, and,  strange  to  say,  he  is  said  to  at- 
tribute most  of  what  persons  call  his  good 
fortuue  to  this  very  habit  of  paying  for 
work  which  he  subsequently  finds  himself 
unable  to  use. 

Whenever  a  piece  is  produced  in  which 
there  appears  to  be  evidence  of  originality 
or  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  public  taste 
this  manager  sends  for  the  playwright  aud 
signs  a  contract  with  him  calling  for  a 
new  and  original  drama  within  a  certain 
time  and  entailing  a  forfeit  of  $500  for  its 
nonproduction  six  months  from  that  date. 
Then  ho  may,  if  ho  wishes,  retain  the 
work  for  another  half  year  by  a  second 
forfeit  of  .|500.  This  works  no  injustice  to 
tho  author  and  is  a  very  excellent  arrange- 
ment for  the  manager,  in  that  it  provides 
him  with  prcsumal  'v  good  material  in 
case  of  the  failure  o-  hose  vehicles  upon 
which  be  had  placed  his  main  reliance. 

On  his  yearly  visits  to  London  and 
Paris,  too,  this  astute  speculator  usually 
obtains  control  of  tho  American  rights  of

The  result  is  simii  irly  disagree- 
able. Or  in  a  spirit  of  imiability  the 
skis  may  start  for  each  other  with  the 
result  that  the  runners'  legs  become  tied 
in  an  inextricable  knot,  much  to  the  edi- 
fication of  the  bystanders.  The 
complications  are  innucaerable,  and 
the  worst  of  them  are  likely  to  occur 
when  the  runner  is  at  his  highest  speed. 
When  one  is  proficient,  however,  the 
sport  is  unexcelled.  .The  runner  may 
skim  lightly  over  the  hilU  and  valleys 
with  the  speed  and  grace  of  a  swallow. 
The  beginner  must  not  expect  to  skim 
lightly  over  any  hills  and  valleys,  how- 
ever, until  he  is  taken  into  the  confidence 
of  his  skis.

jDBidQ  possioie.  He  has  iilceilectuaj 
qualities,  an  attractive  personality,  and 
his  entrance  to  parliament  opens  a  new 
phase  of  English  life.  To  an  English  in- 
terviewer he  has  drawn  his  own  life  as 
follows: 

"I  was  bom  in  Battersea,  London, 
November,  1858.  My  dear  old  mother 
brought  na  all  up  like  Spartan  soldiers. 
I  was  educated  at  Christchurch  school 
in  this  v*ry  district  which  I  now  repre- 
sent on  the  London  county  council  and 
parliament.  When  I  left  school,  I  went 
as  a  'tiger'  in  top  hat  and  top  boots  to 
a  gentleman  in  Hempstead,  and  when  I 
left  him,  having  outgrown  my  uniform, 
I  went  as  a  potboy  to  the  Winstanley 
Arms,  but  I  never  drank. 

"I  became  an  apprentice  to  a  firm  of 
designers,  and  then  my  political  troubles 
began.  I  used  to  address  meetings  in 
the  country,  and  this  coming  to  the  ears 
of  my  superiors  I  was  discharged.  How- 
ever, the  head  of  the  firm,  knowing  I 
did  my  work  well,  insisted  on  my  re- 
turn. A  year  or  two  after  that  I  got 
into  trouble  for  addressing  a  meeting  on 
('lapham  common  and  was  taken  before 
tho  magistrate.  I  was  struggling  with 
the  police  when  that  young  lady  [point- 
ing, with  a  smile,  to  his  charming  wife, 
wko  .sat  beside  him]  caught  a  glimpse  of 
mo,  with  my  rough  hair,  flu.«5hed  face 
and  torn  jacket.  She  was  coming  from 
church  with  her  father,  John  Gale,  a 
Deptford  street  shipwright.  I  looked  at 
her.  She  looke-l  at  me.  We  met  again 
and  again,  and  at  last  she  became  Mrs. 
Burn.s,  and  I  won't  tell  you  all  she's 
been  to  me. 

"Well,  in  1880  times  were  bad,  and 
I  had  no  work  here,  so  I  accepted  an 
engineering  engagement  on  the  west 
coast  of  Africa.  Here  I  worked  for  a 
year  or  two,  and  it  was  in  that  tropical, 
death  bound  region  that  I  found  in  the 
sand  of  the  river  Adam  Smith's 
'Wealth  of  Nation.s.'  which  I  de- 
voured. It  was  a  revelation  to  me.  It 
was  that  book  and  Robort  Burns'  say- 
ing, 'It  is  the  most  B5;rrowful  thing  in 
the  world  to  see  an  houesst  man  willing 
to  work  unable  to  get  it, '  that  really 
set  me  firm  in  the  work  of  laboring  for 
tho  masses.  Adam  Smith,  Robert  Burns 
and  my  own  hard  lot  have  built  me  up 
into  what  I  am.  When  I  left  Africa, 
which  I  did  rather  than  be  put  over  the 
head  of  my  senior,  who  really  had 
won  the  post  that  was  offered  to  mo, 
I  came  baok  to  England.  I  had  a  lit- 
tle money  on  hand,  and  this  I  spent  In 
fraveling  all  over  tho  continent  study- 

4?  great  galleries,  wandering  about 
-ho  cathedrals,  a  splendid  education  for 
'a  man  brought  up  as  I  had  been. '  Aft- 
er awhile  I  came  back  to  work  in  Eng- 
land. Times  grew  hard;  distress  came, 
then  the  Trafalgar  square  riots.  I  was 
the  'man  with  the  red  flag'  then.  Then 
came  my  imprisonment.  I  hold  it  as  a 
cardinal  principle  that  every  man  should 
go  to  prison  as  part  of  his  education.  I 
have  no  desire  for  oflSce.     I  have  done 
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Paaiham  Weavers'"  association.  A  great 
strike  in  that  year  was  a  means  of  edu- 
cation which  impressed  his  youthful 
mind  very  forcibly. 

When  17  years  of  age,  he  left  his 
adopted  home  and  took  up  his  residence 
at  Burnley,  where  he  has  since  lived 
and  labored. 

He  married  at  1 9  years  of  age  and 
has  14  children,  11  of  whom  are  living. 

For  some  years  he  labored  in  the  fac- 
tory like  other  operatives,  and  his  life 
was  uneventful.    He  was  always  a  be

This  displacement  of  male  by  ch'japer 
female  labor  is  of  course  going  on  in 
all  directions;  hence,  I  take  it,  the  in- 
creasing complaints  in  the  middle  class- 
es that  the  young  men  of  the  present 
day  do  not  marry.  It  may  or  may  not 
be  desirable  that  the  work  of  the  world 
should  be  done  by  women,  but  ckarly, 
if  it  is  to  be  so,  the  women  must  have 
sufficient  wages  to  support  their  hus- 
bands. If  man  is  forbidden  by  woman 
to  support  himself,  woman  must  sup- 
port him.  The  only  alternative  is  that 
man  shall  become  extinct.

liever  in  the  power  of  combination. 
When  unioiusm  was  unpopular  and  a 
term  of  reproach,  young  Holmes  soon 
became  the  nucleus  of  the  advanced  la- 
bor movement  in  all  the  conflicts  which 
took  place  with  the  employers. 

In  1872  he  was  elected  president  of 
the  Burnley  Weavers'  association  and 
has  since  held  that  position.  The  asso- 
ciation became  affiliated  with  the  North- 
east Laneashire  amalgamation,  and  for 
20  years  in  succession  he  occupied  the 
post  of  president. 

His  abilities  and  powers  of  organiza- 
tion made  him  the  most  potent  factor  in 
all  disputes  between  capital  and  labor 
in  the  weaving  industry.  Side  by  side 
with  Mr.  T  Bertwistle,  now  govern- 
ment factory  inspector,  Mr.  Holmes  was 
at  the  head  of   the  labor  organizations 

during  the  great  strikes  of   1878  and 
1884. 

After  the  latter  struggle  most  of  the 
towns  in  northeast  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire,  where  weaving  was  carried 
on,  amalgamated  into  one  vast,  power- 
ful federation,  representing  30,000 
work  people,  and  is  known  as  tho 
Northern  Counties'  Amalgamated  Pow- 
er Loom  Weavers'  association. 

At  Bury,  near  Manchester,  in  1884, 
Mr.  Holmes  was  again  honored  by  being 
elected  president,  and  he  has  every  year

Three  thousand  men  and  women  in  the 
Philadelphia's  sweating  shops  work  14 
hours  a  day  on  an  average  for  tho  pit- 
tance of  |4. 50  a  week.  This  sad  condi- 
tion of  affairs  is  not  peculiar  to  the  City 
of  Brotherly  Love  and  doubtless  exists 
in  all  large  cities.  The  boasted  civiliza- 
tion of  the  nineteenth  century  haH  left 
much  undone.  It  is  not  natural  for  men 
to  work  for  such  a  pittance.  Their  wages 
are  forced  to  this  low  figure  by  tho  num- 
ber of  men  always  out  of  employment 
and  always  begging  for  work.  Men  al- 
lowed to  work  and  to  retain  what  they 
produce  do  not  want.  The  resources  of 
nature  are  sufficient  to  give  all  men  em- 
ployment, but  labor  is  shut  out  by  arti- 
ficial barriers.  The  great  aim  of  civili- 
zation shdtUd  be  to  take  down  those  bar- 
riers. Then,  and  not  till  then,  will  the 
masses  be  free. — Once  a  Week.

Mr.  John  Burns,  M.  P.

be  plain  John  Burns  than  the  Right 
Hon.  John  Burns,  premier  of  England, 
Money  has  not  a  particle  of  attraction 
for  me.  I  have  had  temptation  enough 
that  way,  God  knows.  Within  the  last 
year  or  two  I  have  returned  to  good 
hearted  men  something  like  £5, 000,  of- 
fered to  help  me  in  my  fight  for  the 
people. 

"I  don't  want  money  or  office.  I  am 
prouder  of  my  present  office,  judge  ad- 
vocate general  of  the  poor,  than  I 
should  be  of  the  premiership  itself.  For 
many  hours  daily,  as  you  have  seen, 
there  is  a  stream  of  people  coming  to 
me  in  distress  for  work,  advice,  claim- 
ing for  insurance  and  half  a  thousand 
other  things.  They  trust  ma  They 
know  I  am  working  for  their  good  and 
not  for  my  own. 

"The  trades  union  movement  of  to- 
day is  broadly  typical  of  that  the  new 
democracy  will  be,  plus  rational  educa- 
tion, hitherto  the  monopoly  of  the  cul- 
tured classes.  This,  coupled  with  the 
workingmen's  common  sense,  will  be,  on 
the  whole,  not  a  bad  blend.  Of  this  I 
am  quite  certain — a  corrupt  govern - 
naent  will  never  characterize  the  Eng- 
lish democracy. 

"I  have  helped  to  organize  upward  of 
100  trade  unions  and  been  connected 
with  40  strikes. 

"I  must  tell  you  something  which 
took  place  tho  other  day.  I  was  amused. 
I  was  going  down  the  street  when  I 
saw  a  man  with  a  bag  full  of  my  por- 
traits. So  I  asked  him  how  he  found  it 
pay.  'Find  it  pay,  gov'nor?'  he  cried. 
'Now,  look  'ere.  I  don't  mind  telling 
you  straight,  John  (they  call  me  John), 
I  make  more  money  out  of  your  photos 
than  you  get  from  Battersea  for  all  your 
work.  I  have  sold  60,000  of  them  pic- 
tures of  yours  in  the  last  nine  months, 
and  there's  scores  of  others  could  say 
the  same. '" 

The  interview  was  broken  by  a  stream 
visitors,  including  an  old  lady  who 
plumped  down  a  bag  of  chinking  sover- 
eigns, saying,  "There.  John,  there's 
£86,  all  my  savings.  Whatever  you  do 
with  it.  I  shall  be  satisfied."  Then 
came  a  pale,  thin  girl  asking  for  a  ticket 
for  a  convalescent  home,  next  a  man  in 
trouble  with  his  employer  for  advice  ia 
a  legal  matter,  and  a  rich  man  had  sent 
£13,000  to  John  for  the  Albert  palace. 
It  was  an  impressive  sight,  the  confi- 
dence and  love  of  these  people,  with  the 
sympathetic  manner  and  keen  insight  of 
the  "judge  advocate  general"  himself. 
DaTid  Holmes. 

David  Holmes  was  born  at  Manches- 
ter on  Nov.  16.  1843.  He  lost  his  moth- 
er when  ho  was  only  7  years  of  age 

At  the  age  of  8  he  began  to  weave  on 
the  hand  loom,  so  common  at  that  time 
in  most  of  the  Lancashire  towns.  In  a 
couple  of  years,  without  mentioning  his 
intention  to  any  one,  he  left  his  paren- 
tal roof  at  Manchester,  and  after  a 
rough  tramp  for  about  80  miles  turned 
up  unexpectedly  at  his  uncle's  house  at 
Padiham. 

Here  he  made  his  first  acquaintance 
with  the  steam  loom,  with  which  he 
has  ever  since  been  intimately  associ- 
ated. 

The  only  facilities  he  had  for  train- 
ing his  mind  and  getting  the  rudiments 
of  education  were  at  the  Unitarian  Sun- 
day school  and  night  school. 

His  connection  with  trade  unionism 


of 


So  far  the  amalgamation  had  been 
among  the  weavers  themselves,  but  it 
was  found  that  the  interests  of  all  tho 
factory  workers  were  identical,  and  an- 
other more  important  organization  was 
formed— the  Textile  Factory  Workers' 
association — comprising  all  workers  en- 
gaged in  textile  trades.  Of  this  associa- 
tion Mr.  Holmes  is  now  president. 

He  led  a  successful  campaign  a  few 
years  ago  against  the  excessive  steaming 
in  weaving  sheds,  and  his  association 
has  obtained  parliamenatry  interference 
and  enactment  which  make  the  lives  of 
the  operatives  far  more  tolerable  and  of 
a  healthier  order  than  they  used  to  be. 
Under  the  old  system  they  frequently 
left  the  weaving  sheds  drenched  with 
moisture,  and  many  deaths  were  direct- 
ly traceable  to  colds  contracted  at  such 
times. 

Mr.  Holmes  has  realized  and  empha- 
sized the  doctrine  that  the  best  organ- 
ized workers  are  the  best  paid.  This 
principle  has  taken  root  in  Lancashire, 
and  Mr.  Holmes  finds  himself  at  the 
head  of  the  best  organized  class  of  work- 
ers in  Lancashire,  if  not  in  England, 
and  it  would  not  perhaps  be  too  much 
to  say  that  there  are  not  anywhere  else 
factory  operatives  who  have  so  greatly 
improved  their  condition,  or  who  are  so 
powerful  through  organization. 

Mr.  Holmes  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Burnley  school  board  for  nearly  20 
years  and  a  town  councilor  for  a  score  of 
years.  A  few  years  ago  he  was  made  a 
justice  of  the  peace.  There  is  one  honor 
which  has  not  yet  overtaken  him  (it  is 
perhaps  not  far  oflf)— that  of  M.  P.  Last 
year  he  attended  labor  congresses  at  Zu- 
rich, Switzerland,  and  Rouboux,  France. 
His  present  mission  to  the  United  States 
completes  a  triology  of  honors  such  as 
has  never  before  been  conferred  upon  an 
English  workingman. 

He  is  a  teetotaler,  but  likes  a  good 
cigar.  His  manner  is  simple  and  unas- 
suming, and  though  his  knowledge  of 
book  theories  Is  limited  he  is  blessed 
with  good  cQpamon  sense. 
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A  Nineteenth  Centnry  Contrast. 

From  the  horse  show,  with  its  boxes 
full  of  millionaires,  to  a  hall  over  a 
Grand  street  saloon,  where  striking 
cloakmakers  were  struggling  to  secure 
the  petty  sum  of  $2  to  keep  tho  breath 
of  life  in  their  families  during  the  seven 
days  to  come!  What  a  transition !  What 
a  contrast  I  At  half  past  10  o'clock  at 
night  a  Journal  woman  turned  her  back 
on  the  glorious  display  of  gorgeously 
gowned  beauties,  glittering  with  dia- 
monds, arrayed  in  silks  and  velvets, 
triumphant  in  all  that  wealth  can  give 
or  woman  invent. 

The  next  scene  was  a  room  jammed 
to  sufl'ocation  with  poorly  clad,  hollow 
cheeked  heads  of  families,  to  whom  the 
price  of  the  earrings  worn  by  two  wom- 
en at  the  horse  show  would  have  meant 
bread  and  shelter  for  weeks. 

The  outer  room  in  the  second  story  of 
a  Grand  street  building  was  crowded 
with  striking  oloakmakers  pressing 
against  two  slender  doors,  behind  which 
was  Barondess,  his  assistants  and  the 
small  pile  of  money  that  was  to  keep 
these  men  and  their  families  alive  for 
a  week.

Topic    For  the  Week    Begiuning  Deo.  10. 

Comment  by  Rev.  S.  H.  Doyle. 

Topic— Different  ways  of  rejecting  Christ.— 
Mark  xv,  0-14 ;  Heb.  vi,  4-6. 

That  there  are  different  ways  of  re- 
jecting Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  as  a 
Saviour  is  a  matter  both  of  observation 
and  of  testimony  of  the  word  of  God. 
In  the  references  given  above  therti  are 
practically  three  rejections  of  Christ 
and  each  one  of  a  different  charaoter. 
The  first  is  the  Jews'  rejection  of  Christ, 
the  second  is  Pilate's,  and  the  third, 
given  in  Heb.  vi,  4-6,  may  be  called  the 
backslider's  rejection  of  Christ  It  is 
to  these  that  our  study  is  directed. 

The  first  rejection  is  that  of  the  Jows. 
The  Jews  as  a  nation  rejected  Christ, 
although  many  prominent  people  of  the 
kingdom  accepted.  They  rejected  Christ 
because  of  their  unbelief  in  Him,  and 
they  did  not  believe  in  Christ  because 
He  did  not  fulfill  their  idea  of  what  the 
Messiah  ought  to  be.  They  had  cemaiu 
exalted  ideas  as  to  what  the  Saviour 
should  be.  and  whSn  Christ  came  and 
did  not  fulfill  these  they  violently  re- 
jected Him.  This  is  the  rejection  of  un- 
belief, for  the  reason  already  stated. 
There  is  much  of  the  same  kind  of  re- 
jection  of  Christ  and  for  the  same  Tea- 
son  in  the  world  today.  Christ  does  not 
fulfill  the  ideas  of  many  as  to  what  a 
savior  of  men  should  be.  His  plan  of 
salvation  is  different  from  what  they 
expect,  and  they  refuse  to  believe  in 
Him  and  reject  Him  because  of  their 
unbelief.  Tho  absurdity  of  such  a  rejec- 
tion can  be  easily  seen,  as  if  God  did 
not  know  what  Christ  should  have  been 
better  than  men. 

The  second  rejection  was  by  Pilate. 
Pilate  in  a  sense  rejected  Christ,  but 
for  a  different  reason  from  that  of  the 
Jews.  In  a  sense  he  did  not  disbelieve. 
It  was  purely  moral  cowardice  that 
caused  him  to  reject  Christ.  He  feared 
the  effect  of  standing  up  for  Christ  upon 
tiie  people,  and  therefore  sided  with  the 
populace  against  him.  This  is  also  a 
common  way  by  which  Christ  is  rejtet- 
ed  today.  Many  feel  like  Pilate,  tiat 
they  should  champion  his  cause,  but 
they  fear  to  do  it  They  are  afraid  to 
face  the  sneer  and  ridicule  of  friends  or 
the  opinion  of  the  world. 

The  third  kind  of  rejection  is  Che 
backslider's  rejection.  This  is  the  sad- 
dest of  all,  if  it  could  actually  be,  for 
it  would  be  the  rejection  of  one  who 
had  already  believed  in  and  tasted  liie 
goodness  of  the  Lord.  Those  who  really 
and  truly  do  this  we  do  not  believe  <i»n 
ever  permanently  reject  Christ

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Since  the  autumn  of  1890  the  real    es- 
tate market  has  been  in  a  condition  that 
may  properly  be  called  "suspended  ani- 
mation."   Many    good    sales  have  been 
made  but  there  has   been  a  series  of  un- 
looked-for  events  which  have   postponed 
any  real  activity.     In    November,    1S90. 
came  the  Baring    Bros.'    failure,    which 
caused  great  stringency    in    the    money 
market,  and  the  failure  of    Bell's   bank. 
When  the  eflfect  of  that  misfortune   had 
about  worn  ofif  and  it    seemed    probable 
that  there  would  soon  be  a  good  market, 
iron  ore  was  discovered  on    the  Mesaba 
range  and  the  wonderful   speculation  in 
iron  company  stocks    lollowed.    Nearly 
every  man  and  woman    in    Duluth  ^\x\ 
money  into  iron  stocks  in  anticipation  of 
enormous  profits.    But  so  manyimmense 
mines  were    discovered    and    the    com- 
panies capitalized  for  such  large  amounts 
that  after  the  fever  heat   of  excitement 
was  over  stocks  went   down    and    down, 
until  many  that  brought  good    prices    in 
February  and  March,  i8g2,  becan»e   val- 
ueless or  nearlj'  so.     It  is  estimated  that 
irom  g  1, 006,-000    to  $2,000,000  were   lost, 
by  Uuluth  people  in  the  great  iron  stock  ' 
speculation  of  1892. 

In  January  and    February,    1893,    the 
realty    market    began    to  look  up  again 
and  some  large  deals  were  being   nego- 
tiated when    the    panic    came    on  and 
caused  stagnation.     During  all  this  time 
Duluth  had    been    growing    rapidly  in 
population  and  business,  and  the  cost  of 
new  buildings  in  one  year  alone  amount- 
ed  to  over  $4,000,000.    Indeed,  the    de- 
velopments during  the  last    two  years  of 
panic  and  depression  have  been  wonder- 
ful, even  to  Duluthians,  who  are    so   ac- 
customed to  rapid  growth.     \  alues  hav- 
ing  been    so    largely    enhanced  while 
prices,  in  consequence,  first,  of  the    inac- 
tivity and  then  of  the  panic,    having  re- 
mained  stationaiy,  and   in   some  cases 
having    been    lowered    by    parties  who 
were  forced  to  sell,    The    Herald  main- 
tains that  the  present  is,  in  the  very  na- 
ture of  things,  the  most   favorable  time 
for  making  Duluth  real    estate    invest- 
ments that  will  ever  occur.    People    m 
the  future  will  look  back  to    this    period 
.as  they  do  to  1886,  and  wonder  how  any- 
one could  fail  to  see    the  opportunities 
for  wonderfully    profitable    investments 
that  were  to  be  found  on  every  hand. 

There  is  this  fact  which  should  always 
be  borne  in  mind,  viz:    As  the  city  gets 
larger  and  real  estate   higher  in  value 
the  percentage  of  profit  must  necessarily 
be  much  less.

"It  ought  to  be   so   and,    in  a   normal 
state  of  affairs,  it  is  so,  that  a    man  can 
realize  on  a  holding   of  real   estate  as 
surely  as  on  diamonds.
